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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem,  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  associa.ion  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  association  for  one  year  for  obsei^ation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by 
majority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-3'ear  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintenden:.  Training  Union  Director,  Womans  Mission- 
ary Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  (c)  The  tenn  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
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vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report.  (c)  The  vice 
moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  in- 
capacitation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another 
moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate 
record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  con- 
cerning the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church  in  the  associtaion,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter 
as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  s.ate  convention  office,  (f)  The 
treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee or  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and 
make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up 
to  date,  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  o.her  officers  to  execute  the 
function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  communities  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
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termined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.   The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  asssociation  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  commit- 
tee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 
■  -  2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees, 
c  .  3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare 
for  recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association 
the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming 
year. 

"  .       4.  Resolutions  Committee:    This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 
5.  Credentials  Committee:     This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.    This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommedations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member  about 
-    "    '        his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper 
:>    ;        services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The 
Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the 
V  work  of  the  committee.    Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 

candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 
yr>,       6.  Nominating  Committee:     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
•  mittee  to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 

this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 
7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  sugges  lions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  com- 
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mittee  and   grant  to  the   proposed   church   a  certificate  of 
commendation  which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter 
of  the  church  to  the  association.     This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association.     Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.    The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees. 
6.    The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.    The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  before  the  Association  meets.

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PROCEEDINGS 
Thursday,  August  17,  1961 

1.  The  One  hundred  thirty-second  annual  session  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee Baptist  Association,  meeting  with  the  Shoal  Creek  Baptist  Church, 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Abrams. 

2.  The  hymn,  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers,"  was  sung. 

3.  The  host  pastor,  the  Rev.  Charles  Stevens,  read  the  devotional 
reading,  Matthew  16:19-20,  and  led  in  prayer. 

4.  After  a  report  concerning  the  number  registered,  the  Rev.  J.  E. 
Brown  made  the  motion,  which  later  passed,  that  those  who  were  regis- 
tered comprise  the  Association's  official  body  for  this  .session. 

5.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Welch  moved  the  Treasurer's  Report  be  adopted.

Committee  whicn  was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

7.  The  representative  of  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  was  given  time 
to  speak  concerning  the  work  of  the  Homes. 

8.  The  hymn,  "  'Tis  So  Sweet  to  Trust  in  Jesus"  was  sung,  after 
which  an  offering  was  received. 

9.  In  the  absence  at  this  particular  time  of  two  who  were  to  speak, 
the  Report  of  the  Associational  WMU  was  presented  by  Mrs.  John  R. 
Jones  and  was  adopted. 

10.  The  Rev.  Alton  Hooper  referred  to  the  Report  of  the  Brother- 
hood and  moved  its  adoption. 

11.  Mrs.  Christine  Painter  read  and  moved  the  adoption  of  her 
report  concerning  the  Children's  Homes. 

12.  Mr.  John  Hyatt  moved  the  adoption  of  his  Sunday  School 
Report.  Miss  Patsy  Dills  spoke  concerning  the  Vacation  Bible  School 
work  which  she  had  done  during  the  summer  months,  and  presented 
challenge  for  better  work  among  the  children.  Sunday  School  Report 
adopted. 

13.  The  Rev.  Mason  Hudspeth  presented  the  needs,  objectives,  and 
challenge  of  the  Truett  Memorial  Camp. 

14.  The  Rev.  Lawrence  Jackson,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Crawford, 
spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Training  Union  Work  and  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  Report  on  Training  Union. 

15.  The  work  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Centers  in  Region  10 
was  discussed  by  the  Rev.  Alton  Morris  as  he  presented  his  report  to 
the  Association.  Attention  was  called  to  the  Center  in  this  Association 
which  enrolled  24  persons,  16  of  them  who  were  pastors.  He  recognized 
those  who  had  taught  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Center  last  year:  Quentin 
Perreault  and  James  Lambert. 

16.  J.  A.  Bryson  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

17.  The  Rev.  John  Rymer  presented  the  Report  of  the  Fruitland 
Bible  Institute. 

18.  During  a  period  of  miscellaneous  business  two  visitors  were 
recognized:  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Hensley  and  the  Rev.  E.  V.  Plemmons.  New 
pastors  in  the  Association  who  were  recognized  at  this  time  were  the 
Rev.  Harvey  Stewart  and  the  Rev.  Delos  Parris. 

19.  The  Historian  of  the  Association,  Mrs.  Kate  Bryson,  made  her 
report  which  was  adopted. 

20.  Mr.  Bryson  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "Breathe  On  Me." 

21.  The  Rev.  Joe  Medford  read  the  Scripture  before  the  Annual 
Sermon,  reading  from  Nehemiah  8:1-12. 
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22.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Costner  preached  the  Annual  Sermon,  "The 
Bible's  Sufficiency  in  All  Things." 

23.  The  benediction  was  pronounced  and  a  blessing  asked  upon 
the  lunch  which  had  been  prepared  for  those  who  came.

25.  Mr.  James  Ridgeway  led  the  devotional  period,  reading  from 
Hebrews  2:1  and  following. 

26.  Time  was  taken  here  to  recognize  two  visitors:  the  Rev.  C.  M. 
Warren  and  Mr.  Lawson  Allen. 

27.  The  Rev.  Charles  Stevens  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  Christian  Literature  Report.  Mr.  E.  V.  Plemmons,  Buncombe  As- 
sociation's Missionary,  spoke  concerning  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

28.  The  Report  on  Christian  Education  was  spoken  to  by  Mr. 
Lawson  Allen  of  Gardner-Webb  College. 

29.  The  hymn,  "Send  the  Light,"  was  sung. 

30.  The  Rev.  Ray  McCail  presented  the  Temperance  Report  which 
was  adopted. 

31.  Mrs.  Hattie  Hilda  Allison  presented  the  Report  on  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society.  It  was  adopted. 

32.  Report  on  Evangelism  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Joe  Medford. 

33.  The  Rev.  C.  O.  Vance  presented  the  Report  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Adopted. 

34.  The  afternoon  session  was  then  closed  with  prayer.

Friday,  August  18,  1961 

1.  The  hymn,  "I  Am  So  Glad  that  Jesus  Loves  Me,"  was  sung. 

2.  The  Rev.  Sterling  Melton  read  Matthew  23:19-20,  and  led  in 
prayer. 

3.  Mr.  McDonald,  chairman  of  deacons  of  the  host  church,  wel- 
comed the  Association. 

4.  The  Associational  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Alton  Hooper,  presented 
his  report  which  was  later  adopted.  The  Rev.  C.  O.  Vance  spoke  to  the 
missionary's  report. 

5.  A  rising  vote  of  appreciation  and  confidence  was  given  Mr. 
Hooper  at  this  time. 

6.  Hymn  —  "Rescue  the  Perishing." 

7.  An  offering  was  received. 

8.  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  spoke  to  the  Report  which  had  been  made 
at  a  prior  session  concerning  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 

9.  Dr.  Albert  Meiburg  spoke  to  the  Report  of  the  Baptist  Hospital 
which  was  adopted. 

10.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Costner  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of 
the  Homes  for  the  Aging. 

11.  The  hymn,  "Wonderful  Words  of  Life,"  was  sung. 

12.  The  clerk  called  attention  to  the  Report  on  State  Missions  and 
moved  that  it  be  adopted. 

13.  The  Home  Missions  Report  was  presented  by  Miss  Patsy  Dills 
who  moved  its  adoption. 

14.  The  Foreign  Missions  Report  was  adopted. 

15.  The  Rev.  Harvey  Stewart  spoke  concerning  the  Cooperative 
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Program  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  which  he  made. 

16.  The  Rev.  Ernest  Upchurch  brought  the  address  of  the  morning 
which  had  to  do  with  the  need  for  increase  in  Cooperative  Program 
giving  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  work.  Dr.  Wagoner  and  Dr.  Meiburg 
were  invited  to  join  in  the  discussion  at  the  close  of  the  address. 

17.  The  Rev.  Jonathan  Brown  moved  the  Association  be  on  record 
as  favoring  and  urging  its  church  participate  in  the  35%  suggested  in- 
crease in  Cooperative  Program  giving  through  the  next  three  years. 

18.  The  closing  prayer  included  thanksgiving  for  the  meal  which 
had  been  prepared.

22.  The  Credentials  Committee  Report  was  made  by  the  Rev. 
J.  E.  Brown. 

23.  The  Rev.  Lawrence  Jackson  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Nominating  Committee  which  was  adopted. 

24.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  was  given  by 
the  Rev.  C.  O.  Vance. 

25.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  reported  that  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association  would  be  with  Buff  Creek  and  Hamburg 
Churches  on  August  16  and  August  17,  1962.  The  Annual  Sermon  would 
be  preached  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  Sellers.  His  alternate  is  the  Rev.  Walter 
Middleton.  The  Doctrinal  Sermon  to  be  preached  by  the  Rev.  R.  W. 
Abrams.    Plis  alternate  is  the  Rev.  C.  O.  Vance. 

26.  The  Resolutions  Committee  Report,  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Quentin  Perreault,  was  adopted. 

27.  The  memorial  service  for  Our  Beloved  Dead  was  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Annual  Session.  The  hym.n,  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers,"  was 
sung.    The  Session  ended  with  prayer.

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TUCKASEIGEE  ASSOCIATION  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Our  churches  have  shown  gains  in  all  phases  of  our  Sunday  School 
program  during  this  year.  We  have  had  50  active  Sunday  Schools.  A 
large  percentage  is  showing  increases  in  attendance.  5  churches  have 
reported  additions  to  their  classrooms  totalling  13  new  rooms.  Two 
churches  have  formed  new  Sunday  School  departments.  Many  new 
classes  have  been  formed.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  in  every  in- 
stance where  new  facilities  have  been  provided  the  attendance  has  shown 
definite  gains. 

The  Sols  Creek  Church  has  built  a  new  block  building.  Greens 
Creek  constructed  a  beautiful  new  sanctuary. 

The  Sunday  School  Convention  has  been  held  each  month  witn 
unusually  good  attendance.  Our  average  has  been  above  160  with  an 
average  of  17  churches  represented.  We  are  looking  forward  in  the 
coming  year  for  many  more  churches  to  participate  in  this  phase  of  our 
Sunday  School  program.  Our  Associational  Sunday  School  officers  have 
given  very  liberally  of  their  time  and  talents  to  help  improve  our  total 
associational  Sunday  School  work.  We  continue  to  have  a  great  need 
for  more  trained  workers  in  all  of  our  churches  and  hope  that  many 
more  of  our  officers  and  teachers  will  be  enrolled  in  study  courses  in 
the  coming  year. 

Our  Vacation  Bible  School  report  is  the  best  ever  with  41  churches 
having  held  a  school.  Eight  of  this  number  held  a  two  weeks  school. 
We  are  hoping  part  of  the  remaining  nine  can  still  conduct  one.  We 
commend  all  of  those  who  had  a  part  in  this  training  of  our  boys  and 
girls,  and  especially  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Rev.  Alton 
Hooper,  Miss  Ann  AUman,  and  Miss  Patsy  Dills  for  their  leadership  in 
Bible  School  work  this  summer. 

As  we  look  back  on  the  year  just  completed  we  realize  that  the 
Lord  has  blessed  us  in  many  ways  through  our  Sunday  Schools.  How- 
ever, there  remains  a  tremendous  task  for  each  member.  Paul  was  con- 
cerned that  all  Christians  should  form  a  habit  of  working  faithfully  in 
their  churches.  Our  Lord  set  within  the  churches  apostles,  prophets, 
evangelists,  pastors  and  teachers.  In  fact,  there  is  a  place  of  service  for 
every  Christian.  Paul  was  desirous  that  Chritians  should  grow  more 
Christ-like,  that  the  churches  might  be  brought  up  in  faith,  that  there 
might  be  a  spirit  of  unity  within  the  congregations.

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REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in  the 
fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  number  oi' 
days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Clinics  —  78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96  of  the  100 
counties  in  the  State,  and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

SOIVIE  OF  THE  NEWER  SERVICES 

The  New  Progressive  Care  Unit  was  opened  in  March,  providing  80 
beds  for  patients  who  do  not  require  the  more  expensive  and  intensive 
care  of  the  regular  hospital.  This  is  a  new  and  advanced  step  in  hos- 
pitalization and  patients  are  highly  pleased  with  it.  The  Hospital's  one 
regret  is  that  at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have  money  necessary  tu 
open  it  to  Service  Patients. 

A  new  type  of  unit  for  the  sterilization  of  surgical  and  other  equip- 
ment by  gas  was  recently  installed.  This  is  more  effective  than  the 
older  methods  used  in  the  fight  against  infection,  which  is  a  constant 
problem  in  all  hospitals.  In  the  X-Ray  Department  a  rapid  film  de- 
veloper is  now  in  use  which  greatly  speeds  the  preparation  of  x-ray 
films. 

One  of  the  most  recent  additions  is  a  Pastor's  Library  given  by 
Mrs.  Walter  M.  Williams  of  Burlington  in  memory  of  her  noble  Christian 
husband.  All  pastors  and  others  are  invited  to  ask  about  this  excellent 
collection  of  religious  books  and  to  use  it  when  they  visit  the  Hospital. 

THE   MOST    URGENT  NEEDS 

Among  the  many  needs  at  our  Baptist  Hospital,  there  are  some 
which  are  acute.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  a  building  to  provide 
classrooms  and  other  facilities  for  the  eight  schools  operated  by  the 
Hospital.  These  schools  are  training  urgently  needed  medical  personnel 
and  Christian  workers  in  addition  to  doctors.  They  are  badly  limited  and 
handicapped  for  lack  of  room. 

The  need  for  enlargement  of  the  overcrowded  and  seriously  limited 
Out-Patient  Department,  Children's  Center,  and  Psychiatry  section  of 
the  Hospital  is  urgent.  The  need  is  far  beyond  the  present  facilities 
in  each  of  these  departments.  The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day 
Funds  for  helping  Service  Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization 
grows  more  and  more  acute.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the 
importance  of  this  Fund  and  the  need  for  our  churches  greatly  to  en- 
large their  Mother's  Day  Offerings. 

A  new  opportimity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endowment 
invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  of  its  proceeds  being  used 
for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount  can  be  made 
at  any  time.  A  gift  can  be  made  in  one's  own  name,  in  memory  of  a 
friend,  as  a  memorial  to  a  loved  one,  or  the  Endowment  can  be  placed 
in  one's  will.  All  gifts  will  be  gratefully  received,  appropriately 
acknowledged,  and  a  permanent  record  kept  of  each  one.  We  hope 
you  will  think  and  pray  about  this  and  that  many  will  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity.

JENNINGS  A.  BRYSON 
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REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  one  hundred  fourth  session,  in  its  one  hundred  sixteenth  year, 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  St,  Louis,  Missouri,  May  23- 
26,  1961.  The  general  theme  of  the  program  was,  "My  Church  .  .  . 
Reaching  Out."  The  theme  was  consistent  with  the  objective  of  the  Con- 
vention as  stated  in  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  which  reads  as  follows: 
"It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Convention  to  provide  a  general  organization 
for  Baptists  in  the  United  States  and  its  territories  for  the  promotion 
of  Christian  missions  at  home  and  abroad,  and  any  other  objects  such 
as  Christian  education,  benevolent  enterprises,  and  social  services  which 
it  may  deem  proper  and  advisable  for  the  furtherance  of  the  kingdom 
of  God." 

There  were  11,600  registered  messengers  in  attendance  and  with 
the  visitors,  the  attendance  was  well  over  15,000.  Approximately  1200 
attended  from  North  Carolina,  and  those  in  attendance  from  our  As- 
sociation included  the  Reverends  J.  W.  Costner,  Lawrence  Jackson,  Joe 
Medford,  Alfred  Sellers,  C.  O.  Vance  and  Mrs.  C.  O.  Vance. 

It  was  a  very  wholesome,  constructive,  and  inspirational  Convention. 
The  emphasis  on  evangelism.  Christian  education,  mission  and  the  ap- 
plication of  the  Gospel  to  today's  world  were  all  very  good.  Most  of  the 
messages  and  reports  were  extremely  challenging.  Some  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  1960  were:

STATE  MISSIONS 

There  are  many  things  that  cannot  be  expressed  in  written  reports. 
State  Mission  work  is  of  this  nature  because  it  is  spiritual,  and  cannot 
be  tabulated.  May  we  think  of  State  Missions  as  it  relates  to  the 
religious  welfare  of  our  state  and  how  Christian  Statesmanship  appeals 
to  the  highest  and  best  in  men  and  leads  to  a  spiritual  prosperty  which 
after  all  is  the  only  real  and  lasting  prosperity.  State  Missions  then 
should  by  all  means  stay  abreast  of  its  material  development. 

World  missions  means,  among  other  things.  Missions  in  North 
Carolina,  since  this  state  is  to  each  of  us  a  very  important  part  of  the 
world.  We  also  find  that  spiritual  needs  are  the  same  here  as  else- 
where. There  are  tremendous  areas  and  types  of  spiritual  need  in  our 
state  beyond  the  ability  of  our  local  churches  and  district  associations 
to  cope  with.  The  cooperative  missionary  efforts  of  Baptists  throughout 
North  Carolina  can  alone  effectively  minister  to  these  areas  of  spiritual 
need.  In  spite  of  the  growth  and  economic  development  in  North  Caro- 
lina, there  are  areas  that  are  undeveloped.  There  seems  to  be  a  never 
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ending  process  of  changes  that  bring  new  problems  and  responsibilities. 
People  from  other  parts  of  the  nation  are  moving  into  our  state  and 
naturally  they  bring  their  ideologies  and  their  religion. 

Our  institutions  need  to  be  strengthened.  We  need  money  to  pur- 
chase lots  for  new  churches  and  they  need  aid  until  they  can  support 
themselves.  We  are  reminded  by  one  of  our  Baptist  leaders  that  lost 
people  in  North  Carolina  are  as  lost  as  those  in  any  part  of  the  world 
North  Carolina  is  a  growing  state,  by  1980  our  population  is  expected 
to  reach  6,300,000.  At  present  25  per  cent  of  the  white  population  of 
the  state  hold  membership  in  Baptist  churches.  By  1980  the  percentage 
may  be  more  or  less,  depending  on  our  Christian  Statesmanship  as  to 
how  it  will  continue  to  attain  and  maintain  spiritual  prosperity. 

There  is  now  a  mission  movement  on  the  part  of  agencies  and 
states  called  the  30,000  movement.  This  comprises  a  cooperative  relation- 
ship among  Southern  Baptist  to  establish  10,000  new  churches  and 
20,000  new  missions  by  the  end  of  1964.  The  state  mission  committee 
of  the  General  Board  works  with  the  church  and  association  committees 
in  the  great  work.  This  30,000  movement  is  a  great  challenge  because 
all  this  could  mean  2  million  more  in  Sunday  School,  one  million  more 
in  Training  Union,  750,000  more  in  Womans  Missionary  Union,  and 
750,000  more  in  Brotherhood.  North  Carolina  needs  600  new  Baptist 
Churches  now,  and  our  goal  of  $200,000  for  mission  in  North  Carolina 
should  be  reached. 

May  we,  the  Baptist  of  this  great  state  take  part  in  the  work  that 
is  before  us  as  the  servants  of  God  in  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  who  said, 
"Even  as  the  Son  of  Man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto  but  to 
minister."  In  order  that  we  expand  our  work  this  calls  for  more  money. 
Will  you  lead  your  church  to  make  a  liberal  offering  for  State  Missions 
on  the  third  Sunday  of  September.

state,"  even  though  this  tax  may  be  refunded  at  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  by  following  the  legal  procedure  set  forth.  A  sad  day  has  come 
in  North  Carolina  when  the  church  must  be  taxed  first  for  the  public 
school  system  when  other  available  revenue  sources  including  tobacco 
are  by-passed.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  Moderator  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee Baptist  Association  be  instructed  to  notify  Governor  Terry  San- 
ford  by  telegram  immediately  of  this  action,  and  copies  be  sent  to  Sylva 
Herald,  Asheville  Citizen,  Biblical  Recorder,  and  Charity  and  Children.

THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  life-line  of  foreign  missions  ad- 
vance. Our  offerings  through  the  Cooperative  Program  not  only  re- 
inforce all  Convention-wide  causes,  but  also  extend  the  Gospel  around 
the  world.  This  Program  enables  the  32,251  Southern  Baptist  Churches 
to  join  hands  and  extend  the  Gospel  to  the  world. 

Total  gifts  in  1960  were  six  per  cent  greater  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Receipts  for  the  Cooperative  Program  were  four  per  cent  more. 
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Gifts  to  foreign  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Progam  increased 
5.94  per  cent. 

But  these  increases  are  not  enough.  When  we  look  at  other  figures 
we  are  startled.  Our  population  is  increasing  1.6  persons  per  second. 
jLvery  year  adds  nearly  50  million  new  people,  but  Christianity  is  not 
increasmg  that  fast.  Other  challenges  are  our  illiterates  and  our  sick. 
Of  the  approximately  three  billion  people  in  the  world  in  1961,  one  and 
one  half  Diilion  are  illiterates.  Only  25  million  learn  to  read  each  year- 
There  are  also  one  and  one  half  billion  people  who  are  without  medical 
care.  Two  billion  of  the  w^orld"s  population  are  unsaved. 

We  have  1500  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  to  meet  these  challenges. 
This  means  there  is  only  one  missionary  to  every  two  million  people. 
At  the  beginning  of  1961  there  were  1480  missionaries  under  appoint- 
ment serving  in  45  countries.  They  serve  in  churches,  hospitals,  schools, 
good  will  centers,  and  preaching  stations. 

There  are  three  main  divisions  of  responsibility.  First,  missionaries 
must  oe  sent  and  supported.  Second,  funds  must  be  provided  to  cultivate 
developing  programs  of  work.  Third,  resources  must  be  made  available 
for  capnai  expenditures  such  as  schools,  churches,  hospitals,  publishing 
houses,  seminaries,  etc.  The  ui'gency  of  the  mission  task  mcreases  each 
day. 

We  must  bring  to  this  task  not  only  resources  in  terms  of  lives 
and  money,  but  increasing  spiritual  powder  through  prayer  and  faith. 
We  must  begin  now  working  toward  the  advancement  of  our  Lottie  Moon 
Cnriscmas  oiiering  which  along  with  our  Cooperative  Program  is  our 
greatest  resource  for  foreign  missions. 

Oar  own  Association's  part  in  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  was  S1305. 
If  we  concinue  to  send  our  money  and  efforts  to  the  foreign  mission 
fieias,  our  hearts  will  go  also.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES,  1961 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  are  Christiari 
agencies  providing  love  and  care  for  more  than  800  boys  and  girls  last 
year. 

There  are  three  homes:  Mills  Home  in  Thomasviile  (311);  Kennedy 
Home  in  Kinston  (165);  and  Odum  Home  in  Pembroke  for  (24)  Indian 
uniiaren  and  staff.  One  hundred  and  twenty  five  children  live  in  foster 
homes  throughout  the  state. 

The  Child  Care  Ministry  is  child  centered,  Christ  centered,  and 
I  church  centered.  It  is  based  on  the  redemptive  plan  of  God.  They  have 
well  trained  efficient  Christian  workers  who  try  to  get  the  boys  and 
girls  to  have  trust  in  other  adults  and  trust  in  God. 

Each  home  provides  the  child  wdth  well  balanced  programs  of  work 
and  recreation.  Each  child  has  a  job  to  do  and  each  home  has  a  church 
on  the  campus,  with  a  full  time  program.  Nearly  100  boys  and  girls 
were  baptized  last  year. 

The  Home  also  provides  a  home-like  atmosphere.  Each  child  is  kept 
in  touch  with  his  family  back  home  by  a  caseworker.  The  children  may 
leave  the  campus  at  Easter,  Christmas,  Thanksgiving,  and  10  days  in 
summer  for  vacations. 

The  financial  support  of  the  homes  comes  from  the  following  sources: 
the  Cooperative  program,  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  the  once-a-month 
offering,  and  Endowment  and  spiritual  gifts.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  full  enlistment  and  utilization  of  men  for  Christ  is  the  greatest 
challenge  facing  our  churches  today. 

There  is  a  great  need  of  enlisting  the  man  power  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Area.  One  of  the  greatest  ways  of  doing  this  is 
through  the  Brotherhoods  of  our  churches. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  growth  in  the  Brotherhood  movement 
since  1940.  Tens  of  thousands  of  men  have  responded  to  this  organization 
which  has  as  its  objective  the  enlistment  of  men  in  magnifying  all  the 
work  of  their  churches  and  denomination. 

The  Brotherhood  organization  was  revised  in  1960  so  that  even 
the  smallest  churches  can  organize  a  church  Brotherhood.  Under  the 
aew  revised  Brotherhood  Organization  it  only  takes  eight  men  to  or- 
ganize a  church  brotherhood.  Several  churches  in  this  Association  have 
expressed  a  desire  to  organize  a  brotherhood  and  I  believe  that  the  new 
year  holds  untold  and  unseen  blessings  for  the  Brotherhoods  in  this 
Association  if  they  will  only  put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  support  the 
work  of  their  church  through  the  Brotherhood  movement. 

We  are  grateful  to  those  of  you  who  have  been  so  faithful  in  all 
phases  of  our  Brotherhood  work  throughtout  the  past  year.  As  your 
Brotherhood  President  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Rev.  C.  O.  Vance  for  his  unusual  cooperation  in  helping 
to  plan  our  Associational  Brotherhood  Meetings  and  to  each  and  every- 
one that  has  attended  and  supported  our  Program  for  the  past  year.

The  progress  of  all  our  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  around  the 
world  depends  upon  our  loyal  support  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  Th's 
is  the  channel  through  which  Southern  Baptist  advance  their  work. 

If  we  are  to  fulfill  the  commission  of  our  Lord,  "To  go  into  all  the 
world,"  we  Baptists  must  strive  to  do  more  for  world  missions.  The 
hope  for  peace  and  world  progress  depends  largely  on  our  world  mission 
attitude. 

Everything  Baptists  do  for  the  v/inning  of  a  lost  world  is  tied  to 
the  Cooperative  Program.  Each  aspect  of  Southern  Baptist  work  is  de- 
pendent on  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  support. 

In  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  there  are  6297  total  resident 
members.  In  1960  this  Association  gave  $6,334.00  to  the  Cooperative 
Program.  That  was  one  dollar  and  a  fraction  of  a  cent  per  member. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  at  work  trying  to  save  the  world  before 
it  is  wrecked  by  the  spiritual  blindness  of  the  nations.  We  can  remembei 
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that  whatever  our  gift,  God  will  add  much  more  to  it  to  accomplish 
His  work. 

Recommendations  — 

1.  That  every  Baptist  become  a  tither. 

2.  That  every  church  have  a  budget. 

3.  That  every  church  include  a  definite  amount  to  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

Southern  Baptist  must  become  more  fully  dedicated  and  reach  their 
respective  goals  if  we  are  to  evangelize  the  world  more  rapidly.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

There  has  never  been  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  church  when  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  was  more  in  order  than  it  is  today.  But  many 
Christians  have  been  slow  to  sense  it.  If  circumtances  and  world  con- 
ditions can  shock  us  out  of  complacency,  then  every  Chi^istian  should  be 
alerted  to  the  urgency  of  winning  others  to  faith  in  our  Lord. 

The  Divine  obligation  of  evangelism  rests  without  exception  upon 
the  heart  and  conscience  of  every  spirit-born  child  of  God.  The 
evangelist,  whether  he  be  an  individual  in  the  congregation  or  the 
herald  preaching  in  the  pulpit,  is  Christ's  gift  to  the  churches,  and  he 
is  God's  valiant  wrestler  against  the  powers  of  darkness.  His  message 
should  be  Bible-centered.  "...  thou  shalt  be  a  good  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ,  nourished  up  in  the  words  of  the  faith  and  of  good  doctrine, 
whereunto  thou  has  attained."  (I  Timothy,  4:6).  Evangelism  without 
sound  teaching  is  fanaticism. 

Our  association  had  a  simultaneous  revival  effort  in  April  of  1961 
in  which  10  or  12  churches  took  part.  The  daily  radio  report  to  the 
people  was  a  vital  part  of  the  effort  and  served  to  vitalize  as  well  as 
to  advertize  the  meetings.  Sixty  conversions  were  reported  from  this 
effort.  Evidence  mounts  in  favor  of  simultaneous  revivals. 

Twenty  two  churches  had  sent  in  the  church  letter  at  the  time  of 
the  writing  of  this  report.  The  number  of  baptisms  reported  seems  en- 
couraging. However;  almost  invariably,  the  churches  which  reported 
no  revival  meetings  reported  no  baptisms  and  many  reported  no  ad- 
ditions by  other  means.  Revival  meetings  do  pay.  The  effect  on  the 
lives  of  men  and  the  lives  of  our  churches  has  been  proven  over  and 
over  again. 

Let  me  urge  every  church  to  pray  concerning  our  primary  task  of 
winning  men  to  faith  in  our  Lord.  Let  us  pray  concerning  our  revival 
meetings  and  special  evangelistic  efforts.  Let  us  plan  now  for  a  great 
effort  in  the  spring  of  1962.  Let  us  look  forward  to  the  great  world- 
wide crusade  which  is  to  take  place  in  the  year  of  1964,  when  33,000 
or  more  churches  in  America  and  millions  of  Baptists  the  world  over  will 
be  in  a  world-wide  revival  which  will  involve  20  million  Baptists  and 
200  Billion  souls.  It  will  be  a  day  in  which  men  everywhere  will  be 
ask  to  be  reconciled  to  God.  Such  an  undertaking  has  not  taken  place 
since  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  and  may  very  well  change  the  course 
of  the  history  of  the  world. 

May  every  Christian  and  every  church  be  a  part  of  this  great  task.

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  principal  characteristic  of  a  Christian  college  is  to  be  found 
in  the  men  and  women  who  constitute  its  personnel.  These  are  the 
people  who  are  determining  largely  the  kind  of  Baptist  denomination  we 
shall  have  in  the  future.  It  is  becomin  "creasingly  difficult  each  year 
to  secure  these  dedicated  and  well-trained  people  to  work  and  teacn 
in  our  Baptist  Colleges  because  most  of  the  time  their  salaries  are  much 
lower  than  those  paid  in  public  schools  and  state  colleges.  There  is  a 
need  for  this  problem  to  be  rectified  immediately. 

In  reference  to  the  student  enrollment  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges 
there  are  8,000  regularly  enrolled  with  another  2,000  who  do  special  work 
and  come  for  the  summer  sessions.  Two-thirds  of  these  are  Baptist 
young  people  and  the  other  third  are  young  people  of  other  denomina- 
tions. Also  we  must  never  forget  that  three  out  of  every  four  Baptist 
youth  in  college  must  look  to  some  college  other  than  our  seven  Baptist 
Colleges  and  we  are  deeply  concerned  for  their  welfare.  This  is  why 
we  must  be  careful  to  continue  to  provide  a  good  ministry  through  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  on  non-Baptist  campuses.  Of  the  Baptist  students 
attending  our  seven  colleges,  one  out  of  eight  students  is  preparing  either 
for  the  ministry  or  some  other  church  related-vocation.  Here  we  find 
our  Baptist  seed  for  the  kind  of  Baptist  harvest  we  may  expect  to  reap 
in  the  future. 

The  annual  operating  budgets  of  these  seven  colleges  —  Wake 
Forest,  Meredith,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  and 
Wingate  —  total  between  eleven  and  twelve  million  dollars.  Students 
pay  some  over  half  of  this  total  and  Baptists  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  this  last  college  year  paid  about  five  percent  of  the  operating 
costs.  Other  sources  provide  nearly  one-half  of  the  operating  costs. 
Over  the  past  ten  years  Baptist  have  furnished  $500,000  yearly  for 
capital  outlay.  Our  special  Convention  which  met  at  Greensboro  oa 
May  4,  1961  adopted  a  "Program  of  Advance"  for  the  next  three  years, 
1962-64,  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  carrying  out  of  this 
program  in  full  will  give  the  colleges  in  the  next  three  years  more  than 
$8,000,000  for  plant  expansion  and  improvements  and  nearly  $1,000,000 
for  new  Student  Centers  in  other  colleges  for  our  Baptist  youth.  This 
significant  undertaking  is  dependent  upon  you  as  Baptists  and  whether 
you  will  support  this  program  with  your  financial  means. 

For  fifteen  years  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  coordinated  the 
work  of  their  colleges  through  a  "Council  on  Christian  Education,"  in 
our  Baptist  State  Convention.  This  council  consists  of  representatives 
of  our  colleges,  the  General  Board,  and  our  Convention  officers.  Mr. 
Claude  F.  Gaddy,  who  has  been  executive-secretary  of  this  Council, 
resigned  July  31,  1961.  We  salute  him  and  say  to  him  a  job  well  done  for 
the  past  fifteen  years.  He  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  Harold  Cole  who  for 
the  past  four  years  has  been  secretary  of  our  Department  of  Baptist 
Student  Work  in  our  Convention  and  comes  to  this  new  position  well 
prepared  and  as  no  stranger  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.

To  help  us  better  understand  the  Bible  we  must  use  every  available 
help  as  our  guide  for  study.  Our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  used 
every  possible  means  to  carry  out  the  command  in  Tim.  2:15  "to  study 
to  show  thyself  a  workman  .  .  ."  By  the  use  of  their  great  printing 
presses  of  the  Broadman  Press  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  we  have  Chris- 
tian Literature  for  every  age  of  our  Church. 

These  Christian  helps  sS  t  with  the  Message  of  the  Cradle  Roll 
parents.  As  soon  as  the  child  is  old  enough  for  church  the  Nursery 
guides  and  helps  include  pictures  of  Christ  and  other  Biblical  thoughts. 
The  Nursery  worker  is  also  provided  with  a  guide  for  better  teaching. 
From  the  Nursery  the  Child  is  guided  through  the  Beginner  class  with 
Bible  stories  and  more  picture  cards.  The  Primaries  have  a  closely 
graded  material  to  guide  the  minds  of  the  growing  child.  The  teacher 
helps  are  for  the  developing  mind.  The  story  of  Jesus  is  very  important 
to  the  Primary  and  must  be  told  from  a  trained  worker.  The  Beginner 
has  reached  the  age  of  school  and  wants  to  read  for  himself.  Simple 
stories  are  prepared  for  the  early  reader  to  learn  more  about  Christ.  By 
having  properly  prepared  materials  the  Beginner  begins  to  think  for  him- 
self. Continuing  through  the  Junior,  Intermediate,  Young  People  and 
Adult  classes,  the  same  holds  true.  Every  age  is  provided  with  care- 
fully prepared  literature. 

This  story  of  Christian  Literature  does  not  stop  with  the  Sunday 
School.  The  Church  Music  Director  is  provided  with  guides  and  helps, 
the  Training  Union  and  its  many  departments  are  graded  the  same  as 
the  Sunday  School,  the  pastor  has  the  Church  Administration  and  the 
Church  Library,  Church  Recreation  have  their  quarterly  magazines.  In 
our  homes  we  have  Home  Life,  The  Quarterly  Review,  The  Baptist 
Student,  Open  Window,  Royal  Service,  Ambassador  Life,  the  G.  A. 
Magazine,  and  the  Brotherhood  magazine.  To  help  the  entire  church, 
we  have  the  Bulletin  Service  for  every  Sunday  Service  with  inserts  on 
Evangelism,  Stewardship,  and  other  special  occassions. 

All  these  and  many  more  are  made  possible  by  the  many  dedicated 
men  and  women  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  who  are  giving 
their  lives  for  Christ  in  the  talents  that  God  has  given  them  to  write 
for  others.  These  men  and  women  are  called  for  these  services  as  are  the 
missionaries  of  home  and  foreign  fields.  They  break  the  Break  of  Life 
that  those  who  are  unable  to  understand  the  scripture  many  times  may 
read  and  understand.  Their  thoughts  are  inspired  and  mind  directed 
by  the  same  God  that  gave  the  words  to  the  writers  of  the  Bible.  This 
is  not  only  true  for  those  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  but  of  our  own 
state  where  we  have  our  State  Baptist  Paper. 

With  the  dedicated  workers  of  the  past,  present,  and  future  ouj 
Spiritual  lives  and  knowledge  will  continue  to  grow.

How  thrilling  it  is  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst!  North 
Carolina  Baptists  can  be  justly  grateful  for  their  Christian  ministry  to 
125  residents  in  their  three  Homes  —  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home 
in  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Albermarle  Home  in  Albemarle. 

With  130  people  waiting  for  admission  at  the  present  time,  lack  of 
rooms  is  one  of  our  most  acute  problems.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  how- 
ever, are  definitely  doing  something  about  this  situation.  The  Hamilton 
Home,  now  under  construction  in  Martin  County,  is  proof-positive.  This, 
our  fourth  Home,  v/ill  provide  for  30  additional  residents.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Hamilton  Home  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  no  later  than  the 
first  of  January,  1962.  A  debt  of  $275,000.00  has  been  assumed  on  this 
Home,  and  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  liquidation  of  the  indebted- 
ness on  the  new  infirmary  at  Winston-Salem.  There  is  no  further 
expansion  of  desperately  needed  additional  facilities  anticipated  until 
the  major  portion  of  this  debt  is  paid.  Special  Day  Offerings  and  gifts 
from  the  churches  should,  therefore,  be  increased  greatly  in  order  thai 
we  may  go  on  in  the  great  task  which  is  ours,  and  that  we  might  meet 
the  ever-increasing  demands  of  the  aging  among  us  as  quickly  as  possi- 
ble. 

We  are  now  in  the  eleventh  year  of  operation,  and  the  past  year  has 
been  a  great  one  and  a  good  one.  Twenty -six  new  residents  have  been 
received  and  are  now  finding  happiness  and  peace,  love  and  security, 
in  their  new  home. 

The  Special  Day  Offerings  and  special  gifts  are  running  17%  ahead 
of  last  year's  contributions,  and  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to  eacn 
church  and  to  each  individual  for  the  liberal  support  to  the  wonderful 
cause  which  we  represent. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Weaver  cf  Greensboro,  N.  C,  as 
Business  Administrator  of  the  Homes  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
blessings  of  the  past  year.  This  dedicated  layman  is  serving  with  un- 
usual ability  and  insight  and  is  making  a  splendid  contribution  to  the 
work. 

The  average  age  of  our  residents  is  around  80,  and  we  rejoice  in 
the  fact  that  the  life-span  is  increasing  for  them.  We  are  exceedingly 
grateful  that  one  of  them,  Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright,  reached  her  100th 
birthday  on  July  6.  She  is  the  first  resident  in  our  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes  to  attain  this  remarkable  milestone.  She  is  the  living 
example  of  the  years  that  are  actually  being  added  to  a  persons's  life 
by  the  loving  kindness  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  thi'ough  the  tender 
care  of  our  Homes. 

One  of  the  most  wonderful  gifts  ever  made  to  the  Homes  is  now 
coming  to  fruition.  It  is  the  handsome  duplex  apartment,  made  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Roxie  Sides  of  Winston-Salem.  This  new 
facility,  now  under  construction  on  the  Reynolds  Park  Road  site  in 
Winston-Salem,  will  be  occupied  in  the  fall,  we  hope,  and  will  open  an 
avenue  for  four  additional  residents.

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REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  now  serving  in  all  the  states  of  the 
United  States,  including  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  in  Cuba,  Panama,  and 
the  Canal  Zone.  The  Board,  at  the  close  of  1960,  had  2,035  missionaries. 
In  addition,  it  employed  525  summer  student  workers  and  200  tent- 
makers  during  the  summer  of  1960. 

There  are  431  active  chaplains;  676  reserve  chaplains;  92  in  Air 
Patrol;  51  in  Veterans'  Hospitals;  99  in  other  hospitals;  73  in  institutional 
ministries  and  10  in  industrial  plants. 

There  are  2,335  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  areas  not  served  by 
the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1980.  About  fifteen  new  associations  are 
being  organized  annually,  and  the  Board  is  seeking  to  render  a  special 
ministry  to  these  new  associations.  An  average  of  48  missionaries  were 
appointed  monthly  last  year  exclusive  of  summer  workers  and  chap- 
lains. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  continues  to  place  a  major  emphasis  on 
pioneer  areas.  A  study  of  the  present  distribution  of  funds  from  the 
Missions  Division  indicates  that  62.7  per  cent  of  all  such  funds  are 
being  used  in  the  pioneer  mission  areas.  14.8  per  cent  is  used  in  the 
older  states  for  language  mission.  9.7  per  cent  for  work  with  National 
Baptists;  7.9  per  cent  for  Mission  Centers  Ministries;  and  only  4.9  per 
cent  for  all  other  ministries  of  the  Board  in  the  older  states.  Thus  the 
Board  is  seeking  to  carry  out  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  —  that  it  give  major  consideration  to  the  work  in 
the  pioneer  fields  and  to  the  work  among  the  language  and  under- 
privileged groups. 

Following  are  a  few  of  the  new  projects  in  effect:  (1)  The  Home 
Mission  Board  is  cooperating  in  the  new  state  of  Hawaii  in  the  field 
of  evangelism  and  will  soon  undertake  to  cooperate  with  the  state 
leadership  in  an  associational  missions  program.  (2)  There  are  now 
three  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  Puerto  Rico  that  are  affiliated  with 
the  Florida  State  Convention.  These  churches  have  joined  the  Florida 
Convention  in  asking  the  Home  Mission  Board  to  assist  in  the  pro- 
motion of  Baptist  work  in  Puerto  Rico.  (3)  Language  work  has  been 
started  in  the  Great  Lakes  area  and  in  New  York  and  the  Northeast 
Association.  (4)  The  development  of  a  Literacy  Ministry  in  mountain 
and  isolated  areas  has  met  with  enthusiastic  support  and  has  resulted 
in  other  groups  accepting  responsibility  for  such  ministry  in  a  number 
of  these  areas. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  ministers  through  many  areas  and  depart- 
ments in  an  effort  to  win  people  across  our  land  to  Christ.  When  we 
give  our  support  to  Home  Missions  through  its  major  divisions  namely; 
Chaplaincy,  Evangelism,  Missions,  Education  and  Promotion  and  Church. 
Loans  we  are  sharing  in  a  great  mission  endeavour  commanded  by  our 
Lord.    Truly  the  mission  field  is  already  white  unto  harvest."

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Please  listen  to  this  earnest  appeal  of  a  Chinese  college  student: 
"We  students  want  to  know  Jesus.  We  must  have  this  book."  Then 
listen  to  another  who  says:  "Your  English  Bible  speaks  to  my  head,  by 
my  Chinese  Bible  speaks  to  my  heart."    The  words  of  those  students 
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express  two  basic  principles  of  mission  work  which  are  true  in  all 
lands:  People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ,  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his 
own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can 
speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary. 
It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after 
he  must  leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart.  But,  we 
must  remember,  in  most  lands  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the 
Bible.  It  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without 
profit,  usually  below  cost.  In  cases  of  special  need,  at  home  and  abroad, 
Scriptures  are  given  without  charge.  The  Bible  Society  is  an  active 
partner  of  Southern  Baptist  and  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist 
work  around  the  world. 

During  1960  the  American  Bible  Society  — 
.  .  .  Rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1165 

languages:  the  full  Bible  in  221,  a  Testament  in  277  more  and  a 

Gospel  or  other  complete  books  in  667  more. 
.  .  .  Gave  over  1,000,000  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains 

to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals. 
.  .  .  Observed  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for  the  Blind, 

far  below  cost. 

.  .  .  Helped  the  Korean  Bible  Society  to  realize  their  long-sought  goal 
of  distributing  more  than  a  million  scripture  volumes  in  a  single 
year. 

.  .  .  Distributed  throughout  the  world  a  record  total  of  over  23  million 
volumes  of  Scriptures.    This  was  over  5  million  more  than  the 
number  of  volumes  distributed  in  1959  and  over  8  million  more  than 
the  15  million  volumes  per  year  average  for  the  past  9  years. 
Because  the  Society  serves  mission  work  —  and  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  depend  on  the  Bible  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for 
their  people.

REPORT  ON  THE  GEORGE  W.  TRUETT  BAPTIST  CAMP 

The  George  W.  Truett  Baptist  Camp  was  open  for  six  weeks  from 
July  3-August  11  of  this  year.  There  were  a  number  of  workers  from 
Region  10  with  five  pastors  from  Tuckaseigee  Association. 

152  boys  and  girls  attended  the  R.A.  and  G.A.  camp  weeks  from  18 
churches  of  the  Region.  Five  made  professions  of  faith  in  Christ;  while 
seventy-one  made  professions  of  fuller  commitment  to  Christ.  Offerings 
of  $35.96  were  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

There  were  $125.76  in  the  Camp  Operating  Fund  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.    There  was  an  income  of  $1266.25  during  the  camp  season.

The  expenditures  were  approximately  $1340.68.  (The  reason  for  this 
approximate  is  that  three  of  the  bills  have  not  been  paid  yet.)  There 
will  remain  in  the  camp  fund  between  $50  and  $75  for  next  year.  The 
reason  for  this  decrease  is  found  largely  in  the  size  of  the  camps.  Basic 
expenses  make  a  week  of  less  than  20  campers  come  up  with  a  deficit. 
Also,  expenditures  for  needs  such  as  athletic  equipment,  bulldozing, 
stamps,  books,  health  needs,  and  off-season  electricity  come  out  of  this 
fund. 

Camp  improvements  consist  of  cleaning  the  ground  in  some  areas 
with  a  bulldozer.  The  barracks  building  was  screened  with  46  window 
screens  and  3  doors  as  a  gift  of  Mr.  James  Penland  of  Asheville  at  a 
cost  of  about  $175.

REPORT  OF  THE  TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST 
■  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  CENTER 

THE  TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  CENTER, 
meeting  in  the  Scott's  Creek  Baptist  Church,  Sylva,  enrolled  24  persons, 
16  of  this  number  being  ministers,  4  laymen  and  4  women.  Old 
Testament  111  and  Preaching  113  were  taught  by  Quentin  M.  Perreault 
Pastor  of  the  Cullowhee  Baptist  Church,  Cullowhee,  and  James  Lambert, 
pastor  of  Scott's  Creek  Baptist  Church.  Sixteen  credits  were  earned 
in  Old  Testament  111  and  13  in  Preaching  113.  Rev.  Robert  Abrams, 
pastor  of  Sylva  First  Baptist  Church,  Sylva,  served  as  director,  and 
Lawrence  Jackson,  pastor  of  Buff  Creek  Baptist  Church,  Sylva,  served  as 
Registrar  and  Treasurer. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Center  was  one  of  twleve  centers  in  Region  Ten 
which  were  conducted  as  a  pilot  project  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention as  a  joint  service  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  the  Seminary 
Extension  Department  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina, serving  through  the  Missions  Department  of  the  State  Convention. 
The  twelve  centers  enrolled  a  total  of  388  persons,  155  of  these  being 
ordained  ministers,  164  laymen,  and  262  women.  Seven  of  these  centers 
were  in  white  Baptist  churches  and  five  in  Negro  churches  (Baptist). 
Twenty  courses  were  taught  with  five  hundred  seventy-five  taking 
these  courses,  some  taking  as  many  as  three  courses.  Four  hundred 
forty-four  credits  were  earned.  The  average  cost  per  course  per  pupil 
was  $7.39.  Two  hundred  fifty-eight  scholarships  of  from  $5.00  to  $10.00 
were  given.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  made 
100  of  these  possible. 

This  fall  we  are  hoping  to  begin  with  at  least  eleven  centers  (we 
began  with  seven  last  year).  These  centers  promise  to  be  larger  and 
better  than  last  year.  A  special  course  will  be  given  in  seven  centers 
for  Woman's  Missionary  Union  workers,  and  those  interested  in  this 
work.  We  also  plan  to  open  as  many  "Learning-to-Read"  classes  as  we 
are  able  to  enlist  pupils  to  attend.  God  has  richly  blessed  our  beginning. 
Pray  for  a  great  year  ahead  of  us.  Make  your  plans  now  to  attend  the 
center  nearest  you.

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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

1961  being  the  centennial  of  The  War  Between  the  States  it  is  in- 
teresting to  look  back  a  hundred  years  to  the  happenings  in  the  churches 
of  The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  at  this  crucial  time. 

Of  the  48  churches  of  the  association  today,  eight  had  been  organized 
and  were  members  of  the  association  in  1861.  They  were  Cullowhee, 
organized  in  1829;  Scotts  Creek,  1830;  Old  Savannah  and  Tuckaseigee, 
1835;  Hamburg,  1849;  Mt.  Pleasant,  1852;  and  Johns  Creek,  1860.  All  of 
these  churhces  held  regular  services  and  sent  delegates  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association  each  year  during  the  war. 

The  most  obvious  fact  to  be  noticed  in  reviewing  the  records  of 
this  time  is  that  so  little  reference  is  made  to  the  war.  Some  make  no 
mention  whatever  of  the  struggle,  some  have  brief  references  as  to 
how  "to  deal  with  deserters,"  of  the  election  of  pro-tem  officers  to  fill 
the  vacancies  of  regular  officers  "until  they  return  from  the  Army  if 
they  ever  should"  and  of  releasing  those  members  going  into  the  army 
from  regular  church  attendance.  "We  waive  Article  4  (requiring  all 
members  to  be  present  for  all  church  services  unless  just  cause  is  shown) 
as  concerning  those  who  have  gone  into  the  Army."  Only  in  the  records 
of  the  Scotts  Creek  Church  do  we  find  such  items  included  as  obituaries 
and  memorial  services  for  soldiers  killed  in  battle,  lists  of  members 
leaving  to  join  the  Army,  with  rank,  regiment  and  place  of  enlistment, 
and  records  of  special  prayer  services  for  the  fighting  men  and  an 
early  peace. 

Negro  slaves  were  permitted  to  belong  to  the  churches,  their  names 
usually  listed  on  a  separate  roll  and  they  were  required  to  sit  in  special 
pews.  We  find  such  references  as  "Mr.  Brown's  black  man  Charlie 
was  admitted  as  a  member"  or  "Black  girl  Lettie  was  excluded  from 
the  church."  On  one  occasion  a  white  man  was  excluded  "for  whipping 
a  slave." 

During  these  years  Communion  and  Decoration  services  were  held, 
to  which  pasiors  of  neighboring  churches  and  their  congregations  were 
invited.  From  the  Old  Savannah  record  (April  17,  1861)  "We  will  have 
a  Communion  Season  at  our  May  meeting  and  invite  Bro.  F.  Henson  and 
his  brethen,  Bro.  Conner  with  his  church,  Bro.  Crawford  with  his 
church,  Brother  Brendell  and  his  church  and  Brother  Rickmond." 

Family  names  found  in  these  records  are  much  the  same  as  today, 
Buchanan,  Watson,  Wilson,  Hooper,  Sutton,  Stillwell,  Long,  Shelton, 
Jones,  Green,  Hall,  and  Bryson. 

In  all  of  the  books  we  find  entries  written  with  poke  berry  ink, 
especially  in  the  war  years  and  the  period  following.  This  has  proven 
to  be  a  very  indelible  sort  of  ink  as  these  notations  are  clear  and  legible. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Rev.  Lambert  of  Scotts  Creek,  the  Rev. 
Perreault  of  Cullowhee,  Mrs.  Ruby  Cagle  of  Old  Savannah  and  Mr. 
Lloyd  Rogers  of  Johns  Creek  for  their  help  in  securing  the  information 
in  this  report.

HISTORICAL  NOTE  CONCERNING  SOL'S  CREEK 

The  Sol's  Creek  Baptist  Church  was  organized  April  1,  1869.  The 
Rev.  J.  H.  Orr  was  the  first  pastor,  J.  N.  Bryson,  first  clerk.  The  first 
church  sight  was  on  the  banks  of  Sol's  Creek  near  the  old  road  that 
led  across  Neddy  Mountain.    In  later  years  this  building,  which  was 
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made  of  logs  and  had  split  logs  for  seats,  burned. 

A  second  building  was  erected  near  the  gap  of  Dodging  Ridge. 
This  building  also  burned.  The  State  helped  to  put  up  a  frame  building. 
A  fire  destroyed  this  structure  also.  A  second  one  was  erected.  These 
two  buildings  were  used  for  school  purposes  until  about  ten  years  ago. 

The  first  of  August  last  year,  under  the  direction  of  our  good  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Robert  Dean,  the  members  of  the  Sol's  Creek  Baptist  Church 
began  the  erection  of  a  new  building  near  the  cemetery.  This  building 
has  walls  constructed  of  blocks.  We  are  on  the  way  to  the  completion, 
and  since  the  third  Sunday  of  May,  we  have  been  having  Sunday 
School  and  preaching  services  in  it.  We  are  grateful  that  we  are  on 
our  own  grounds  and  in  our  own  building.  So  far  we  just  owe  better 
than  $100.

REPORT  ON  FRUITLAND  BIBLE  INSTITUTE 

"Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  was  established  and  continues 
to  be  maintained  to  provide  God-called  men  who  have  answered  the 
call  late  in  life,  an  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  most  im- 
portant task  in  all  the  world.  The  Bible  is  the  center  and  circum- 
ference of  all  our  teaching.  Major  interest  is  given  to  helping  students 
develop  their  talents,  right  attitudes,  and  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
others  and  with  the  denomination.  The  courses  of  study  are  designed 
to  better  equip  men  to  be  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God, 
rightly  dividing  the  Word  of  truth. 

The  school  is  not  a  seminary  nor  is  it  in  competition  with  our 
seminaries.  It  is  rather,  a  school  that  specializes  in  adult  education 
in  the  Bible  institute  field.  We  seek  to  meet  a  specific  need  that  is 
not  met  or  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  program  of  Christiaan  edu- 
cation in  our  other  Bible  institutions. 

Last  year  we  enrolled  about  150  students  for  the  18  week  term. 
At  the  present,  we  have  120  applications  for  dormitory  space  for  the 
coming  year  in  which  our  school  term  will  be  extended  from  18  weeks 
to  24  weeks.  We  feel  also  that  it  will  be  a  privilege  to  have  Dr.  M.  A. 
Huggins,  former  Executive  Secretary  for  our  Convention,  on  the  faculty 
at  Fruitland. 

Any  information  about  Fruitland  would  be  incomplete  if  no  mention 
was  made  of  the  high  spiritual  level  of  the  life  here  on  the  campus. 
Men  who  had  not  completely  yielded  their  lives  to  the  Lord,  who  have 
not  found  their  highest  joy  in  Christian  service  soon  feel  out  of  place 
and  either  come  to  a  life  dedication  decision  or  drop  out  of  school. 
Here  men  are  happy  in  the  Lord  and  count  it  one  of  the  highest 
privileges  to  witness  for  Jesus.  A  spirit  of  joy,  love,  cooperation  and 
unselfishness  comparable  to  Pentecost  prevails  on  the  campus.  We 
would  not  have  it  otherwise."

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by 
m.ajority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintendent.  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,    (c)  The  vice 
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moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  in- 
capacitation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another 
moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate 
record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  con- 
cerning the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter 
as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,  (f)  The 
treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee or  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and 
make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up 
to  date,  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the 
function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XT.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  commit- 
tees as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of 
the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to  be 
nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise 
determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

'  BY-LAWS 

1.    All  vacancies  occurring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
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Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  mcderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.    The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body, 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  commit- 
tee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan 
the  annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare 
for  recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association 
the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee.  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommenda- 
tions as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member 
about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper 
services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The 
Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the 
work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  com- 
mittee and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of 
commendation  which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter 
of  the  church  to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association.  Seven  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
v/eeks  before  the  Association  meets.

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY'S  REPORT 

In  these  verses  which  we  have  chosen  for  our  theme,  Philippians 
2:5-11,  Paul  summed  up  the  Christian  character  and  guide  for  service. 
He  simply  states  that  to  have  the  mind  of  Christ  in  you  is  to  have  the 
cooperation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  your  life  as  you  give  an  effectual  wit- 
ness for  Him  as  Lord.  Jesus,  on  one  occasion,  asserted  the  emptiness  of 
saying  Jesus  is  Lord  without  also  obeying  His  word.  "Why  call  ye  me 
Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  that  I  say?" 

The  New  Testament  makes  it  plain  that  obedience  of  faith  is  not  a 
mere  matter  of  keeping  commandments.  It  goes  deeper  than  that. 
To  accept  Jesus  as  Lord  is  to  commit  one's  self  to  His  interests  and  to 
receive  His  principles  as  the  laws  of  life.  Paul  set  no  limit  upon  the 
authority  of  Christ,  for  he  knew  to  whom  he  belonged.  For  churches 
and  individuals  alike,  to  know  that  we  belong  to  God,  to  know  that  we 
are  God's  people,  brings  responsibility  and  challenge,  but  to  know  that 
God  is  our  God  is  sufficient  reason  to  bring  us  hope  in  the  task  that  is 
before  us. 

To  possess  the  mind  of  Christ  simply  means  to  be  Christ-like.  He 
called  us  to  be  like  Him  in  our  service  to  the  world.  He  said  that  he 
"came  not  to  be  served  but  to  serve".  Local  churches  to  send  out  world 
wide  Christian  witnesses  must  have  a  keen  interest  in  each  member. 
It  is  a  great  source  of  strength  to  know  that  you  have  friends  who  are 
praying  for  you  and  are  backing  you. 

If  the  church  is  to  give  an  exam.ple  of  the  mind  of  Christ,  it  must 
recognize  its  responsibility  to  those  who  have  not  heard  the  Gospel 
message.  This  includes  people  in  our  own  communities,  in  other  com- 
munities, in  our  country,  and  in  other  countries.  We  cannot  boast  of 
having  the  mind  of  Christ  and  we  certainly  cannot  say,  "Jesus  is  Lord", 
unless  we  are  making  every  effort  to  share  the  good  news  with  all  the 
world.  Victorious  faith  will  enable  you  to  be  used  of  God  in  His  great 
plan  of  salvation  for  those  for  whom  Christ  died.  We  cannot  say  that 
He  is  Lord  meaningfully  without  being  possessed  with  compassion  for 
those  for  whom  He  died. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  great  trust  you  have  placed 
in  my  efforts  to  make  Jesus  Christ  Lord  to  the  glory  of  God  through 
Associational  missions.  To  the  churches,  associational  officers,  the  pastors, 
to  every  individual  who  has  contributed  in  any  manner  to  the  work,  I 
express  my  appreciation  to  you  and  to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessing 
that  has  been  mine  over  the  past  year  as  I  have  sought  along  with  you 
to  make  Jesus  Christ  Lord  in  our  Association.

These  were  God's  words  of  instruction  to  Moses  in  an  age  of 
crisis.  This  order  sets  the  direction  of  Christian  thought  and  action.  The 
call  to  move  forward  is  still  gloriously  heard.  We  hope  it  is  heeded  and 
feel  that  it  was  through  our  Sunday  Schools  in  this  Association  last  year. 
Many  have  shown  an  increase  in  enrollment.  Several  of  our  churches 
have  improved  and  remodeled  their  present  facilities,  and  others  are 
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adding  on  new.    We  hope  this  is  just  a  beginning. 

We  all  deeply  regret  the  loss  suffered  by  the  Scott's  Creek  Church 
from  fire  but  are  thankful  for  the  spirit  of  dedication  and  purpose 
whereby  they  are  rebuilding  even  better  and  bigger. 

Our  Associational  Sunday  School  meetings  have  been  held  monthly 
with  an  average  attendance  of  149  and  an  average  of  21  churches  repre- 
sented. This  is  an  increase  of  four  churches  over  last  year.  We  are 
hoping  many  more  churches  will  participate  in  this  phase  during  the 
coming  year. 

Our  Vacation  Bible  School  report  is  excellent  with  41  out  of  our  50 
churches  that  have  already  held  a  school.  We  hope  some  of  the  re- 
maining nine  will  still  be  able  to  conduct  one.  To  all  who  had  a  part 
in  this,  we  are  very  grateful,  and  especially  to  Rev.  Alton  Hooper  and 
Miss  Patsy  Dills  for  their  Bible  School  leadership. 

The  tasks  of  teaching  and  training  are  so  eternally  important  that 
we  cannot  let  our  Sunday  School  work  lag  in  any  phase.  The  Bible 
must  be  known  and  loved.  It  is  not  enough  for  it  to  be  just  an  open 
book.  The  messages  of  God's  word  must  be  familiar,  and  its  truths  must 
live  in  the  hearts  of  all  Christians.  The  underlying  purpose  of  the  Sun- 
day School  is  to  help  God's  people  know  God's  Book  and  that  by  know- 
ing it  they  might  practice  it  diligently  and  teach  it  fervently. 

In  the  coming  year  let  us  answer  God's  call  through  our  Sunday 
Schools  and  ever  move  forward.  If  a  life  is  to  glow,  it  must  also 
grow  and  go.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

In  looking  back  over  our  evangelistic  efforts,  we  can  see  some 
progress  in  what  we  have  been  trying  to  accomplish  in  the  churches  in 
our  Association. 

It  is  the  known  fact,  that  this  increase  in  Baptisms  and  decrea::e  in 
churches  not  reporting  any  Baptisms  has  come  about  through  our  Sim- 
ultaneous Revival  Efforts. 

Last  year  we  had  13  churches  reporting  no  Baptisms,  but  the  year 
before,  we  had  15  churches  reporting  no  Baptisms,  and  the  year  before 
that  16  churches  who  did  not  report  any  Baptisms  in  a  whole  year,  out  of 
50  churches  in  this  Association. 

Aithougn  we  are  making  some  progress,  there  is  still  much  work  to 
be  done  for  our  Lord. 

The  real  purpose  of  the  simultaneous  revival  efforts  are,  to  get 
church  members  revived  so  they  can  and  will  do  work  in  our  churches 
and  our  Association. 

When  the  Church  prevails,  children  will  be  born  into  Gods  King- 
dom. In  Isaiah  66-8,  we  read  these  words,  "When  Zion  travails  she 
brings  forth  her  children."  Just  as  our  mothers  went  down  to  the  very 
brink  of  death  to  bring  us  into  the  world  in  our  physical  form,  there 
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must  be  spiritual  birth  pangs  in  our  churches  if  man  and  women  are  to 
be  born  into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Christ  said,  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  So,  if  we  must  be  born  again 
before  we  can  go  to  heaven,  we  as  Baptists  ought  to  use  every  available 
method  to  help  people  to  become  christian.

We  have  by  far  too  many  untrained,  uniformed,  and 
unconcerned  Baptists,  in  our  churches  today. 

3.  — We  ought  to  reach  more  of  the  people  in  our  own  association. 
Three  fourths  of  the  people  in  this  association,  are  Baptists,  or,  would 
be  Baptists  if  they  were  going  to  be  anytiiing. 

We  try  to  reach  these  people  by  the  following  methods:  (1) — A.s- 
sociational  Sunday  School  Meetings  in  the  various  churches.  (2) — As- 
sociational Training  Union  Meetings  in  the  different  churches.  (3)  — 
Brotherhood  Meetings.  (4) — Womans  Missionary  Union  Meetings. 
(5) — Simultaneous  Revival  Efforts,  and  many  others,  and  yet  we  have 
failed  to  reach  the  rest  that  Jesus  died  for  also. 

It  was  out  of  great  travail  of  soul  that  Christ  conceived  the  church. 
Out  of  that  same  wisdom,  compassion  and  love  of  that  mighty  soul, 
Evangelism  was  born. 

"Come  follow  me  and  I  will  make  you  to  become  fishers  of  men," 
so  said  Christ  himself. 

You  become  fishers  of  men  by  having  a  part  in  the  different  organ- 
izations that  I  mentioned  earlier  in  my  report.

Cunningham,  Ralph  Bradley,  Joe  Medford,  regular  ordained  Pastors, 
and  Lester  Sutton  a  Licensed  Minister  from  Jarrett  Memorial  Baptist 
Church. 

After  all  members  of  the  Counsel  had  questioned  the  Candidate  it 
was  unanimously  recommended  that  Brother  Pangle  receive  ordination 
at  the  hands  of  the  Locust  Field  Church.  This  recommendation  was  for- 
warded to  the  Church.

HOME  MISSIONS 

Southern  Baptists  support  a  missionary  force  of  more  than  2,000 
on  home  mission  fields.  In  addition  there  were  more  than  500  summer 
student  workers  during  the  summer  of  1961. 

An  increase  by  the  government  in  military  manpower  also  called 
more  chaplains  to  active  duty,  including  25  Southern  Baptists.  There  are 
695  Southern  Baptist  chaplains  in  the  military.  There  are  174  Southern 
Baptist  chaplains  serving  in  the  hospitals  of  the  nation  and  there  are  58 
Southern  Baptist  chaplains  in  correctional  institutes. 

The  loan  funds  of  the  mission  board  has  reached  $9  million.  These 
are  used  primarily  in  the  areas  where  Southern  Baptists  are  weak 
numerically  and  local  financing  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

During  1961  Southern  Baptists  mobilized  for  a  Convention-wide 
ministry  of  relief  and  resettlement  to  the  more  than  100,000  Latin 
American  refugees  in  Miami,  Fla.,  most  of  them  from  Cuba.  Churches 
gave  $50,000  as  a  part  of  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Mis- 
sions to  be  used  in  relief  work. 

By  January  1,  1962,  the  30,000  Movement  goal  was  near  the  halfway 
point.  C.  C.  Warren,  director,  announced  14,210  missions  and  churches 
has  been  started.   The  goal  for  1962  is  6,000. 

Southern  Baptists'  six  missionaries,  under  the  direction  of  Super- 
intendent Herbert  Caudill,  remained  the  largest  United  States  mission 
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force  in  Cuba.  The  Board  allotted  $265,000  for  the  work,  which  despite 
harrassment  by  the  government,  still  continued  strong  in  evangelistic  ef- 
forts. 

Our  Baptist  Churches  are  urged  to  continue  giving  proportionately 
to  the  Coopertive  Program  that  we  might  fulfill  the  great  commandment 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  when  he  said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
World  .  .  .".

STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

State  Missions  is  that  part  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  which  provides  twenty-two  services  from 
Evangelism  to  a  Special  Ministry  to  the  Japanese  on  military  bases. 

From  the  peaks  of  the  Great  Smokies  to  the  rolling  waves  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  of  North  Carolina,  Baptists  are  about  the  Master's  busi- 
ness —  preaching,  teaching  and  healing. 

A  greater  percentage  of  our  church  members  in  North  Carolina 
are  not  really  dedicated  to  the  Christian  profession.  Our  people  need 
to  be  taught.  Their  spiritual  needs  should  be  met.  A  well  organized  as- 
sociational  leadership  is  needed  for  training  local  church  leadership  and 
helping  in  carrying  out  the  entire  Baptist  program.  Fifty-four  of  the 
80  associations  receive  financial  assistance  for  this  purpose  through 
State  Missions. 

The  lost  people  of  our  state  need  the  Savior.  State  Missions  pro- 
vide a  Department  of  Evangelism  that  seeks  to  inspire  pastors  and 
churches  to  evangelize  their  communities  and  to  promote  evangelistic 
efforts  on  a  wider  basis. 

State  Missions  help  churches  secure  good  locations  for  church  sites. 

A  church  loan  fund  has  been  set  up.  At  the  present  $25,000  a  year 
is  being  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Churches  in  struggling  situations  receive  assistance  in  the  form  of 
supplements  to  pastor's  salaries.  Each  year  the  need  in  this  area  in- 
creases. 

There  are  many  other  areas  of  State  Missions  work.  These  include 
aiding  the  Pastor's  Schools,  ministry  to  the  deaf,  Brotherhood  and  Royal 
Ambassadors  Work,  Separation  of  Church  and  State,  etc. 

These  many  needs  of  State  Missions  are  supported  largely  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  our  special  offering  for  State  Missions  on 
the  third  Sunday  of  September. 

May  we  make  this  coming  offering  the  best  yet  that  these  services 
of  State  Missions  may  increase  and  that  the  number  of  Christians  may 
increase  in  North  Carolina  and  the  world  over.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  demands 
which  grow  heavier  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already  overcrowded 
clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  received  a  new  high  of  83,000 
visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state,  sixteen  other  states,  and  two  foreign 
countries.   Two-thirds  of  these  were  by  our  Baptist  people. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  the  enlargement  of  the  facilities 
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of  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Along  with  this  is  the  urgent  need  for 
a  building  to  provide  adequate  and  unified  facilities  for  the  Hospital's 
eight  schools  for  the  training  of  skilled  nurses,  technicians,  and  other 
medical  personnel,  all  of  whom,  are  in  short  supply  and  are  essential  to 
good  medical  care  in  our  local  hospitals  and  communities. 

The  new  Progressive  Care  Center  is  attracting  the  attention  of  hos- 
pital authorities  over  the  country.  Patients  have  been  most  pleased 
with  it.  The  trustees  and  administration  greatly  regret  that  the  Hospital 
does  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  permit  the  admission  of  Service  Pa- 
tients to  this  fine  facility. 

The  Pastors  Library  now  contains  well  over  100  volumes  among 
the  best  books  in  various  fields  of  Christian  thought  and  pastoral  work. 
It  can  be  of  great  value  to  pastors  and  they  are  invited  to  use  it.  It  is 
located  in  the  Medical  School  Library. 

The  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  the 
Baptist  Hospital.  In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the  hospital 
bill,  it  is  extremely  important  that  this  be  made  known  in  advance  and 
the  arrangements  be  made  when  the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 
When  appoinments  are  requested  for  examinations  it  is  necessary  to  let 
the  Hospital  know  if  the  person  needs  to  come  through  the  Clinic,  or  if 
he  will  come  as  a  private  or  full-pay  patient.  If  a  doctor  is  making 
the  arrangements  for  a  patient  he  should  be  told  to  make  clear  when 
he  calls  or  writes  if  it  is  a  Service  or  Clinic  Patient.  Mother's  Day 
money  cannot  be  used  for  Private  Patients. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid  given 
Service  Patients.  The  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy  cases  as 
much  as  possible,  but  the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  give  as  much 
as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  In  other  cases  of  real  need  it  has  not  been 
able  to  give  any  help,  except  the  free  services  of  the  doctors  and  re- 
duced rates  on  other  items,  such  as  X-rays,  which  consideration  is  given 
all  Service  Patients.  We  must  remember  that  the  help  given  is  limited 
by  the  Mother's  Day  gifts  of  our  churches. 

The  Hospital  has  prepared  a  full  and  attractive  Information  File 
Folder  covering  all  of  these  matters  in  our  relations  with  the  Hospital. 
A  copy  is  being  mailed  to  all  our  pastors  and  associational  missionaries. 
We  urge  you  to  acquaint  yourself  with  this,  keep  it  in  your  file  and  refer 
to  it  when  questions  arise  and  when  arrangements  are  being  made  for 
patients  to  go  to  the  Hospital.

Each  child  who  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  is  different,  with  a 
different  need  to  be  met  and  a  different  problem  to  be  solved.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Homes  to  find  the  best  solution  possible.  For  many 
years  that  meant  providing  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  orphans.  To- 
day the  need  has  changed.  Today  our  work  is  with  children  who  for 
various  reasons  have  lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents. 
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During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  applications 
were  received  for  the  admission  of  646  other  children.  We  had  space 
and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170  of  these  —  leaving  476  for  whom  no 
room  was  available.  Provision  should  be  made  immediately  to  expand 
greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  children. 
This  can  be  done  through  an  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve  children 
who  are  disturbed  and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  traditional  types 
of  child  care,  there  is  a  growing  need  for  specialized  supervision  and 
services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can  be  taken,  within  the  year,  to  begin 
to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  services  at  the  North  Carolina  Medical 
Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources: 
Cooperative  Program  33  Per  Cent 

Thanksgiving  Offering  '  30  Per  Cent 

Once-a-Month  Offering  16  Per  Cent 

All  Other  21  Per  Cent 

For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  This 
source  of  income  meets  one  third  of  our  operating  budget  and  is  greatly 
appreciated.  At  the  same  time,  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  continues  to 
be  vital  to  our  existence,  providing  30  per  cent  of  income.  We  sorely 
need  an  increase  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  through  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering  this  year.  This  would  enable  us  to  provide  a  Christian 
home  and  care  for  an  additional  125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine  con- 
cern for  the  welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible — especially 
our  Baptist  people.  You  have  afforded  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls 
opportunities  and  privileges  which  they  otherwise  could  not  have  had. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN,  our  official  publication,  which  this  year 
celebrated  its  75th  anniversary  of  service  to  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
continues  to  grow  in  popularity  and  circulation.  Each  week  55,000  copies 
are  sent  to  churches  and  individual  subscribers  throughout  the  state  and 
beyond.  You  are  mvited  to  be  among  these  readers  and  thus  stay  in- 
formed of  our  child  care  ministry  and  other  denominational  endeavors 
throughout  the  year.

N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  past  year  in  our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been  one  of 
great  blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the  opening  of  our 
fourth  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  located  in  Eastern  North  Carolina, 
and  enabling  us  to  minister  to  30  additional  people.  The  residents  there 
are  supremely  happy  and  are  enjoying  the  abundant  life  in  this  beautiful 
new  facility. 

We  have  increased,  over  the  past  eleven  years  by  eight  times  our 
ability  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning,  there 
were  20  residents,  and  now  we  are  able  to  give  loving  care  to  160  persons 
in  our  four  Homes  —  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home,  in  Winston- 
Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton  Home,  at 
Hamilton. 

The  need  for  more  space  is  still  urgently  needed.  There  are  138 
applicants  on  the  waiting  list.   Therefore,  we  will  want  to  move  forward, 
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as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  to  meet  the  crying  demands  of  our  ever- 
growing population  of  aging  people  who  need  care. 

The  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time 
high  and  are  likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  We  want  to  thank  all  who  have  had  part  in  these  vital 
offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal  to  each  church  to  continue  giv- 
ing as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital  medium.  Ninety  per  cent 
of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  Homes  are  financially  needy  people  and 
are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  the 
time  of  old  age!"  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside,  but  one 
that  must  continue  to  challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in  every  North 
Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward  in  this  great  ministry  which  God 
has  committed  to  us.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

Our  Department  of  Student  Work  is  headed  by  two  newly  elected 
secretaries.  They  are  Dr.  William  C.  Smith,  State  Secretary,  and  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Boyce  Medlin,  Associate  whose  offices  are  in  the  Baptist 
Building  in  Raleigh.  They  are  assisted  by  some  15  full-time  and  part- 
time  directors  who  work  on  the  local  college  campuses.  Since  there  are 
52  colleges  and  universities  in  our  state  there  are  not  enough  directors 
to  adequately  carry  on  this  program.  The  Convention  has  partially 
helped  to  alleviate  this  situation  by  placing  an  area  director  in  Charlotte 
to  begin  Student  Work  in  colleges  and  schools  of  nursing  where  we  have 
no  directors. 

The  B.  S.  U.  program  keeps  one  eye  turned  toward  the  student  in 
college  and  the  college  church,  and  the  other  upon  the  future  college 
graduate  and  the  leadership  he  may  provide  in  the  church  of  the  com- 
munity where  he  may  live  and  work  after  his  college  training.  There 
are  25,000  Baptist  students  in  North  Carolina  who  attend  places  of  higher 
learning  and  5,000  of  these  attend  Baptist  Colleges  while  the  other  20,000 
attend  state  institutions.  The  B.  S.  U.  ministry  is  to  all  of  these  students 
and  it  is  through  the  generous  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  the 
Cooperative  Program  that  allows  this  important  work  to  go  on. 

In  spite  of  obvious  difficulties  in  budget,  personnel,  and  facilities,  the 
B.  S.  U.  in  North  Carolina  has  a  great  and  challenging  program  based 
upon  some  definite  purposes  which  can  be  enumerated  in  outline  as 
follows:   It  purposes  to  be, 

1.  The  proving  ground  in  which  every  college  student  may  discover 
and  develop  a  vital  and  personal  Christian  faith. 

2.  The  atmosphere  out  of  which  the  denomination  may  find  its  lead- 
ership for  local,  state-wide,  and  world-wide  programs. 

3.  The  medium  for  emphasizing  and  realizing  the  relevancy  of  the 
Christian  faith  in  all  areas  of  vocational  life,  both  secular  and 
non-secular. 

4.  The  seed-bed  out  of  which  the  vital  elements  of  the  Christian 
faith  and  the  distinctives  of  our  denomination  may  be  perennially 
reproduced. 

5.  The  living  and  life-giving  Christian  Student  Movement  for  unit- 
ing common  minds  and  common  spirits  in  an  aggressive  Kingdom 
Building  Program  throughout  the  world. 

Because  of  the  action  of  the  Special  Session  of  the  Convention  in 
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1961  concerning  Christian  Education  Advance  a  Program  has  been  set 
up  to  help  our  Baptist  colleges  financially  and  to  allow  the  building  of 
Student  Centers  on  state  campuses.  One  building  has  been  completed 
at  Woman's  College  in  Greensboro,  one  is  under  construction  at  Duke 
University,  and  tentative  floor  plans  have  been  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention for  the  erection  of  a  Center  at  Western  Carolina  College. 

Baptist  Student  Union  belongs  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.  It  is  a 
vital  part  of  the  Convention's  Church  Programs  Division.  North  Carolina 
lives  and  money  are  involved.  Send  your  young  people  to  college  and 
urge  them  to  identify  themselves  Vv^ith  the  program  provided  for  the 
spiritual  growth  of  all.  Pray  for  these  student  leaders,  college  pastors, 
faculty  members,  and  student  secretaries  who  labor  for  the  express 
purpose  of  building  the  Kingdom  through  a  positive  ministry  to  college 
students.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  COLLEGES 

1962 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  closed  another  record-breaking 
academic  year  (1961-62).  They  wish  to  express  gratitude  to  God  and 
to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  divine  providence  and  Christian 
concern  in  their  behalf.  Tlie  colleges  are  happy  to  report  their  steward- 
ship to  the  associations.  All  seven  opened  in  the  fall  of  1961  with  their 
largest  enrollments:  Campbell  —  1,429;  Chowan  —  752;  Gardner-Webb 

—  611;  Mars  Hill  —  1,099;  Meredith  —  778;  Wingate  —  912;  Wake  Forest 

—  2,866;  making  a  total  of  8,447.  (Numbers  of  other  students  enrolled 
during  the  second  semester  and  summer  school  of  1962.) 

Of  this  number,  approximately  2/3  were  members  of  the  Baptist 
church.  About  one  out  of  eight  was  preparing  either  for  the  ministry 
or  some  church-related  vocation.  Tliey  constitute  our  denominational 
leadership  for  tomorrow.  In  addition  to  these,  hundreds  of  laymen  and 
laywomen  are  being  prepared  for  their  chosen  vocation,  giving  their 
Christian  witness  to  every  walk  of  life. 

The  past  academic  year  saw  many  excellent  physical  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  campuses: 

CAMPBELL  COLLEGE  completed  the  James  A.  Campbell  Memorial 
Administration  Building,  Bryan  Dormintory  for  Girls,  and  a  science 
building. 

CHOWAN  COLLEGE  began  a  capital  fund  drive  for  $900,000  to 
construct  a  library  and  classroom-administration  building. 

GARDNER-WEBB  has  completed  a  new  science  building. 

MARS  HILL  dedicated  its  new  auditorium  and  fine  arts  building. 

MEREDITH  has  added  a  new  dormitory  and  infirmary. 

WAKE  FOREST  has  moved  into  its  new  life  science  building  and 
dormitory  for  girls.  The  humanities  classroom  building  is  under  con- 
struction. 

WINGATE  has  completed  the  Budd  E.  Smith  Science  Building,  boys' 
dormitory,  and  is  completing  the  business  administration  building. 

Total  plant  assests  of  these  colleges  are  in  excess  of  $45,000,000. 
For  the  past  10  years  Baptists  have  provided  about  $500,000  each  year  to 
help  with  these  capital  outlay  needs.  To  keep  these  campuses  up  to  date 
and  competitive,  several  thousands  of  dollars  must  be  spent  each  year. 

The  total  operating  budget  of  the  seven  colleges  during  the  year 
was  about  $12,000,000.    Of  this  amount,  the  Cooperative  Program  paid 
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about  5%.  Nearly  one -half  of  operating  costs  are  paid  by  students  and 
other  sources  such  as  endowment,  net  earnings  from  auxiliary  enter- 
prises such  as  dormitories,  dining  room,  student  center,  etc.  In  the  light 
of  spiraling  costs  and  expanded  student  bodies,  these  colleges  face  very 
crucial  financial  needs  in  the  future. 

The  past  year  has  also  seen  a  strengthening  of  faculties.  In  every 
case  the  colleges  have  sought  to  raise  faculty  salaries  to  attract  the 
finest  and  best  qualified  teachers.  Additional  faculty  members  have 
been  added  to  meet  the  demand  of  growing  student  bodies.  Faculty 
salaries  are  still  entirely  too  low  in  all  of  the  colleges. 

In  response  to  Convention  action,  Campbell  College  is  adding  the 
senior  year  this  fall  and  Mars  Hill  the  junior  year.  By  1964  both  of 
these  colleges  will  be  full  four-year  senior  colleges.  Wake  Forest  has 
made  a  modest  beginning  in  offering  graduate  degrees  in  some  fields 
of  study. 

The  Convention  is  in  its  first  year  of  the  Christian  Education  Ad- 
vance Program.  Under  this  program  each  church  is  asked  to  increase 
its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  35%  for  1962,  '63  and  '64. 
Thirty  per  cent  of  this  amount  is  to  go  to  the  colleges  and  construction 
of  student  centers  on  non-Baptist  Campuses.  Some  400  to  500  churches 
have  made  this  increase  in  1962.  The  Cooperative  Program  is  somewhat 
higher  at  this  time  than  last  year,  and  for  this  we  are  grateful.  However, 
in  order  to  meet  our  goals,  it  will  bs  necessary  for  more  churches  to 
increase  their  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  35%. 

The  colleges  are  deliberately  and  continually  seeking  to  illuminate 
the  total  educational  process  with  the  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  faith. 
In  addition  to  Christ-oriented  teaching,  opportunities  are  provided  daily 
and  weekly  for  worship.  On  each  campus  is  a  qualified  director  of 
religious  activities  whose  responsibility  is  to  counsel  with  students  and 
faculty,  as  well  as  to  correlate  and  promote  a  program  of  voluntary 
religious  activities  designed  for  spiritual  growth. 

The  future  of  Christian  education  in  America  is  at  stake  today. 
With  increased  state  and  federal  interest  in  and  aid  to  higher  education, 
more  and  more  students  will  attend  state  institutions.  Our  taxes  will 
grow  correspondingly  higher.  These  state  colleges  by  their  very  nature 
cannot  perform  the  task  of  Christian  education.  A  Christ-oriented  edu- 
cation must  always  be  provided  by  the  church.  Baptists  would  be  the 
last  group  to  ask  the  state  to  teach  religion  for  them.  In  a  great  republic 
like  ours  education  needs  the  support  of  many  groups  including  the 
church.  A  state -controlled  monolithic  system  of  education  is  foreign 
to  our  plurlistic  society. 

Into  this  expanding  sea  of  secular  education  Baptists  must  choose 
to  give  witness  to  our  faith.  Let  us  not  oppose  other  forces  operating 
in  the  field  of  higher  education,  but  rather  undergird  and  strengthen 
our  own  institutions  that  they  may  do  their  work  and  do  it  well. 

Please  support  your  colleges  by: 

(1)  Acquainting  yourself  with  your  colleges.  Visit  them,  read 
about  them,  invite  the  students  and  faculty  into  your  church  to  conduct 
services. 

(2)  Encouraging  your  finest  students  to  attend.  Be  sure  that  they 
apply  early. 

(3)  Praying  for  the  schools  —  the  presidents,  administration, 
faculty,  trustees,  and  students. 

(4)  Increasing  your  Cooperative  Program  giving  35%  this  year. 

(5)  Observing  the  Christian  Education  Day,  Father's  Day  —  in 
June.

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TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

The  world-renowned  Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  has  said,  "Drink  is 
commercially  our  greatest  wastrel,  socially  our  greatest  criminal,  and 
morally  and  religiously  cur  greatest  enemy."    This  is  true  today. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  year  1960,  there  were  68,000,000  American 
adults  who  drank  alcoholic  beverages  in  some  degree.  Of  these,  5,400,- 
000  were  alcoholics  and  another  4.100,000  were  heavy  drinkers  or  prob- 
lem drinkers  (pre-alcoholics) .  Take  into  account  that  for  each  one  of 
these  9,500,000  there  are  five  additional  people  whose  lives  are  adverse- 
ly- affected  by  their  drinking.  Alcohol  is  a  potent  factor  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  many  homes,  and  its  victims  fill  our  prisons.  It  is  a  major  con- 
tributor to  the  crime  rate  in  our  land  which  is  at  an  all-time  high  and 
is  increasing  annually. 

But  the  story  does  not  end  here  Alcohol  is  writing  a  very  shame- 
ful and  bloody  record  on  the  highways  of  our  land.  In  1961  there  were 
37.600  people  killed  on  the  highways  of  the  nation  and  there  were  3,057,- 
000  injured  in  non-fatal  accidents.  Some  estimates  go  as  high  as  75% 
in  the  relation  of  alcohol  to  these  accidents.  The  Highv/ay  Patrol  says 
that  alcohol  was  a  factor  in  more  than  50%  o:^  the  fatal  accidents  on 
North  Carolina  highways  last  year. 

No  indictment  against  this  No.  1  enemy  can  be  made  too  strong:

•"Sharing  Christ  with  the  Whole  World"  is  the  aim  and  theme  of  the 
Baptist  Jubilee  Advance.  Sharing  the  Bible  with  the  whole  w^orld  is  an 
essential  part  of  this  program  of  advance. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one 
hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 
Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 
But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  mis- 
sionary uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can 
go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must 
leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. It  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries 
to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind,  it  supplies  Scriptures 
in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 

During  1961  the  American  Bible  Society  — 

—  rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1181 
languages;  the  full  Bible  m  226,  a  Testament  in  281  more  and  a  Gospel 
or  other  complete  book  in  674  more. 

—  distributed  a  record  total  of  over  24  million  Scripture  volumes  in 
over  100  countries  on  6  continents.  Of  these,  more  than  11  million 
volumes  went  overseas.  Distribution  abroad  showed,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  the  year  before. 

—  realized  anew,  from  sharp  increases  in  Scripture  distribution  in  Cuba 
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and  Congo,  that  the  demand  for  the  Bible  often  rises  dramatically  in 
areas  of  political  tension  and  revolution. 

—  continued  to  enlarge  the  worldwide  ministry  of  the  Finger-Fono,  a 
special  phonograph  for  Bible  records,  operated  by  one  finger,  for  use 
in  areas  where  many  people  can  not  read.  Records  are  now  avail- 
able in  40  languages  and  others  are  being  prepared. 

—  gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains 
to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  be- 
tween the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 

—  expanded  its  distribution  of  Scriptures  to  persons  of  special  needs: 
Cuban  refugees  and  others  from  overseas;  hurricane  and  flood  vic- 
tims; patients  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes;  inmates  of  jails;  re- 
formatories and  prisons;  migrant  farm  workers  —  and  many  others. 

SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  SUPPORT  THE  WORK 
Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  —  and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for 
their  people  —  Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the  missionary  im- 
portance of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1961  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $164,342  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.  Methodist  gifts  were  $163,593.  Gifts  from  all  churches 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled  $1,065,649. 

Southern  Baptists  can  continue  to  lead  —  if  every  church  will  give.

REPORT  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 
AND  OTHER  BAPTIST  LITERATURE 
1962 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  deeply  indebted  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  the  manner  in  which  the  rate  increase  of  July  1,  1961,  was 
accepted.  This  was  the  first  such  increase  in  many  years  and  frankly, 
there  was  some  concern  about  how  it  would  affect  circulation.  You  will 
be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  increase  has  had  little  if  any  effect  on  the 
circulation  of  the  RECORDER.  Such  acceptance  on  the  part  of  our  Bap- 
tist people  provides  great  encouragement  to  the  RECORDER  staff  and 
directors. 

Even  though  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  will  be  130  years  old  next 
year,  it  continues  to  be  as  fresh  and  up-to-date  as  the  morning  headlines. 
Our  state  paper  is  solid  and  dependable  yet  keeps  an  open  mind  to  that 
which  is  progressive  and  that  which  will  help  Baptists  to  do  a  better  job. 

As  all  of  us  know  in  our  local  churches,  an  accurate  channel  of  in- 
formation is  necessary.  This  is  as  true  in  our  denomination  as  it  is  in 
our  churches.  The  RECORDER  is  that  channel  to  keep  you  in  touch 
each  week  with  all  that  Baptists  are  doing  around  the  world. 

In  addition  to  keeping  you  informed,  the  RECORDER  also  is  an  open 
forum  for  discussion  of  issues  in  which  all  of  us  are  interested.  Being 
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a  free  people,  Baptists  are  never  afraid  to  discuss  their  problems  in  a 
Christian  spirit.  This  has  been  evidenced  in  the  RECORDER  during  the 
past  year.

The  Every  Family 
Plan,  costing  only  40  a  week  per  family,  is  the  best  way  as  more  than 
500  churches  can  testify.  Even  the  Club  Plan  is  only  a  nickel  a  week 
or  $2.50  a  year. 

Those  connected  with  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  consider  it  an 
honor  as  well  as  a  responsibility  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Keep 
them  in  your  prayers  during  the  coming  year.

'Frisco  is  truly  Nature's  air-con- 
ditioned city,  with  no  mosquitoes  or  gnats  whatever.  There  are  only 
three  screens  in  the  city,  which  a  new-comer  put  up,  and  when  the 
entire  populace  began  driving  by  to  see  this  "oddity",  he  ceased  his 
venture,  after  learning  belatedly  that  such  are  not  needed  there.  With- 
out a  doubt,  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  most  wicked  cities  in  the  world, 
leadin  gall  others  in  the  U.  S.  in  number  of  suicides  per  year  (195  in  a 
recent  year),  and  having  17%  of  its  population  as  alcoholics  (4  times 
the  national  average),  plus  harboring  a  great  number  of  deviates  among 
its  constituency.  Church  membership  in  the  city  is  17%  of  the  popula- 
tion, while  the  national  average  is  63%.  There  are  23  Southern  Baptist 
churches  and  4  missions  in  the  San  Francisco  association,  with  a  total 
membership  of  2,950.    The  Baptist  work  there  is  very  weak  generally. 

At  the  same  time  that  it  is  a  very  wicked  city,  San  Francisco  is 
a  breath-takingly  beautiful  city,  with  it  storied  Chinatown,  quaint  cable- 
cars,  matchless  parks,  water-front  activity,  and  unique  Golden  Gate 
and  Bay  Bridges.  We  would  mention  in  passing  that  Southern  Baptists 
own,  just  across  the  bay  from  San  Francisco,  on  Strawberry  Point,  some 
of  the  most  beautiful  land  and  buildings  in  the  area,  where  our  Golden 
Gate  Seminary  is  located. 

It  was  predicted  by  some  that  this  session  of  the  Convention  would 
perhaps  bring  a  split  in  the  ranks  of  the  Convention.  At  times,  it  might 
have  easily  become  fulfilled  prophecy,  but  in  actuality  we  in  N.  C.  have 
experienced  stormier  sessions  without  disaster.  In  my  opinion,  the  Con- 
vention was  a  good,  wholesome  one,  because  it  cleared  the  air  of  some 
very  thorny  problems  which  probably  for  some  time  to  come,  will  not 
prove  nearly  as  troublesome  as  in  the  past. 

To  me,  the  most  significant  thing  that  happened  at  the  session  was 
the  President's  message  by  Dr.  Hobbs.  I  think  Convention  Historians 
will  regard  his  message  as  equal  to,  in  significance,  any  ever  brought. 
He  stated  thoroughly  the  historical  background  of  the  theological  issues 
that  now  loom  large  before  Southern  Baptists,  and  gave  sage  counsel 
as  to  the  proper  approach  to  these  issues.  His  tremendous  ability  as 
presiding  officer  also  contributed  enormously  to  making  the  Convention 
smoother  running. 

Some  of  the  major  actions  dealt  with  were:  The  controversial  book 
on  Genesis  by  Dr.  Ralph  Elliot,  Professor  at  Midwestern  Seminary. 
It  was  decided  not  to  recall  the  book.    Undoubtedly  a  direct  result  of 
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this  book,  a  motion  was  passed  to  reaffirm  the  belief  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists in  the  Bible  as  God's  Word.  Another  matter  having  to  do  with 
whether  we  as  a  Convention  should  officially  work  in  and  affiliate  with 
churches  in  Canada  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  thus 
possibly  beginning  the  slow  death  of  this  issue.  The  Convention  ap- 
proved the  formation  of  a  special  committee  to  make  an  exhaustive 
study  that  could  result  in  a  revised  Southern  Baptist  statement  of  faith 
and  message.  The  merger  of  Carver  School  with  Southern  Seminary 
was  approved.  Indiana  was  accepted  as  a  full-fledged  S.  B.  C.  state. 
A  record  high  Cooperative  Program  budget  of  $19,792,500  for  1963  was 
approved,  with  most  of  the  increase  going  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 
These  are  the  most  important  matters  dealt  with,  but  of  course  there 
were  many  other  significant  things,  coverage  of  which  time  and  space 
will  not  here  permit."

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FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

"Why  do  they  go?"  This  is  the  question  so  often  asked  when  a 
pastor,  a  surgeon,  or  a  teacher  leaves  a  comfortable  and  profitable  place 
here  in  America  to  minister  to  the  impoverished  multitudes  of  the  world. 
All  of  these  missionaries  go  because  they  have  experienced  personal  sal- 
vation and  feel  compelled  to  obey  the  command  of  Christ  in  taking  the 
gospel  to  the  lost. 

They  go  to  preach.  During  the  year  1961,  our  1,563  missionaries  re- 
ported 34,364  baptisms  in  3,627  churches. 

They  go  teaching.  In  our  38  seminaries  and  Bible  institutes  we  are 
training  some  1,191  students.  More  than  162,000  students  are  enrolled 
in  984  mission  related  schools  ranging  from  kindergarten  to  college.  All 
these  schools  help  dispell  illiteracy  and  superstition.  They  prepare 
young  people  to  live  triumphantly,  to  serve  effectively,  and  to  influence 
society  positively  for  Christ. 

They  go  healing.  Medical  mission  reports  listed  300,000  patients 
treated  in  our  18  hospitals  and  56  clinics.  We  have  56  doctors  and  55 
missionary  nurses  trying  to  meet  this  need. 

These  missionaries  minister  in  varied  ways,  but  we  need  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  qualified  people  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of 
our  exploding  population. 

"What  can  we  do?"  is  a  vital  question  for  each  of  us.  Pastors  can 
be  a  tremendous  help  in  presenting  the  biblical  basis  of  missions  and 
sharing  information  about  world  needs.  Churches  can  help  by  prayer 
and  Bible  study,  increased  offerings  for  mission  causes,  and  by  an  em- 
phasis on  young  people  commiting  themselves  to  the  claims  of  Christ  for 
missionary  service. 

May  each  of  us  remember  that  our  theme  for  the  coming  year  is, 
"Sharing  Christ  with  the  Whole  World."

!         '  HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

As  we  review  the  progress  of  the  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association  over  the  years,  we  marvel  at  the  things  that  have  been 
done  and  admire  those  who  have  so  earnestly  and  constantly  stri^^en  to 
give  us  such  a  glorious  heritage.  Our  generation  must  remember  with 
gratitude  the  contribution  of  other  generations  and  must  also  recognize 
the  debt  we  owe  to  our  own  and  future  generations. 

In  this  area  Baptists  constitute  morfe  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  total 
church  membership.  On  every  hand  there  is  evidence  of  great  material 
progress.  During  the  decade  1951-1961,  statistical  records  of  this  as- 
sociation show  $9,701.00  spent  on  new  buildings  and  equipment  in  1951, 
and  $47,287.00  in  1961.  The  total  valuation  of  church  property  in  1951 
was  $312,600.00,  in  1961  $1,115,709.00.  Such  facts  make  us  wonder  if 
comparable  spiritual  development  is  being  made. 

Since  spiritual  values  are  not  measurable  in  dollars  and  cents,  how 
then  may  spiritual  growth  be  indicated?  We  must  be  constantly  re- 
minded that  things  have  value  only  as  they  serve  people,  and  only  to  the 
extent  they  are  desired.  People  contribute  ultimate  values.  Lincoln, 
when  he  spoke  of  government  of  the  people,  for  the  people  and  by  the 
people,  did  not  place  the  emphasis  on  the  prepositions  of,  for  and  by, 
but  rather  on  the  word  people.  What  spiritual  impact  are  our  church 
programs  having  on  the  people,  whom  they  serve? 
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Our  answer  to  this  question  is  that  the  local  church  and  all  churches 
working  together  through  their  ministry  must  penetrate  and  permeate 
every  phase  of  our  complex  lives.  The  religion  of  Jesus,  not  about 
Jesus,  must  be  concerned  with  the  life  of  the  people  as  they  work,  as 
they  read,  as  they  study,  as  they  travel,  and  as  they  play.  Thus  through 
statistical  records  we  may  make  partial  deduction  of  spiritual  growth 
by  comparison  of  data  on  our  church  programs  in  relation  to  the  number 
of  people  taking  part  in  them  and  that  are  being  affected  by  them. 

Again  we  will  use  statistics  from  our  association's  minutes  for  the 
years  1951  and  1961  for  a  comparison.  In  1951,  of  the  47  churches  listed, 
only  17  were  having  church  services  four  or  more  Sundays  each  month, 
23  were  having  service  twice  a  month,  and  7  had  services  only  once  a 
month.  In  1961  of  the  48  churches  listed,  15  had  services  every  Sunday, 
7  four  Sundays  each  month,  3  three  Sundays  a  month,  21  twice  a  month 
and  only  1  as  having  just  one  service.  In  1951  the  total  resident  church 
membership  reported  was  4,469;  in  1961,  6,043.  In  1951  baptisms  re- 
ported were  199,  in  1961,  308.  Fifty  revivals  were  held  in  1951,  60  in 
1961.  Number  of  tithers  in  1951  were  145,  in  1961,  524.  The  Sunday 
School  report  of  1951  showed  an  enrollment  of  5,620  with  an  average 
attendance  of  2,787.  The  enrollment  of  1961  was  6,180  with  an  average 
attendance  of  3307.  In  1951  twenty-one  vacation  Bible  Schools  were 
held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  1,065;  in  1961,  41  schools  with  an 
average  attendance  of  1,878.  Twelve  churches  had  Training  Unions 
in  1951,  with  an  average  attendance  of  575.  Twenty  churches  had 
Training  Unions  in  1961  with  an  average  attendance  of  656.  In  1951 
eleven  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  with  18  young  people's  auxiliaries, 
had  an  enrollment  of  522.  In  1961  there  were  28  Missionary  Societies 
with  32  young  people's  organizations,  with  778  enrolled.  Four  Brother- 
hoods had  been  organized  in  1951,  and  two  churches  had  R.A.'s.  Seven 
Brotherhoods  with  an  enrollment  of  122  were  reported  in  1961,  and 
there  were  eleven  R.A.'s,  with  an  enrollment  of  102.  The  total  contri- 
bution for  all  Missions  was  $10,458.00  in  1951,  in  1961,  $20,701,00.  Ad- 
ditional church  activities  reported  in  1961  were  January  Bible  Study 
Courses  in  nine  churches  and  Church  Music  with  special  minister  of 
music  or  choir  director  in  three  churches,  with  an  enrollment  of  226 
in  16  departmental  choirs. 

Just  how  much  these  figures  denote  spiritual  growth  in  our  churches 
is  debatable,  but  they  do  indicate  the  interest  of  people  in  the  church 
program.

GEORGE  W.  TRUETT  BAPTIST  CAMP  REPORT 

The  best  camp  season  of  which  I  am  aware  was  held  this  year  from 
June  25  -  August  17.  The  associations  of  Region  X  were  given  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  camp  program  this  year.  Without  exception  they 
have  done  a  wonderful  job  in  carrying  out  the  programs.  The  camp 
manager  has  been  responsible  this  year  for  the  meals  and  for  other 
physical  necessities. 

329  people  have  attended  camp,  including  the  week  now  in  pro- 
gress. Forty-two  of  these  were  couselors  and  287  were  campers.  This 
is  the  largest  number  in  the  last  three  years. 

Twenty -six  conversions  to  Christ  have  been  reported.  115  rededica- 
tions  or  dedications  to  full  time  Christian  service  have  been  made.  $13.25 
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has  been  given  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  $25  was  given  to  a 
missionary. 

$216.09  was  in  the  camp  operating  fund  at  the  beginning  of  the 
camp  season.  $2,300.16  has  come  into  the  fund  through  campers'  fees, 
canteen  profits,  and  gifts.  At  the  present  time  $1,871.18  has  been  spent 
leaving  on  hand  $645.09.  There  are  still  a  number  of  bills  outstanding. 
A  full  account  will  be  made  to  the  camp  committee  of  the  income  and 
expenditures. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  cleaning  and  clearing  of  the 
grounds  of  the  camp.  A  lake  has  been  built  for  swimming  and  for 
beauty. 

The  Camp  Staffers  from  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  have  done  a 
wonderful  and  inspiring  job  in  the  one  week  at  camp.  We  owe  them 
our  gratitude  for  their  work  with  our  children.

THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  was  authorized  by  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  in  1919.  The  Board  of  Directors  organized  for 
business  in  1920.  From  the  period  of  the  organization  until  the  present, 
the  Baptist  Foundation  has  had  a  rather  irregular  promotion. 

The  Committee  of  25  recommended  to  the  State  Convention  in  1959 
that  the  Baptist  Foundation  be  fully  staffed  and  activated.  It  requested 
the  Convention  to  adopt  a  budget  providing  for  a  full-time  executive 
secretary,  with  the  necessary  travel,  office  expenses,  etc.  It  was  not 
until  July  1  of  this  year  that  a  full-time  executive  secretary  was  em- 
ployed. For  the  past  few  months,  Mr.  Peyton  J.  Brown  has  served  as 
Interim  Director,  without  remuneration.  The  total  assets  of  the  Foun- 
dation as  of  June  30,  1959,  were  $245,131.32.  The  total  assets  as  of 
June  30,  1962,  were  $303,186.66.  In  these  past  three  years  our  total 
assets  have  gained  $58,055.54.  This  gain  has  largely  been  due  to  the 
Interim  Director  and  our  present  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Mr.  Brown. 

What  is  the  Baptist  Foundation?  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foun- 
dation is  an  incorporated  agency  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina.  It  was  created  by  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  endowment  funds  and  for  administering  said  funds  for  all 
institutions  and  agencies  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Convention.  It  is 
independent  of  the  cause  it  serves,  but  committed  to  its  best  interests. 
It  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service  agency  dedicated  to  the 
task  of  undergirding  all  our  Baptist  work. 

Funds  usually  come  to  the  Foundation  through  one  of  five  channels: 

(a)  Through  a  CHRISTIAN  WILL.    In  his  will  a  person  leaves  all 

or  part  of  his  estate  with  the  Foundation  for  some  Baptist 
cause.  Of  course,  the  Foundation  then  receives  its  share 
when  the  estate  is  settled. 

(b)  Through  a  LIVING  TRUST.    A  person  makes  a  donation  to 

the  Foundation  while  he  is  living.  The  Foundation  then  ad- 
ministers the  fund  and  directs  the  income  to  the  Baptist 
agency  of  his  choice.  This  allows  the  donor  to  see  his  gift 
at  work. 

(c)  Through  a  MEMORIAL  TRUST.    A  person  makes  a  gift  to  the 

Foundation  in  memory  of  a  loved  one  and  instructs  the 
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Foundation  to  place  the  income  from  it  to  one  or  more  Bap- 
tist agencies. 

(d)  Through  a  LIFE  INCOME  TRUST.    A  person  makes  a  gift  to 

the  Foundation  and  specifies  a  Baptist  agency  as  beneficiary, 
but  requests  the  income  for  himself  as  long  as  he  lives.  This 
permits  him  to  receive  the  earnings  to  the  end  of  his  life  and 
to  know  the  beneficiary  of  his  charity  after  his  death. 

(e)  Through  LIFE  INSURANCE.    A  person  takes  out  a  policy  in 

some  amount  in  the  name  of  the  Foundation  and  designates 
the  Baptist  cause  as  irrevocable  beneficiary.  The  premium 
he  pays  is  then  tax  free  as  a  charitable  gift.

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare 
cf  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by 
majority  vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter 
and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation, and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association, 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  tlian  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,  (c)  The  vice 
moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  in- 
capacitation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another 
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moderator  is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate 
record  of  all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session 
of  the  annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  con- 
cerning the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter 
as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,  (f)  The 
treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee or  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and 
make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up 
to  date.  (h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the 
function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two -thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
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quarter.    The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  commit- 
tee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the 
annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  ot  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of 
the  personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare 
for  recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association 
the  budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming 
year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such 
candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call 
and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommenda- 
tions as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member 
about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper 
services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The 
Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the 
work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  com- 
mittee and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of 
commendation  which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter 
of  the  church  to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tuck- 
aseigee Association.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quor- 
um. The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the 
committee  on  committees. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  before  the  Association  meets.

Thursday,  August  15,  1963 

1.  The  one  hundred  thirty-fourth  annual  session  of  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  the  Rev.  Ray 
McCall. 

2.  The  opening  hymn,  led  by  the  Rev.  Hazen  Pangle,  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Barbara  Vance,  was  "Saviour,  Like  a  Shepherd  Lead  Us." 

3.  The  devotional  period  was  led  by  the  host  pastor,  the  Rev.  Alfred

14.  The  Brotherhood  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Alton  Hooper 
in  the  absence  of  Mr.  C.  L.  Profitt.  The  Report  was  adopted. 

15.  The  Associational  Missionary's  Report  was  referred  to  in  the 
Book  of  Reports.  It  was  moved  that  this  be  adopted  and  the  motion  car- 
ried. The  Rev.  Walter  Middleton  spoke  to  this  report. 

16.  The  hymn,  "There's  Within  My  Heart,"  was  sung  by  the  con- 
gregation at  this  time. 

17.  In  lieu  of  the  Rev.  Ben  Fisher,  the  Christian  Education  Advance 
v/as  discussed  by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Abrams,  Gardner-Webb  College. 

18.  The  visitors  were  recognized  and  new  pastors  who  were  pre- 
sented at  this  time  were:  James  Moody,  Big  Ridge;  Joseph  Reece,  Love- 
dale;  Lester  Sutton,  New  Savannah;  Alfred  Sellers,  East  Sylva;  Clyde 
Collins,  Buff  Creek;  George  Bras'well,  CuUowhee. 

19.  The  Report  of  the  Historian  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Kate  Bryson. 

20.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  James  M.  Lam- 
bert. His  message  concerned  the  freedom  found  in  Christ,  "Men  Made 
Free." 
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21.  The  Rev.  Alfred  Sellers  was  recognized  for  announcements  re- 
lating to  the  lunch,  and  led  the  closing  prayer.

Archie  Crawford.  The  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  carried  to  adopt 
this  report. 

28.  The  Rev.  Quentin  Perreault  spoke  concerning  B.  S.  U.  work  in 
North  Carolina.  His  report  was  adopted. 

29.  The  Temperance  Report  was  adopted  on  motion  of  the  clerk. 

30.  Mrs.  Hattie  Hilda  Allison  gave  the  report  on  the  American  Bible 
Society,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Association.

32.  The  Rev.  Alfred  Sellers  spoke  concerning  the  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kansas  City  and  urged  that  efforts  be 
made  to  attend  the  historic  sessions  to  be  held  in  Atlantic  City  in  1964 
in  connection  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee.

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY'S  REPORT 

"If  Christ  shall  make  you  free  you  shall  be  free  indeed." 
John  8:36 

The  most  desired  state  of  human  experience  that  can  be  mentioned 
is  the  right  to  freedom. 

Jesus  made  it  very  plain  that  for  the  individual  to  be  free  He  must 
meet  certain  standards.  He  told  His  hearers  that  freedom  was  not  just 
who  you  were,  neither  the  origin  of  your  family,  but  real  freedom  comes 
from  the  quality  of  character  and  not  our  heritage. 

It  is  not  enough  for  any  people  to  rest  on  the  achievements  of  the 
past.  Real  freedom  is  never  a  destination  but  a  continuation  of  acts  and 
achievements. 

We  have  the  assurance  that  we  are  not  alone  in  the  task  that  we 
have  assumed  of  making  men  free  from  the  bondage  that  enslaves  their 
m.inds  and  hearts. 

The  master  left  an  Institution  and  some  guiding  principles  to  carry 
on  the  things  that  He  had  begun  to  do  and  teach.  The  church  He  left  has 
as  its  supreme  mission  the  task  of  helping  to  make  men  free  from  all 
manner  of  bonds  that  bind  and  imprison.  As  we  listen  to  the  reports  of 
the  many  different  units  of  our  organization  we  are  ware  that  the  work 
of  the  associational  missions  is  altogether  dependent  upon  the  progress 
of  the  churches  that  constitute  the  organization.

ASSOCIATlONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  is  an  agency  of  the  church.  Although  the  move- 
ment started  outside  the  church  when  in  1780  Robert  Raikes  in 
Gloucester,  England,  paid  women  to  teach  children  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic  on  Sundays,  it  now  belongs  to  the  church.  It  is  the  Bible 
teaching  arm  of  the  church. 

The  Sunday  School  assists  the  church  in  fulfilling  its  most  im- 
portant functions;  Worship,  proclamation,  education,  and  ministry.  It 
does  this  in  carrying  out  the  following  basic  tasks:  reach  all  prospects 
for  the  church,  teach  the  Biblical  revelation,  lead  all  church  members 
to  worship  and  witness  daily,  provide  opportunities  for  the  personal 
ministries  of  the  church,  provide  organization  and  leadership  for  special 
projects  of  the  church,  and  to  interpret  information  regarding  the  work 
of  the  church  and  denomination. 

Dr.  A.  V.  Washburn,  southwide  secretary  of  our  Sunday  Schools, 
says:  "Before  outreach  can  become  a  continuing  reality,  our  churches 
must  get  their  programs  in  the  right  order.  The  natural  order  is  the 
reaching  of  people,  the  teaching  of  the  Bible,  the  winning  of  the  lost, 
and  all  the  development  that  should  come  out  of  it." 

There  are  48  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  approximately  5500.  40  of  these  48  Sunday  Schools  had  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools  this  year.  25  of  the  40  held  were  conducted  by  their 
own  group.  We  also  had  4  standard  Vacation  Bible  Schools  —  East 
Sylva,  Buff  Creek,  Ochre  Hill,  and  Wilkesdale.  We  are  very  thankful  for 
all  those  who  had  a  part  in  this  training  of  our  boys  and  girls,  and  we 
especially  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Rev.  Alton  Hooper  and 
Miss  Jessie?  Buchanan  for  their  dedicated  leadership  in  Bible  School 
work  this  summer. 

Our  theme  for  1963-64  is  "Outreach  for  the  Unreached  —  Spear- 
head for  Evangelism."  We  hope  our  Association  will  schedule  the  Sun- 
day School  Witnessing  Program  next  January  or  February  in  preparation 
for  the  Jubilee  revivals.  All  teachers  and  officers  should  be  soul  win- 
ners. 

All  churches  are  asked  to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  program.  Attend  the  meetings.  Become  acquainted  with  the  goals 
for  1963-64.  Let  us  work  together  in  such  a  way  that  all  might  come  to 
know  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.

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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

As  we  are  all  fully  aware,  Training  Union  is  a  program  of  study 
and  participation  which  trains  growing  Christians  to  become  more  effec- 
tive witnesses  for  Christ.  It  is  a  teaching  program  to  help  members  to 
more  fully  understand  and  appreciate  the  denomination  of  which  they 
are  members.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Soon  after  our  Baptist  Hospital  was  opened  in  1923,  Mother's  Day 
was  selected  as  the  date  for  the  annual  offering  we  contribute  in  our 
churches  to  support  the  care  of  those  who  are  sick  and  in  need. 

Thus,  on  each  Mother's  Day,  we  join  in  expressing  love  and  concern 
for  our  fellowmen  by  giving  the  funds  which  make  it  possible  for  the 
Hospital  to  serve  the  needy  sick. 

This  offering  is  the  only  fund  the  Hospital  has  for  financing  this 
service  and  necessarily  is  in  addition  to  the  annual  appropriation  from 
the  Co-operative  Program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  since  this 
is  earmarked  for  making  payments  on  buildings,  helping  to  support  the 
Departm.ent  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  purchasing  new  equipment  and  facili- 
ties. The  Co-operative  Program  funds  cannot  be  used  for  the  care  of 
the  needy  sick  just  as  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  is  never  used  tO  buy 
buildings  or  equipment  but  is  devoted  entirely  to  helping  those  who  can- 
not help  themselves  when  illness  strikes. 

The  special  Mother's  Day  Offering  is  a  vital  part  of  the  plan  estab- 
lished by  the  Convention  for  supporting  our  ministry  of  healing.  By 
making  it  generous,  we  assure  aid  for  our  sick  friends  in  their  time  of 
need.  Tt  is  the  lifeblood  of  our  Ministry  of  Healing. 

Baptist  Hospital's  life  centers  in  Davis  Memorial  Chapel  where  wor- 
ship services  are  conducted  each  day  for  staff,  patients,  and  visitors. 

For  students  at  the  Medical  Center,  there  is  a  special  continuing 
program  dedicated  to  the  enrichment  of  their  spiritual  lives. 

Through  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  each  patient  is  visited  by 
a  chaplain  and  is  given  his  comfort  and  counsel.  A  chaplain  is  always 
available  to  help.  In  1962,  73,201  visits  were  made  to  patients  and  there 
were  5,342  counseling  visits.  The  counseling  services  are  provided  for 
outpatients  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital.  Pas- 
tors and  physicians  are  invited  to  refer  those  who  need  this  help,  for 
which  there  is  no  charge.  However,  advance  appointments  are  necessary. 

The  Hospital's  work  in  pastoral  care  extends  all  over  the  state, 
reaching  many  families  and  churches.  Staff  members  often  assist  in 
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conducting  meetings  held  to  develop  a  closer  relationship  between  doc- 
tors and  ministers. 

They  also  frequently  preach  in  churches  throughout  the  state  and 
advise  hospital  officials  who  are  interested  in  the  establishment  of  Pas- 
toral Care  departments. 

In  1962,  the  Department  began  a  program  of  co-operation  with  the 
Model  Community  Committee  of  Winston-Salem  with  the  purpose  of 
finding  new  ways  in  which  it  may  help  to  promote  the  betterment  of 
communities  through  the  leadership  of  pastors  trained  at  the  Hospital. 

Approximately  700  students  are  enrolled  in  the  educational  program 
of  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

This  program  includes:  accredited  schools  in  Professional  Nursing, 
Practical  Nursing,  Medical  Record  Library  Science,  Medical  Technology, 
Cytotechnology,  X-ray  Technology,  Anesthesia  for  Nurses  and  Pastoral 
Care;  clinical  teaching  for  third  and  fourth  year  students  of  the  Bowman 
Gray  School  of  Medicine;  resident  and  intern  training. 

In  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care,  active  ministers  learn  modern 
techniques  for  working  with  the  sick  in  their  own  communities  and 
theological  students  prepare  for  positions  as  chaplains  in  industry,  hos- 
pitals, schools,  the  armed  services,  and  the  mission  fields. 

The  preparation  of  men  and  women  for  the  care  of  the  sick  is  an 
extremely  important  service  of  our  Medical  Center,  for  it  helps  to  ease 
the  critical  shortage  of  qualified  personnel  which  is  a  serious  problem 
everywhere. 

Service  patients  are  those  who  must  have  financial  help.  They  are 
served  through  the  Outpatient  Department,  either  in  the  clinics  or,  if 
necessary,  in  the  Hospital  itself. 

The  Department  conducts  clinics  in  every  medical  specialty.  In  1962, 
there  were  86,656  visits  to  these  clinics,  an  increase  of  4.0  per  cent  over 
1961.  Patients  came  from  96  of  North  Carolina's  100  counties.  Of  the  12,- 
989  served,  4,319  were  so  ill  they  had  to  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

Although  appointments  normally  are  arranged  in  advance  for  visits 
to  the  clinics,  the  family  physician  can  get  prompt  attention  in  an 
emergency  case  by  telephoning  either  the  director  of  the  Outpatient 
Department  or  the  resident  physican  on  the  service  needed. 

The  aid  which  service  patients  receive  from  the  Mother's  Day 
Offering  is  multiplied  several  times  in  usefulness  because  of  the  Hos- 
pital's constant  effort  to  make  this  money  go  as  far  as  possible  and  be- 
cause patients  are  not  charged  for  professional  services  by  physicians, 
costs  which  usually  are  equal  to  the  cost  of  necessary  hospital  services. 
The  Mother's  Day  funds  are  used  to  finance  the  expense  of  care  which 
remains  after  the  patient  has  paid  what  he  can  from  his  own  small  in- 
come, after  any  available,  hospitalization  insurance  payments  have  been 
obtained,  and  after  any  assistance  to  which  the  patient  is  entitled  from 
public  agencies  has  been  used.

N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOF  THE  AGING 

God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes 
in  a  wonderful  manner  during  the  twelve  years  of  our  operation,  and 
the  past  year  has  been  filled  with  His  goodness. 

We  are  now  able  to  serve  160  residents  in  our  four  Baptist  Homes 
and  are  now  looking  forward  to  the  day  in  the  future  when  the  arm  of 
compassion  can  be  extended  to  reach  and  serve  more  of  our  aging  people 
in  Western  North  Carolina. 
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The  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space.  Today  there  are  160 
people  waiting  for  admission,  from  all  areas  of  our  great  State,  and  it 
is  a  heart-breaking  experience  to  keep  these  dear  people  waiting  who 
so  urgently  need  to  come. 

The  average  age  among  our  residents  is  80.  Our  youngest  resident 
is  65,  and  our  oldest  resident  will  be  102  in  July.  Between  this  age  span, 
we  are  seeking  to  meet  almost  every  conceivable  life  need  of  the  in- 
dividual. Each  person,  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  distinctly  Christian,  is 
surrounded  by  love,  peace,  and  security.  Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest 
single  contributions  that  is  made  is  the  nursing  care  that  is  given  in  the 
event  of  illness.  The  resident  is  assured  that  he  will  receive  tender  lov- 
ing care  in  sickness  as  well  as  in  health. 

The  tie  with  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  Churches  is  a 
blessed  one  indeed.  We  are  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers, 
the  visits,  the  loving  concern,  and  the  financial  support  of  our  people. 
The  two  most  vital  media  of  support  from  the  churches  are  Special  Day 
Offerings,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and 
the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Inasmuch  as  we  receive 
only  1  3/10%  of  the  State  Convention's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram, $7.92  out  of  each  $1,000.00  contributed  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  we  shall  have  to  continue  to  look  to  the  Special  Day  Offerings 
for  the  greater  part  of  our  support  from  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  given  a  good  accoujit  of  their  stew- 
ardship in  their  m.inistry  to  the  aging  during  these  years  of  a  wonderful 
beginning,  and  we  have  the  faith  to  believe  that  they  will  continue  to 
move  forward  in  this  great  area  of  human  concern.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

More  children  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  last  year  than  ever  before  in  history.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  interest,  prayers  and  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  other  friends.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  every  remembrance  — 
the  Thanksgiving  offerings,  once-a-month  offerings.  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram gifts,  food,  clothing  and  other  things.  Without  these  we  could  not 
provide  the  many  services  to  children  and  families  which  we  do. 

The  physical,  mental,  social  and  spiritual  growth  and  development 
of  our  children  has  been  most  gratifying.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
every  reason  to  rejoice  with  the  very  fine  response  of  these  boys  and 
girls  to  the  Christian  love  and  care  afforded  them.  Members  of  an  al- 
ready fine  and  capable  staff  continue  to  grow  in  their  love  for  children 
and  their  ability  to  work  effectively  with  them. 

We  have  been  reminded  for  several  years  of  a  growing  need  for 
specialized  services  for  an  increasing  number  of  children  who  suffer 
emotional  illness.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  these  services  are  being 
provided  a  limited  number  of  children  in  a  small  home  at  Chapel  Hill 
in  cooperation  with  the  University  Medical  Center,  They  are  receiving 
the  best  professional,  medical  help  that  can  be  provided.  We  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  this  facility.  It  will  strengthen  greatly  our  entire  pro- 
gram of  child  care. 

We  are  compelled  to  keep  our  pressing  needs  before  you.  Applica- 
tions for  the  admission  of  children  are  increasing.  Relatives,  pastors, 
friends  of  dependent  children,  departments  of  public  welfare  and  others 
plead  with  the  leadership  of  the  Homes  daily  for  help.  A  familiar  plea 
is,  "Unless  you  can  help  this  child,  there  is  no  hope  for  him."  We  lay 
upon  your  hearts  four  areas  of  need. 
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1.  An  immediate  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in 
good  Christian  tester  homes  in  all  areas  of  the  state. 

2.  Continous  expansion  and  up-grading  of  facilities  to 
enable  the  Homes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best  in 
child  care. 

3.  An  increase  in  financial  support  to  under  gird  and 
strengthen  the  entire  program. 

A  generous  Thanksgiving  offering  is  a  must!  Without  it  we  cannot 
maintain  what  we  now  have  in  progress.  We  would  challenge  Pastors, 
Sunday  School  Superintendents  and  church  leaders  to  make  the  best 
preparation  possible  for  the  forthcoming  offering.  Givmg  for  the  car^^ 
of  dependent  children  affords  jne  of  our  greatest  joys  in  Christian 
service.

REPORT  ON  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  represents  all  the  work  that  Southern 
Baptist  are  cooperatively  undertaking  for  Christ.  As  such  it  becomes 
our  whole  or  complete  missions  program. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  whole  of  our  Cooperative  Program  is 
more  important  than  any  one,  or  any  combination  of  its  parts.  The  vari- 
ous parts  of  this  far-reaching  Program  becomes  much  more  significant 
when  they  are  properly  related  to  one  another.  No  single  cause  stands 
alone.  Each  is  dependent  on  the  others. 

We  believe  that  the  whole  of  our  Cooperative  Program  will  have 
greater  appeal  to  the  Baptist  of  Tuckasiegee  Association  than  any  one 
of  its  parts  when  it  is  clearly  understood  by  them.  Information  is  the 
only  intelligent  basis  for  co-operation.  Quoted  below  are  the  basic  facts 
concerning  our  Cooperative  Program. 

WHAT  fT  IS 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  channel  through  which  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  support  the  world  ministry  committed  to  them  by  Christ 
in  the  great  commission.  With  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
the  individual  Baptist  and  church  share  in  the  denomination's  program 
of  witnessing,  teaching,  healing  and  preaching  at  home  and  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  love  of  God  in  action,  the  hands 
of  Christ  at  work. 

HOW  IT  WORKS 

The  individual  Christian  makes  his  contribution  through  his  church, 
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the  church  as  a  whole  deciding  what  portion  shall  be  given  to  all  de- 
nominational causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Contributions  are  sent  to  the  State  Convention  office  in  Raleigh, 
and  there  divided  between  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes 
according  to  instruction  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Funds  for  State  causes  are  distributed  on  basis  of  the  budget  adopted 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Funds  for  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes  are  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  in 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  distributed  to  the  various  causes  on  the  basis 
of  the  budget  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

So  each  individual  Christian  in  one  gift  may  share  in  our  total 
World  Mission  Program. 

HOW  IVIUCH  TO  GIVE 

Every  individual  Christian  will  worship  with  tithes  and  offerings 
each  Lord's  day  as  he  is  led  by  an  enligthened  conscience  and  the  Spirit 
of  God. 

Churches  are  urged  to  adopt  a  budget  and  to  include  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  on  the  basis  of  a  definite  percentage. 

In  planning  new  budgets  each  year  churches  are  encouraged  to  in- 
crease the  percentage  of  the  total  budget  allocated  for  World  Ivlissions 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  leaders  of  Tuckaseigee  Associ- 
ation put  forth  every  effort  to  explain  the  Cooperative  Program  to  the 
people  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  one  funda- 
mental, effective,  and  indispensable  means  to  provide  financial  support 
for  all  our  work;  and  that  we  urge  all  Tuckaseigee  Association  Baptist 
to  join  in  giving  the  Cooperative  Program  loyal  and  prayerful  support. 

From  the  fifcy  churches  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  in  1960, 
$6,404.00  were  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  In  1962,  $10,- 
298.00  was  given.  There  was  an  increase  of  $3,894.00. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  Recommend: 

1.  That  every  Baptist  become  a  tither. 

2.  That  every  church  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  include  the 
Cooperative  Program  in  its  budget. 

3.  That  all  the  Associational  organizations  and  churches  be  urged  to 
keep  the  Cooperative  Program  on  the  minds  and  hearts  of  Baptist  dur- 
ing 1964. 

4.  That  Tuckaseigee  Association  set  a  goal  of  $15,000.00  for  the  Co- 
operative Program  for  1964.

REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  annual  session  May  7-10, 
1963  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  This  was  the  one  hundred  sixth  session 
in  the  one  hundred  eighteenth  year  history  of  the  Convention.  The 
Theme  for  this  session  was,  "To  Make  Men  Free."  An  excellent  program 
was  built  around  this  theme  which  included  sermons,  reports,  talks,  and 
recommendations.  Several  pastors  from  our  association  attended  this 
Convention  with  several  of  their  wives,  and  some  laymen. 

In  my  opinion  this  was  a  good  wholesome  Convention.  Dr.  Carl 
Bates  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  preached  the  annual  sermon.  There 
were  many  outstanding  features  of  the  Convention.  Another  great  sermon 
ttiat  will  long  be  remembered  was  delivered  by  the  Convention  Presi- 
dent Dr.  Herschel  H.  Hobbs.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  things  about 
this  Convention  was  the  report  of  the  committee  which  consisted  of  the 
President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  President  of  each 
State  Convention.  This  committee  brought  a  report  on  the  Baptist  Faith 
and  Message.  The  committee  conscious  of  the  contribution  made  by  the 
statement  of  "The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message"  adopted  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  1925.  It  quotes  with  approval  its  affirmation  that 
"Christianity  is  supernatural  in  its  origin  and  history.  We  as  Southern 
Baptist  repudiate  every  theory  of  religion  which  denies  the  supernatural 
elements  in  our  faith.  This  committee  after  studying  the  1925  statement 
sought  to  build  upon  the  same  foundation,  keeping  in  mind  the  certain 
needs  of  our  generation.  At  times  it  reproduced  sections  of  the  1925 
statement  without  change.  At  certain  points  the  committee  combined 
articles,  with  minor  changes  in  working,  to  endeavor  to  relate  certain 
doctrines  to  each  other.  In  no  case  did  the  committee  seek  to  delete 
from  or  to  add  to  the  basic  contents  of  the  1925  statement. 

Baptist  are  a  people  who  profess  a  living  faith.  This  faith  is  rooted 
and  grounded  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  who  is  "The  same  yesterday  and 
today,  and  forever  more." 

Dr.  K.  O.  White  was  elected  President  of  the  Convention  to  lead 
Southern  Baptist  through  the  next  year. 

The  1964  Convention  will  be  held  in  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey  May 
18-24.  This  being  The  Baptist  Jubilee  Year,  celebrating  150  years  of 
Missions  advance.  Each  Christian  is  urged  to  be  much  in  prayer  for  this 
session  of  our  Convention.  All  the  churches  are  urged  to  make  it  pos- 
sible for  their  pastor  to  attend.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  Department  of  Student  Work  strives  to  assist  each  student  to 
become  a  mature  Christian  who  is  committed  to  God  in  faith,  who  nur- 
tures his  faith  and  life  in  the  Church,  and  who  seeks  to  show  forth  the 
Christian  life  in  all  his  attitudes  and  actions. 
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There  are  approximately  26,000  Baptist  students  enrolled  in  col- 
leges in  North  Carolina  and  efforts  are  made  to  relate  students  to  a 
church  at  college  in  a  vital  and  redemptive  way.  The  Department  seeks 
to  engage  well-qualified  persons  to  work  as  Chaplains  to  Baptist  stu- 
dents. Seven  are  employed  by  the  General  Board  to  work  on  non- 
Baptist  campuses.  There  are  also  nine  other  Campus  Chaplains;  seven 
of  these  are  at  Baptist  schools,  while  two  others  give  part-time  work 
with  students.  The  Secretary  of  the  Department,  an  Associate,  and  the 
Western.  Area  Director  make  up  the  rest  of  the  personnel  of  the  De- 
partment. In  addition  to  the  church  program,  all  of  these  strive  to  have 
a  comprehensive,  balanced  schedule  of  worship  and  witness,  missions 
of  concern  and  service,  recreation  and  fellowship. 

The  state  program  includes  Conventions,  Conferences,  Councils,  and 
Retreats  for  both  students  and  Chaplains.  Also  there  is  a  strong  emphasis 
placed  on  missions  through  the  Listen  Program  and  Youth  Evangelism. 
The  Department  also  cooperates  with  the  Student  Department  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville  with  its  varied  program.  An  added 
feature  to  the  state  program  over  the  past  ten  years  has  been  a  program 
for  student  nurses  and  a  retreat  is  being  held  for  them  each  June. 

Baptist  Student  Centers  provide  significant  means  for  involving 
students  in  Christian  growth.  Located  next  to  a  campus,  they  serve  as  a 
facility  for  a  church-related  endeavor  to  assist  the  Baptist  churches  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  students.  Buildings  designed  as  centers  are  at 
Woman's  College  and  Duke.  Converted  houses  are  used  at  Carolina,  East 
Carolina,  West  Carolina,  and  North  Carolina  State;  but  these  are  limited 
in  what  can  be  done  there.  Lots  for  centers  are  available  at  Western 
Carolina  and  Appalachian,  and  a  lot  is  being  sought  at  Eastern  Carolina. 
It  is  hoped  that  through  the  Christian  Education  Advance  Program  that 
these  Baptist  Student  Centers  might  be  built  in  order  to  meet  the  op- 
portunities and  responsibilities  before  us.  This  is  even  more  true  when 
estimates  tell  us  that  the  college  student  population  will  double  in  the 
next  twenty  years. 

In  closing,  pray  for  these  student  leaders,  college  pastors,  faculty 
members,  and  student  chaplains  who  labor  for  the  express  purpose  of 
building  the  Kingdom  through  a  positive  ministry  to  college  students.

A,  prime  object  of  the  movement 
was  the  enlistment  of  men  in  the  affairs  of  Christ's  kingdom.  It  was  a 
systematic  effort  on  the  part  of  those  laymen  who  had  a  constraining 
vision  to  bring  the  great  mass  of  laymen  face  to  face  with  their  re- 
ligious obligation.  It  was  an  appeal  to  laymen  from  the  standpoint  of 
laymen.  It  urged  men  to  pray  daily,  study  diligently,  plan  wisely,  serve 
ze.alously,  and  give  generously  that  the  kingdom  of  Christ  might  prosper." 

There  will  be  hope  for  world  evangelization  as  long  as  there  are 
men  and  boys  in  our  churches  who  organize  themselves  for  the  purpose 
of  becoming  informed  about  world  needs,  and  who  are  willing  to  be- 
come personally  involved  in  World  Missions.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  literature  of  a  people  is  largely  determined  by  what  they  do. 
The  thinking  and  morals  of  people  are  greatly  influenced  by  the  kind 
of  literature  they  read.  The  more  good  literature  that  people  read,  the 
better  their  moral  and  spiritual  life. 
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There  are  many  good  things  to  see,  to  hear,  and  to  read.  The  Bible 
is  the  best  book  that  could  be  read  by  anyone. 

Almost  all  homes  have  access  to  one  or  more  Bibles.  Then  we  have 
a  great  many  publications  used  in  our  Sunday  schools,  the  Training 
Union,  Brotherhood,  and  other  church  organizations.  The  Baptist  Train- 
ing Union  literature  is  good  spiritual  food.  We  have  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder, Royal  Service,  Home  Life,  Open  Windows,  and  others  published 
by  our  Sunday  School  Board  and  other  Convention  agencies.  All  these 
are  very  good  Christian  literature. 

When  we  realize  that  we  are  a  part  of  all  that  we  read,  it  is  time 
for  us  to  become  more  careful  about  what  we  read.  Christian  literature 
flows  from  the  mind  and  heart  that  is  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 

It  would  be  a  good  investment  for  the  churches  to  pay  for  the 
Biblical  Recorder  for  every  home  in  the  different  churches  for  a  period 
of  twelve  months.  I  believe  that  the  people  would  be  glad  to  pay  for  the 
Recorder  if  they  were  familiar  with  it.  In  case  the  home  did  not  renew 
the  subscription,  it  would  be  money  well  spent. 

We  have  more  people  reading  today  than  ever  before  and  the 
churches  should  do  all  possible  to  direct  the  selection  of  reading  matter 
for  our  people. 

Printed  material  is  more  forceful  than  bombs  and  bullets  in  con- 
quering the  minds  and  hearts  of  mankind.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  every 
church  to  see  that  every  home  in  the  community  is  supplied  with  re- 
ligious literature.  Parents  should  strive  to  see  that  their  children  read 
and  study  good  literature. 

We  have  a  greater  supply  of  reading  material  than  ever  before  and 
more  people  who  can  read.  Radio  and  television  may  be  taking  much 
of  our  time  that  should  be  spent  in  reading  and  meditating  on  the  great 
issues  of  life.  Radio  and  television  are  good  for  entertainment,  but  do 
not  require  much  meditation. 

We  should  be  much  improved  in  our  habits  and  happiness  if  we 
used  more  good  literature.  We  should  search  for  a  closer  walk  with 
Christ.  The  Bible  is  the  greatest  piece  of  literature  ever  published  and 
it  is  being  read  by  many  of  our  people  today. 

We  as  a  church  should  do  everything  possible  to  get  Christian  litera- 
ture into  every  home  in  the  community.  I  believe  that  the  Deacons  and 
Pastors'  club  could  do  much  to  accomplish  this. 

What  we  read  will  help  to  determine  our  thoughts  and  speech. 
Therefore,  it  is  very  necessary  that  we  as  adults  provide  our  children 
with  the  very  best  reading  material  that  is  to  be  had. 

Baptist  books,  papers,  and  magazines  are  being  read  in  more  homes 
than  at  any  other  time.  All  literature  sold  by  our  Baptist  Book  Stores  is 
good.  You  need  not  be  afraid  to  read  it.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 


If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope 
of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  Each  person  must  have 
the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other 
language  can  speak. 

The  American  Bible  Society  founded  in  1816,  is  the  agency  of  56  de- 
nominations for  the  worldwide  translation,  publication,  and  distribution 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  without  note  or  comment,  and  without  purpose 
of  profit. 

In  1962  the  volume  of  Scripture  distribution  through  the  American 
Bible  Society  offices  and  agencies  outside  the  United  States  increased 
48.3%  over  the  previous  record  year,  reaching  a  total  of  17,032,714  copies. 
Circulation  in  the  United  States  amounted  to  14,590,751  volumes,  for  a 
world  total  of  31,523,455  copies. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  now  at  work  in  107  countries.  Last 
year  the  Society  assumed  additional  financial  responsibility  for  the 
translation,  production,  and  distribution  of  the  Bible  in  40  countries. 
Of  these,  twenty-five  are  in  Africa,  six  are  in  Asia  and  nine  are  in  Latin 
America. 

During  1962  the  Bible  Society  produced  65  entirely  new  Scripture 
editions  in  50  different  languages,  in  addition  to  the  vast  volume  of 
regular  production  of  existing  editions.  These  new  publications  included 
the  first  of  any  part  of  the  Bible  ever  to  appear  in  six  languages  of  the 
Philippines  and  Latin  America. 

Bible  Society  linguists  assist  missionary  translators  at  work  on  the 
field  through  personal  consultation,  translation  workshops,  and  by  pub- 
lishing aids  to  translators. 

The  budget  of  the  American  Bible  Society  for  1963  amounts  to 
$5,382,000,  including  $500,000  being  spent  for  special  opportunities  to 
be  financed  from  the  World  Advance  Fund. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  mis- 
sionary uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can 
go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must 
leave  —  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  at  work  around  the  world.  When  we 
support  th'B  work  of  this  Society  we  are  an  active  partner  in  "Sharing 
Christ  with  the  Whole  World."

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TUCKASEIGEE  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  REPORT 


The  Tuckaseigee  Seminary  Extension  center  was  one  of  eleven  cen- 
ters operated  in  Region  10  this  past  year.  There  were  five  Negro  centers, 
five  white  centers  and  one  center  was  located  on  the  Cherokee  Indian 
Reservation.  At  least  one  center  was  located  in  each  Association. 

Two  hundred  thirty  three  pastors  and  lay  people  were  enrolled  in 
308  courses.  In  the  Tuckaseigee  center  17  people  were  enrolled  in  O.  T. 
131,  and  18  people  were  enrolled  in  N.  T.  112,  earning  a  total  of  35 
credits.  This  past  year  was  a  good  year  in  our  work.  We  thank  God  for 
the  priviledge  of  this  ministry  and  look  with  enthusiasm  to  the  future. 

Plans  have  been  finalized  for  the  coming  year.  Rev.  Ray  McCall 
v^ill  serve  as  Director  of  the  local  center,  and  Rev.  Walter  Middleton 
will  be  Registrar-Treasurer.  The  Tuckaseigee  center  will  open  Septem- 
ber 26  and  meet  each  Thursday  night  for  12  weeks.  Two  courses  will 
be  offered:  N.  T.  122  taught  by  Rev.  James  Lambert  and  Church  History 
134,  taught  by  Rev.  John  Scalf.  Funds  are  available  to  help  any  who 
need  financial  assistance  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  course  of  study. 

It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  every  pastor,  church  leader  and  Bible 
student  would  take  advantage  of  this  ministry  and  share  with  us  in  the 
study  of  God's  word  and  the  work  of  his  kingdom.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions'  deepest  concern  is  with  persons  —  persons  in  North 


Carolina  from  all  walks  of  life.  Prayer,  constructive  thinking,  and  pur- 
poseful action  are  required  if  State  Missions  is  to  make  a  major  impact 
on  persons. 

Baptists  in  North  Carolina  are  fortunate  in  the  quality  of  work  be- 
ing done  through  State  Missions.  Every  phase  of  the  twenty-two  services 
provided  in  State  Missions  is  implemented  by  individuals  with  a  mature 
background  of  excellence  in  Christian  leadership.  They  are  our  partners 
in  developing  strong  churches.  Thousands  of  hours  of  unheralded  service 
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hcjve  been  given  by  these  dedicated  Christian  leaders. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  one  phase  of  Baptist  work  cover  so  many 
areas,  but  at  the  same  time,  it  is  difficult  for  people  to  remember  all  of 
them.  Following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  best  publicized  phases  of  State 
Missions.  They  are  Church  Development,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute.  Min- 
istry to  the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee  ministry,  As- 
sociational  Missions,  Pastors'  Schools,  Church  Loans,  and  the  30,000 
Movement.  There  are  others  that  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  but 
equally  important. 

State  Missions  has  well  been  called  the  lifeline  of  growth  in  the 
State,  yet  much  remains  to  be  done  in  educating  our  people  as  to  the 
true  nature  of  State  Missions. 

We  can  have  a  share  in  the  program  of  State  Missions  in  North 
Carolina.  Earnest  prayer  always  brings  a  new  thrust  of  spiritual  power 
against  the  forces  of  indifference  and  materialism.  Conscientious  study 
oi  the  program  will  bring  about  a  fuller  appreciation  of  what  State 
Missions  strives  to  do.  Last,  but  not  least,  a  generous  offering  will  un- 
dergird  our  concern  for  the  thousands  of  lost  persons  for  whom  Christ 
died.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

This  year  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  presented  an  annual  report 
to  Southern  Baptists  in  an  attractive  booklet  entitled  "We've  a  Story  to 
Tell."  This  story  we  have  to  tell  to  the  nations  is  a  thrilling  one  of  God's 
redeeming  love  and  transforming  power.  This  message  is  one  of  grace, 
Resurrection,  victory,  re-creation  and  liberation. 

This  story  for  Southern  Baptists  is  a  story  of  missionary  advance 
v/ith  1,639  foreign  missionaries  under  appointment  in  53  countries. 

There  is  a  story  of  PROCLAMATION  as  every  available  media  of 
communication  is  used  to  present  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  One  of  our 
urgent  needs  is  for  more  preachers  because  of  our  1,639  missionaries 
only  613  are  ordained  ministers! 

There  is  a  great  story  to  tell  of  the  HEALING  of  many,  as  62  mis- 
sionary doctors  and  49  missionary  nurses  serve  in  18  hospitals  anu  46 
clinics.  According  to  our  report,  "One  of  the  most  desperately  urgent 
needs  today  is  for  more  missionary  nurses,  who,  through  the  medical 
ministry,  present  an  effective  witness." 

There  is  also  a  great  story  of  EDUCATION  as  our  schools  and  sem- 
inaries are  engaged  in  teaching  167,784  students  preparing  them  for 
maximum  Christian  usefulness. 

In  considering  what  we  can  do  as  our  part  of  telling  this  story  we 
must  keep  in  m.ind  at  least  three  essential  things.  First  of  all,  there  must 
be  intercessory  prayer.  Cultivating  this  prayer  potential  of  Southern 
Baptists  should  be  a  primary  concern.  Second,  there  must  be  more  people 
v>-ho  will  lay  their  lives  upon  the  altar  for  long-range  missionary  serv- 
ice. In  recent  years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  volunteers,  but  many 
more  are  needed.  Third,  there  must  be  adequate  financial  support.  In 
1962  Southern  Baptists  gave  a  total  of  more  than  five  hundred  and  forty 
million  dollars,  but  our  people  need  to  be  challenged  to  designate  at 
least  one  tenth  of  this  amount  for  work  beyond  the  borders  of  our  own 
country.  This  sharing  would  more  than  double  present  resources. 

Each  of  us  needs  to  realize  the  urgency  of  obeying  the  words  of 
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Jesus  as  he  said:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  com- 
manded you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world."  Matthew  28:19-20  (ASV)

REPORT  OF  THE  N.C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

Since  July,  1962,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  has  estab- 
lished an  office  in  the  Baptist  Building  with  a  full-time  Executive  Secre- 
tary and  secretarial  help.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Foundation  that  it  has  engaged  in  full-time  emphases.  The  activities 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  have  been  varied.  One  of  the  purposes  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  to  carry  the  message  of  the  services 
offered  by  the  Foundation  to  as  many  associations  as  possible;  into  as 
many  churches  as  possible;  and  to  as  many  individuals  as  he  has  had 
the  opportunity.  These  contracts  have  been  quite  stimulating  and  it  re- 
mains to  be  seen  what  results  will  accrue  from  these  contracts. 

On  June  30,  1962,  we  reported  to  you  that  the  assets  of  the  Founda- 
tion amounted  to  $303,186.66.  The  assets  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation  as  of  June  30,  1963,  were  $324,256.39.  Since  the  close  of 
business  last  year  in  June,  1962,  the  Foundation  has  technically  in  its 
control  two  estates  of  rather  large  size.  The  estate  of  R.  Sterling  Graves 
amounts  to  approximately  $440,000.  The  estate  of  T.  F.  Pettus  is  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $110,000.  Both  of  these  estates  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  of  the  estates  and  for  all  practical  purposes  they  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Foundation  in  the  very  near  future.  These  two  estates  will 
push  our  assets  to  over  $870,000.  The  Baptist  Foundation  has  empha- 
sized the  fact  over  and  over  again  that  it  exists  to  serve  ALL  Baptists. 
Those  who  have  relatively  small  amounts  of  money,  personal  property 
or  other  real  assets,  will  find  the  Foundation  is  just  as  anxious  to  serve 
them  as  it  is  to  serve  the  larger  estates.  It  is  a  fundamental  belief  of 
the  Directors  of  the  Foundation  that  the  Foundation  exists  to  serve  ALL 
Baptists.

THE  URGENCY  FOR  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Many  years  ago  North  Carolina  Baptists  committed  themselves  to 
sponsor  a  program  of  Christian  higher  education,  first  through  Wake 
Forest  College.  Later  other  colleges  were  provided  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention.  Today  we  have  seven  colleges,  each  one  making  its  dis- 
tinctive contribution  to  education  and  religion  in  North  Carolina  and  the 
rest  of  the  world. 

All  of  us  are  aware  that  the  earliest  colleges  and  universities  in 
America  were  founded  and  supported  by  religious  bodies.  We  may  not 
realize  how  much  emphasis  was  placed  upon  religion  in  the  founding 
of  state-supported  institutions  of  learning. 

The  Ordinance  of  1787  which  created  the  Northwest  Territory  and 
several  great  universities  in  that  region  of  the  United  States  declared, 
"Religion,  morality  and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good  governn.ent 
and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  education  shall 
be  forever  encouraged. 

Educators  still  recognize  that  religion  plays  an  important  part  in 
life.  The  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  re- 
ported only  a  few  years  ago,  that  religion's  "concern  with  man's  highest 
and  deepest  aspirations  demands  its  inclusion  in  any  program  of  general 
education."  From  the  very  beginning  of  higher  education  in  America 
we  have  placed  and  emphasis  upon  religion.  With  present  forces  such 
as  atheism,  secularism,  st  itism,  and  skepticism  grown  militant  and  ag- 
gressive it  is  mora  important  than  ever  that  we  provide  a  clear,  dynamic, 
positive  Christian  emphasis  in  higher  education. 

We  as  a  Baptist  people  have  a  responsibility  to  our  colleges;  the 
most  adequate  support  we  can  afford;  keeping  ourselves  informed  about 
our  colleges  and  their  faculties  and  student  bodies;  praying  for  those 
who  bear  responsibility;  and  going  directly  to  responsible  persons  with 
our  questions  and  valid  criticisms. 

We  have  adequate  resources  to  support  our  colleges.  Our  income 
would  make  possible  an  increase  in  support  of  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. 

A  dedicated  people  can  give  prayerful  consideration  to  the  proper 
relation  of  the  churches  and  their  convention  to  the  colleges  and  all  the 
other  causes  supported  by  Baptists. 

A  zealous  and  enthusiastic  Baptist  people  can  understand  our  work 
as  a  whole  and  how  education,  missions,  benevolences  for  children,  the 
aged,  the  sick,  the  deaf,  and  others  are  a  part  of  our  Kingdom  enter- 
prise. The  colleges  are  not  the  only  important  phase  of  our  Christian 
higher  education,  but  it  is  a  phase  of  work  which  is  so  imporl  ant  today 
that  it  demands  our  best  support. 

It  will  be  up  to  the  leaders  in  our  associations  and  local  churches 
to  challenge  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  to  give  more  generously 
tlirough  the  Cooperative  Program  if  we  as  Baptists  are  to  accept  the 
challenges  of  today  and  the  tomorrows  and  provide  adequately  the  needs 
of  all  of  our  institutions  and  agencies.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  DEACONS 

During  the  year  1962  this  group  met  three  times.  Mr.  F.  I.  Watson 
served  us  well  as  our  chairman  during  that  time.  The  three  churches  at 
which  these  meetings  were  held  were:  Hamburg,  Greens  Creek  and  Old 
Savannah.  A  delicious  meal  was  enjoyed  on  each  occasion,  for  which 
we  would  express  our  appreciation  to  the  ladies  of  these  churches.  The 
programs  at  these  meetings  have  varied  with  each  having  a  most  definite 
influence  on  our  thinking  as  Deacons  of  our  respective  churches.  Topics 
for  our  programs  were  "Challenge  Of  The  Cross,"  "The  Pastor  and  His 
Relationship  to  Deacons,"  and  "The  Deacon  and  His  Relationship  to  His 
Pastor."  These  programs  were  presented  in  part  by  the  Deacons,  along 
with  some  of  the  Pastors.  The  average  attendance  for  these  meetings  was 
89,  with  the  greatest  percentage  of  this  number  coming  from  the  smaller 
churches  in  our  association.  The  largest  number  to  attend  at  any  one 
meeting  was  103  at  Hamburg. 

Our  aims  for  the  Coming  year,  and  certamly  we  should  have  some, 
would  read  something  like  this:  1.  Better  attendance  by  all  deacons 
from  all  churches  in  the  association.  2.  More  participation  by  deacons 
of  the  organization  on  programs,  and  less  saying  "LET  THE  PREACHER 
DO  IT."  3.  To  take  full  advantage  of  a  full  schedule  of  four  meetings 
next  year,  rather  than  settle  for  three  as  was  done  the  last  year.  4.  That 
we  might,  through  Christian  fellowship,  provide  the  inspiration  to  do 
greater  things  in  our  capacity  as  leaders  in  our  respective  churches. 

In  closing,  we  would  make  this  request;  that  all  deacons  in  the 
association  prayerfully  consider  the  value  of  such  meetings  as  these  and 
support  them  with  your  presence.  If  for  any  reason  you  are  not  able  to 
attend  the  meal,  the  invitation  is  always  yours  to  attend  the  programs 
which  immediately  follows.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  emphasis  of  the  year  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  organized  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention on  May  14,  1888  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  The  year  October  1,  1962 
—  September  30,  1963  is  being  observed  as  the  Diamond  Jubilee.  The 
following  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  is  dedicated  to  those  women  whose  de- 
votion and  sacrifice  laid  the  foundation. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Associ- 
ation was  organized  at  CuUowhee  August  18,  1915  with  the  societies  of 
Sylva  (14  members)  and  Cullowhee  (9  members)  and  a  Sunbeam  Band 
oi  18  members  at  Sylva.  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Allison  was  elected  as  the 
organization's  first  superintendent.  In  the  same  year,  1915,  a  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  was  organized  at  Scott  Creek  Church  on  September 
11th, 

By  1916,  according  to  the  early  records  a  Woman's  Missionary  Socie- 
ty had  been  organized  at  Webster,  with  Miss  LiUian  Stillwell  as  presi- 
dent, and  a  Sunbeam  Band  at  Scotts  Creek,  making  a  total  of  five  unions 
m  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year. 
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The  women  of  the  Sylva,  Webster,  Scotts  Creek  and  Cullowhee 
Churches  continued  their  efforts  for  some  five  years  before  unions  in 
other  churches  joined  them.  Among  the  leaders  of  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Societies  and  young  people's  organizations  in  those  years  were 
the  Misses  Lillian  and  Laura  Stillwell,  at  Webster,  Mrs.  George  Snyder, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Ensley  and  Mrs.  M.  P.  Monteith,  Scotts  Creek,  Mrs.  J.  N. 
Wilson  of  Cullowhee,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Harris  and  the  Misses  Lucie  and  Sadie 
Luck,  Sylva.  The  first  G.  A.  was  organized  at  Scotts  Creek  in  September, 
1919,  with  Mrs.  T.  C.  Bryson  as  leader,  and  in  November  of  that  year 
the  First  Y.  W.  A.  was  organized  at  Sylva  with  Mrs.  John  R.  Jones, 
leader.  The  Associational  meeting  was  held  at  Sylva  in  1920  with  the 
above  Churches  and  Unions  represented. 

In  1922  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized  at  Lovedale 
with  Mrs.  John  R.  Hoglan  as  president  and  a  Y.  W.  A.  at  Dillsboro  with 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Cannon,  leader.  Five  W.M.S.'s,  2  Y.W.A.'s,  2  G.A.'s  and  2 
Sunbeam  Bands  were  reported  at  the  annual  meeting  at  Webster. 

In  1923  another  W.M.S.,  Buff  Creek,  was  added. 

In  August,  1924,  the  8th  annual  associational  meeting  of  the  W.M.U. 
was  held  at  Lovedale,  Mrs.  W.  Ross  Yorkley  was  elected  Superintendent. 
Ten  societies  were  represented  at  this  meeting. 

By  1926  the  W.M.U.  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  had  made  many 
gains  in  membership  and  local  unions  including  Qualla  and  Greens 
Creek,  rounding  out  a  decade  of  pioneering  and  progress. 

Among  the  women  of  W.M.U.  in  the  association,  none  had  a  more 
vital  part  in  its  promotion  and  progress  than  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Allison  of 
Sylva,  serving  for  more  than  fifteen  years  as  its  leader.  For  eight  years 
from  its  organization  in  1915  to  1924  she  was  the  guiding  light  of  the 
infant  unions.  In  1928  she  was  called  to  serve  for  a  two  year  period 
as  its  superintendent,  and  again  in  1939  for  five  years.  She  always  gave 
of  her  best  for  the  cause  and  dreamed  of  a  W.M.U.  in  every  church  of 
the  association. 

Mrs.  W.  N.  (Lillian  Stillwell)  Cook  of  Webster  was  another  of  the 
pioneer  leaders  who  gave  of  her  time  and  talents  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  growing  unions.  She  served  as  associate  superintendent  for  many 
years  and  was  elected  as  superintendent  in  1931.  She  served  faithfully 
for  eight  years,  instituting  new  societies  and  bolstering  the  weak  ones 
to  greater  efforts  for  the  W.M.U.  program. 

Mrs.  B.  S.  Hensley  of  Scotts  Creek  Church  served  from  1944  to  1949 
as  an  able  and  consecrated  superintendent. 

Mrs.  John  R.  Jones  became  associational  president  in  1949,  serving 
for  six  years  and  again  in  1958  for  four  more  years.  During  her  ten 
years  of  leadership  she  inspired  and  challenged  the  women  of  the 
Churches  with  a  vision  that  led  them  to  higher  goals  in  W.M.U.  work. 
In  1958  she  reported  twenty-two  churches  having  W.M.U.  organizations, 
some  with  full  graded  unions. 

Others  who  have  served  as  associational  superintendent,  or  presi- 
dent, are  Mrs.  W.  Ross  Yorkley,  1924-25;  Mrs.  T.  C.  Bryson  1926-27; 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Murry  1927-28;  Mrs.  I.  H.  Powell  1930-31;  Mrs.  W.  M.  Hocutt 
1938-39;  Mrs.  F.  P.  Blankenship  1955-56  and  Mrs.  Mary  Queen  1956-57. 
These  women  served  with  devotion,  dedication  and  purposeful  activity 
shaping  the  destiny  of  today. 

In  1962,  Mrs.  Willard  Davenport  of  the  New  Hope  Church  was 
elected  president  of  W.M.U. 's  in  the  Association,  with  sixteen  churches 
having  a  total  of  fifty-one  unions  with  a  membership  of  660. 

There  is  scarcely  any  phase  of  W.M.U.  to-day  which  has  not  been 
influenced  by  the  past  and  we  stand  equipped  and  strengthened  for  the 
future  by  our  inspiring  heritage. 
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Let  us  be  mindful  of  our  Anniversary  Motto  from  I.  Corinthians  3:9 
and  John  3:17.  "Laborers  together  with  God  —  That  through  him  the 
world  might  be  saved." 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  John  R.  Jones  for  the  use  of  the  As- 
sociational  W.M.U.  records  in  its  beginning  years,  Mrs.  Lee  Freeman  for 
the  use  of  her  collection  of  minutes  of  the  Association  and  the  presidents 
of  the  W.M.S.'s  who  so  gracioulsy  replied  to  a  questionaire  sent  to  them.

Efforts  in  evangelism  and  church  extension  were  redoubled  in  1962 
by  the  missionaries  and  the  Home  Mission  Board  due  to  the  inspiration 
of  the  words  of  the  Master  as  found  in  Mark  1:38  "Let  us  go  into  the 
next  towns  that  I  may  preach  there  also;  for  therefore  came  I  forth." 
Special  emphasis  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1963  is  on  the  Language 
Group  Missions  and  associational  chairmen  of  Evangelism  and  Missions 
are  being  invited  to  special  conferences  at  Ridgecrest  and  Glorieta  dur- 
ing the  Home  Mission  Weeks  at  these  assemblies.  The  Division  of 
Evangelism  has  continued  to  emphasize  the  Jubilee  Revivals,  and  a 
Convention-wide  Evangelistic  Conference  was  held  in  Dallas  from  July 
2-4.  A  24-step  plan  of  preparation  for  implementation  of  the  Jubilee 
Revivals  has  been  put  into  effect. 

The  ability  and  resoures  of  Southern  Baptists  to  help  in  this  period 
of  world  turmoil  constitutes  a  great  challenge.  Never  has  America  had 
so  many  opportunities  for  out-reach  as  she  has  today.  She  can  take 
advantage  of  these  opportunities  abroad  only  as  she  maintains  a  strong 
and  dynamic  evangelistic  and  mission  program  at  home.  America  is  the 
nation  that  represents  the  hope  and  the  welfare  of  mankind  in  our  gen- 
eration. Baptists  must  do  their  part  to  meet  this  challenge.

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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  extension 
cj  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect 
and  install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. (2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  local  churches  as  soverign  and 
mdependent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Assocition  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare  of 
the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of  that 
time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by  majority 
vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at 
least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
ce tion  ,and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  mo.derator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
Older  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,    (c)  The  vice 
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nioderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  incapaci- 
tation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another  moderator 
is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of 
all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  distributed  to 
messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session  of  the 
annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  concerning 
the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church 
iji  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon 
as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,  (f )  The  treasurer 
shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  or 
the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up  to  date, 
(h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of 
their  office  pertinent  to  a  v^ell  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shaU  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two -thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.    All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.    The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  committee 
on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the 
annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the 
personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advis- 
ory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and 

.    .  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations 

as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member 
about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the 
proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed. 
The  Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of 
the  work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  commit- 
tee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  asssociation  or  Executive  com- 
mittee and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  com- 
mendation which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of 
the  church  to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee Association.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  com- 
mittee on  committees. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  beiore  the  Association  meets.

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

The  Bible  instructs  us  to  be  temperate  in  all  things.  Temperance  is 
defined  as  moderation  especially  in  respect  to  the  appetite  or  passion; 
patience;  soberity;  total  abstinence. 

In  America  the  alcohol  problem  continues  to  grow  worse  every  year. 
Sometimes  we  have  a  tendency  to  think  that  the  people  who  become 
alcoholics  are  people  who  have  failed  in  life,  or  who  are  a  low  class  of 
people.  However,  this  is  not  the  whole  story;  they  are  found  in  almost 
all  classes  of  society,  and  some  in  the  very  early  age  groups.  A  large 
per  cent  of  those  who  use  alcohol  begin  at  a  very  early  age. 

To  disapprove  a  thing  is  not  enough.  I  think  that  it  is  true  today 
that  there  are  no  worthy  parents  who  could  give  support  to  the  idea  of 
allowing  their  children  to  become  adict  to  strong  drink  or  drugs  with 
their  consent.  But  the  fact  remains  whether  we  want  it  or  not,  many  of 
cur  fine  boys  and  girls  allow  themselves  pulled  down  by  others  who 
have  already  made  the  error  of  the  first  indulgence.  Some  can  go  but 
a  little  way  in  the  wrong  direction  until  a  faU  is  inevitable. 

The  strongest  means  of  building  up  resistance  to  this  destroying 
influence  rests  with  the  parents.  It  may  call  for  closer  screening  of  the 
company  that  your  boy  or  girl  has  for  friends.  But  facts  will  support  you 
in  the  necessity  of  such  concern  for  those  you  dearly  love.

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REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  Christian  witness  of  Southern  Baptist  work  in  all  institutions  of 
higher  learning  is  in  response  to  our  Lord's  command  to  make  known 
the  gospel  to  all  men.  This  witness  is  an  integral  part  of  the  nature  and 
mission  of  the  church.  The  role  of  the  churches  is  indispensable  to  the 
maturing  spiritual,  moral,  and  intellectual  lives  of  students  and  faculty 
members.  Because  the  university  is  engaged  in  the  search  for  truth,  of 
which  God  is  the  source,  the  Christian  perspective  is  essential  to  the 
realization  of  the  ultimate  purpose  of  higher  education.  The  unique 
nature  of  the  university  situation  demands  a  specialized  ministry  by  our 
denomination  to  the  individuals  in  the  campus  community  with  their 
need  for  redemeption  and  Christian  nurture. 

"Student  Work"  is  the  term  to  describe  all  that  Southern  Baptists 
do  or  will  do  in  a  ministry  to  the  academic  community.  "Baptist  Student 
Union",  the  name  of  the  Baptist  student  organization  of  a  campus  or 
state,  is  one  primary  aspect  of  "Student  Work."  Other  aspects  of  the 
program  of  student  work  include  the  Baptist  Faculty  Program  and  the 
International  Student  Program,  counseling,  teaching  (Bible  chairs  in 
seme  states),  consultation  with  churches,  state,  and  Convention- wide 
activities,  and  other  ministries  conducted  by  nonstudents. 

In  December,  1962  a  statement  of  "The  Objectives  of  Southern 
Baptist  Student  Work"  was  recommended  by  a  study  group  composed 
of  state  and  local  directors  of  students  work  and  members  of  the  Student 
Department  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board.  These  objectives  are 
listed  as  follows: 

1.  To  lead  students  and  faculty  members  to  commitment  to  Jesus 
Ciirist  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 

2.  To  involve  them  in  responsible  church  membership  and  in  de- 
nominational understanding  and  participation. 

3.  To  guide  them  in  worship  and  devotional  experiences. 

4.  To  involve  them  in  the  study  of  the  biblical  faith  and  Christian 

life. 

5.  To  guide  them  in  Christian  witnessing. 

6.  To  involve  them  in  experiences  of  Christian  community. 

7.  To  involve  them  in  Christian  social  life  and  recreation. 

8.  To  lead  them  to  participate  in  Christian  world  missions. 

9.  To  lead  them  to  accept  and  practice  the  principles  of  Christian 
stewardship. 

10.  To  lead  them  to  examine  academic  disciplines  from  a  Christian 
perspective. 

11.  To  enlist  and  train  them  for  a  life  of  Christian  service. 

By  action  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in 
session  at  Wilmington,  1963  a  resolution  was  passed  that  authorized  the 
building  of  student  centers  at  Western  Carolina  College,  Appalachian 
State  Teachers  College,  and  North  Carolina  State  College  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Raleigh.  The  Department  of  Student  Work 
is  heartened  by  this  action  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  it  allows  the 
ministry  to  students  to  be  widened,  intensified,  and  made  more  practical. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  sometime  in  1965  that  all  three  of  these  student 
centers  will  have  been  built  and  will  be  in  full  operation. 

In  closing  a  request  for  prayer  is  made  for  these  student  leaders, 
college  pastors,  faculty  members,  and  student  chaplains  who  labor  for 
the  express  purpose  of  building.  His  Kingdom  through  a  redemptive 
ministry  to  college  students.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 
1964  Associational  Report 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  operation. 
God  has  blessed  these  brief  years  with  an  abundance  of  his  love.  Growth 
has  been  rapid,  the  development  of  facilities  amazing,  and  the  need  for 
additional  space  staggering.  We  have  come  from  1  resident  and  1  build- 
ing, since  March  of  1951,  to  160  residents  and  4  buildings  in  1964.  Today 
there  are  170  people  waiting  for  admission. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is  the  development  of  a  5th  Baptist 
Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  North  Carolina.  We  are  hoping  to 
begin  construction  of  this  new  project  this  year,  and  thus,  the  burden  of 
our  hearts  will  have  been  relieved,  in  a  measure,  by  being  able  to  care 
for  30  additional  residents. 

Today  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90  a 
month  of  the  cost  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Baptist 
Homes. 

This  support  comes  from  the  Special  Day  Offerings,  received  in  the 
churches  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  through  designated 
gifts  from  church  budgets,  and  through  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Co- 
operative Program.  These  needy  residents  could  not  possibly  be  with  us, 
nor  could  they  receive  the  loving  care  that  they  do,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
gifts  from  our  3400  Baptist  churches.  Earnest  heed  should  be  given  by 
each  church,  therefore,  towards  increasing  the  amount  of  Special  Day 
Offerings  and  designated  gifts  to  the  Homes. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person, 
65  years  old  and  above,  who  is  reasonably  well,  mentally  and  physically, 
except  the  lack  of  space.  Let  us  join  our  hearts  in  prayer  and  our  lives 
in  dedication  that  we  may  give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship  in  this 
great  area  of  human  concern  and  give  an  answer  to  as  many  of  these 
dear  people  as  possible.

This  past  year  was  one  of  our  best  years  in  Seminary  Extension 
M'ork  in  Region  10.  Thirteen  centers  were  operated.  Six  were  white, 
s:x  were  Negro,  and  one  was  located  on  the  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation. 
At  least  one  center  was  located  in  each  association. 

Three  hundred  eight  pastors  and  lay  people  were  enrolled  in  the 
\  arious  centers.  In  addition  to  the  Seminary  Extension  courses,  the 
Tuckaseigee  and  Cherokee  centers  offered  a  WMU  leadership  study  with 
an  enrollment  of  45. 

The  Tuckaseigee  center  had  an  enrollment  of  21  people  who  earned 
a  total  of  32  credits. 

We  thank  God  and  the  people  for  this  wonderful  response  and  look 
with  enthusiasm  and  encouragement  to  the  future. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  coming  year.  Rev.  Joseph  Reese  will 
serve  as  director  of  the  local  center  and  Rev.  Walter  Middleton  will  be 
the  Registrar-Treasurer. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Center  will  open  September  17  and  meet  each 
Thursday  evening  for  twelve  weeks.  Two  courses  will  be  offered:  New 
Testament  142,  a  study  of  the  book  of  Hebrews,  and  Theology  136.  Rev. 
J?imes  Lambert  and  one  other  person  to  be  named,  will  serve  as  teachers. 

Funds  are  available  to  help  any  who  need  financial  assistance  in 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  course  of  study.

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JUBILEE  ADVANCE  REPORT 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty -four  was  a  year  of  importance  to  the 
Baptist  congregations  of  North  America.  One  hundred  fifty  years  ago 
this  year  some  organizational  steps  were  taken  that  brought  into  being 
a  goodly  portion  of  what  we  now  know  as  the  Baptist  way  of  life. 

In  1954,  a  special  effort  was  made  by  the  leadership  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  inspire  new  life  into  the  churches.  The  Miami 
Convention  of  1955  "unanimously  and  enthusiastically  adopted  the  report 
and  recommendations  of  the  World  Evangelism  Committee."  This  report 
put  in  motion  special,  guided  effort  at  improving  every  segment  of  local 
and  convention  work  during  the  seven  year  period  beginning  in  1957. 
This  was  to  be  climaxed  in  the  "Year  of  Jubilee"  with  a  joining  together 
of  the  seven  Baptist  bodies  on  our  continent  in  a  two  days  period  of 
cooperative  worship  and  commemorative  celebration  of  the  one  hundred 
fiftieth  anniversary. 

Specific  emphases  have  been  promoted  each  year  in  each  of  the 
groups  simultaneously.  Evangelism,  Teaching  and  Training,  Stewardship 
and  Enlistment,  World  Missions  and  other  imposing  themes  served  as 
goals  on  an  annual  basis.  Certainly,  no  one  can  debate  the  matter  of 
need  in  each  instance. 

Tied  into  the  whole  period  has  come  the  emphasis  on  the  establish- 
ment of  new  preaching  stations  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  that 
v;as  known  as  the  "30,000  Movement".  This  came  as  a  result  of  a  chal- 
lenge presented  to  the  Convention  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  who  was  serving 
as  the  president  at  that  time.  During  these  seven  years  a  total  of  5,884 
new  churches  have  been  organized  and  16,016  new  missions  have  been 
established.  Dr.  Warren  has  capably  served  to  see  a  total  of  21,900  new 
preaching  stations  become  a  reality.  It  represents  almost  a  doubling  of 
the  number  of  the  churches  at  the  beginning  of  the  period. 

From  May  22  through  May  23  of  1964,  the  seven  Baptist  groups  met 
jointly  in  the  Convention  Hall  of  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey.  It  was  the 
privilege  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  play  the  major  role  in 
tills  gathering.  Because  of  the  efforts  put  forth  to  lend  an  impetus  to 
our  Baptist  heritage  and  potential,  and  because  of  the  impact  a  co- 
operative spirit  or  nature  makes  upon  all  who  would  look  upon  Christ's 
followers,  and  because  of  the  potential  good  for  the  future  that  such  a 
cooperation  holds,  the  entire  Jubilee  venture  must  truly  be  seen  as  an 
advance. 

When  the  leadership  of  self-ruling,  conscience-guided  Christian 
churches,  associations,  State  conventions  or  even  larger  groups,  bow  be- 
fore the  spirit  of  Christ  and  seek  to  do  his  work  together,  surely  God 
in  His  heaven  is  well  pleased. 

It  was  a  worthy  historical  event.  May  our  prayer  be  that  the  gains 
made  since  nineteen  fifty-four  be  increased  in  every  manner.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever  be  in 
the  foreground  of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and  in  the  associ- 
ation if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern.  Every  Christian's  greatest 
privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus  Christ  work  in  and  through 
us  to  evangelize  the  World.  This  is  thte  Great  Commission  and  to  carry 
cut  the  Great  Commission  is  to  do  the  work  of  evangelism. 

What  are  we  doing  in  response  to  this  high  calling  from  God?  Last 
year  the  churches  in  our  association  reported  238  baptisms.  Since  all 
the  churches  have  not  yet  reported  for  this  year  we  can  not  give  an 
accurate  report  of  baptisms  for  this  year.  But  it  looks  as  though  it  will 
be  a  better  year  in  evangelism  than  last  year.  Our  Simultaneous  Re- 
vival in  the  Spring  of  this  year  was  very  successful.  We  had  18  churches 
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taking  part  in  this  revival  effort. 

The  number  of  people  won  to  Christ  and  baptised  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  churches  give  only  a  partial  picture  of  the  work  of  evangelism 
in  the  churches.  The  remainder  of  the  picture  is  seen  in  what  happens 
to  the  converts  after  baptism.  Here  statistics  are  not  so  easily  compiled, 
but  the  number  who  will  be  won  to  Christ  and  baptised  in  the  future 
is  dependent  upon  the  maturing  of  these  being  baptised  now.  A  Chris- 
tian grows  only  as  he  participates  in  witnessing  for  Christ.  Thus  the 
program  of  evangelism  in  a  church  consists  of  winning  people  to  Christ 
and  keeping  them  enlisted  in  the  total  work  of  redemption.  We  face  an 
unparalled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the  people  in  the  churches  to  engage 
in  the  total  work  of  redemption  by  going  all  the  way  in  witnessing  for 
our  Saviour,  We  need  to  lead  the  people  to  get  into  the  stream  of  God's 
redeeming  purpose.  Surely  every  church  in  this  association  will  want 
to  be  a  part  of  this  great  effort.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Cooperative  Program  helps  us  to  meet  a  total  world  missions 
task.  Through  this  means  our  churches  are  able  to  present  a  united  front 
and  to  develop  a  unified  approach. 

Since  1925  the  Cooperative  Program  has  been  the  channel  enabling 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  support  the  world  ministry  committed  to 
them  by  Christ  in  the  Great  Commission. 

Your  church  has  a  part  in  the  support  of  over  5,000  missionaries  who 
baptized  over  58,000  people  last  year  if  you  give  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

In  addition  to  these  missionaries  we  help  63  Baptist  hospitals,  45 
orphanages,  14  homes  for  aging  and  1,132  schools  around  the  world  as 
we  give  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  love  of  God  in  action,  the  hands 
of  Christ  at  work. 

The  individual  Christian  worships  with  tithes  and  offerings  in  his 
local  church.  The  church  plans  a  budget  and  decides  what  portion  shall 
be  given  to  all  denominational  causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Contributions  from  the  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
for  all  causes  are  sent  to  the  Convention  office  in  Raleigh.  Cooperative 
Program  gifts  are  then  divided  between  all  missions.  Christian  Educa- 
tion, and  Social  Service  work  of  Southern  Baptists.  Each  Baptist  hos- 
pital, childrens'  home,  school,  home  for  aging,  and  each  area  of  general 
mission  work  receives  a  part  of  the  Cooperative  Program  dollar. 

The  sun  never  sets  on  the  work  of  our  Cooperative  Program. 

By  decision  of  the  Special  Convention  in  Greensboro  our  churches 
are  urged  to  increase  their  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program  by 
at  least  35%.  Receipts  beyond  the  basic  budget  for  this  year  make  up 
an  advanced  section  of  the  Cooperative  Program  and  is  allocated  for  ex- 
pansion and  capital  improvement  in  the  program  of  Higher  Christian 
Education  through  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  (85%  for  colleges,  15% 
for  student  centers.) 

STEWARDSHIP  DEVELOPMENT 

Our  people  are  giving  approximately  one  third  of  the  tithe  into  their 
churches.  The  churches  give  an  average  of  a  little  more  than  eight  cents 
of  each  dollar  of  church  income  through  the  Cooperative  Program  to 
witness  to  two  billion  lost  people  in  the  world. 

Now  available  to  our  people  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  are  four  programs  specifically  designed  to  give 
Missionary  Baptist  Churches  "know  how"  in  reaching  their  tithe  po- 
tential, thus  making  possible  greater  participation  in  the  World  Mission 
Program  of  Southern  Baptists. 

These  programs  are  The  Forward  Program  of  Church  Finance, 
Growth  in  Christian  Stewardship  —  (for  churches  with  up  to  300  mem- 
bers.) Stewardship  Development  for  Baptist  Associations,  and  Year- 
round  Stewardship  Development. 

In  the  year  ahead,  above  all  things,  let  us  determine  to  be  faithful 
to  the  guidance  of  God's  Spirit  and  share  with  a  lost  world  to  the  limit 
of  our  ability. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  We  recommend  that  our  churches  focus  attention  upon  world  mis- 
sions using  four  Wednesdays  in  October  (or  some  other  month)  as 
Cooperative  Program  Emphasis  Month.  Southwide  periodicals,  the  BIB- 
LICAL RECORDER,  and  material  provided  by  the  Division  of  Steward- 
ship Promotion  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  supply  a  rich  field  for 
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program  building  in  the  local  church.  Thus  our  people  are  informed  and 
challenged  to  pray  for  all  mission  causes. 

2.  We  recommend  that  every  church  in  the  association  give  prayer- 
ful consideration  to  increasing  the  percentage  now  being  given  to  mis- 
sions through  the  Cooperative  Program  to  undergird  the  world-wide 
work  of  our  Lord.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Long  ago  the  people  of  North  Carolina  sponsored  a  program  of 
higher  education  first  through  Wake  Forest  College.  Later  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  provided  other  colleges  namely  —  Meredith,  Campbell, 
Mars  Kill,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  and  Wingate. 

Our  forefathers  saw  to  it  that  our  earliest  colleges  and  universities 
were  founded  upon  religion.  We  cannot  realize  how  much  emphasis  was 
put  upon  religion.  With  the  worldliness  that  the  college  students  en- 
counter today,  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  we  emphasize  Christ 
and  His  teachings  in  higher  education. 

During  the  past  twenty-five  years  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges 
have  enjoyed  a  phenomenal  growth.  Today  in  the  seven  Baptist  colleges 
we  have  enrolled  more  than  11,000  students.  The  following  enrollment 
by  these  colleges  for  the  fall  semester  of  1963  was  as  follows:  Campbell 
—  1,836;  Chowan  —  967;  Gardner-Webb  —  754;  Mars  Hill  —  1,335; 
Meredith  —  900;  Wake  Forest  —  2,958;  and  Wingate  —  1,117.  We  see 
from  this  just  how  our  colleges  are  growing. 

The  total  property  value  of  the  colleges  exceeds  $60,000,000.  These 
colleges  have  graduated  almost  50,000  students.  It  is  of  great  interest  to 
our  church  people  to  find  that  enrolled  in  these  seven  colleges  are  426 
young  men  and  women  studying  to  be  pastors,  missionaries,  directors 
of  religious  education,  and  leaders  in  church  music. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  lifeline  for  the  Baptist  colleges  be- 
cause of  this  reason:  accreditation  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Schools.  This  agency  requires  a  guaranteed  annual  endow- 
ment or  income.  Without  this  accreditation,  students  could  not  enter  the 
ministry  or  practice  a  single  profession.  The  Cooperative  Program  in- 
come represents  an  endowment  of  $33,000,000,  without  which  not  a 
single  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  at  the  present  could  meet  stand- 
ards for  accreditation. 

We,  as  Baptists,  have  a  great  responsibility  to  our  Baptist  colleges. 
First,  we  must  pray  for  God's  guidance  of  the  presidents,  administration, 
trustees,  faculty  and  student  body.  Next,  we  must  pay  more  to  our  Co- 
operative Program  so  it  can  appropriate  more  funds  to  the  colleges.  In 
the  third  place,  we  must  encourage  our  finest  students  to  attend  as  we 
know  our  educated  and  dedicated  Christians  are  our  finest  citizens.  In 
the  fourth  place,  we  must  never  criticize  our  colleges  but  speak  well  of 
them  and  seek  to  help  them. 

As  God  has  entrusted  these  Baptist  colleges  to  us  as  Baptists,  let  us 
pray  earnestly  for  His  guidance  and  will  as  we  know  that  these  young 
people  make  up  our  denominational  leadership  of  tomorrow.

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

In  the  modern  world  nothing  stays  around  very  long  that  doesn't 
have  some  definite  purpose  and  mission.  The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER, 
now  131  years  old,  grows  in  strength  and  stature  because  its  course  is 
fixed  upon  the  primary  purpose  of  serice  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Never  has  there  been  a  day  when  the  Christian  witness  was  more 
needed  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  world.  The  church  at  work 
in  the  world  needs  all  the  information  and  insight  it  can  get.  Our  dem- 
ocratic form  of  church  government  is  founded  upon  the  belief  that  peo- 
ple will  do  the  right  thing  when  properly  informed.  To  help  Baptists 
fill  these  needs,  thte  RECORDER  seeks  to  do  the  following: 

1.  TO  INFORM.  Baptists  cannot  properly  do  until  they  properly 
know.  With  special  attention  to  the  interests  and  needs  of  Baptists  in 
this  state,  the  RECORDER  staff  gathers,  sifts  and  publishes  significant 
news  from  as  many  sources  as  possible.  It  keeps  abreast  of  the  important 
activities  of  the  State  Convention  and  its  agencies  and  institutions.  As 
much  as  possible,  news  from  the  wider  circles  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  entire  Christian  world  is  presented. 

2.  TO  INTERPRET.  Increasingly  it  is  becoming  necessary  for  re- 
sponsible publications  to  help  readers  understand  the  meaning  of  events. 
The  reasons  are  many.  Daily  the  world  becomes  more  complex  and 
events  and  personalities  become  more  entangled.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  trustees  and  administration  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  have  ex- 
pressed their  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  concern  our  churches  have 
shown  in  the  ministry  of  the  hospital.  In  behalf  of  thousands  of  our  peo- 
ple who  cannot  pay  for  the  skilled  care  received  at  our  Medical  Center, 
they  express  their  thanks  for  our  Mother's  Day  gifts  which  make  this 
service  possible. 

This  is  a  crucial  year  in  the  life  of  our  hospital.  It  is  serving  more 
sick  people  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same  time,  the  needs 
continue  to  grow  faster  than  its  capacity  to  serve.  For  more  than  a  year 
there  has  been  an  average  of  above  700  sick  people  on  the  waiting  list 
for  beds.  A  number  of  seriously  ill  or  injured  persons  have  had  to  be 
sent  from  the  emergency  rooms  to  other  hospitals  because  no  beds  were 
available. 

Another  difficult  problem  is  that  of  meeting  the  cost  of  caring  for 
tJiose  who  cannot  pay  for  the  service  they  need.  Within  our  state  there 
are  many  older  people  who  live  on  a  meager  Social  Security  or  Old  Age 
Assistance  income,  families  whose  savings  and  sometimes  their  ability 
to  earn  have  been  wiped  out  by  long  and  serious  illness,  and  great  num- 
bers who  cannot  rise  above  the  poverty  line.  All  who  come  must  pay 
for  their  medical  care  in  so  far  as  they  can,  but  there  are  great  numbers 
who  simply  cannot  pay  the  full  cost.  Our  hospital  tries  to  get  all  the 
help  it  can  for  these  persons  from  welfare  and  health  agencies,  but  these 
agencies  do  not  pay  the  total  cost  and  many  persons  are  not  eligible  for 
such  assistance. 

Dr.  McGee,  in  a  report  to  me  as  Hospital  Representative  of  The 
Tuckaseegee  Association,  reports  that  an  offering  was  received  from 
every  Church  in  our  Association,  this  is  the  first  time  we  have  been  a 
100%  in  Contributions  from  every  Church,  for  this  we  wish  to  thank 
each  Church, 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  money, 
which  helps  to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  provide 
equipment  and  facilities  required  in  the  work  of  the  hospital;  but  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund  provided  by  our  churches  is  the  only  means  the  hos- 
pital has  of  bridging  a  wide  gap  between  the  funds  available  and  the 
cost  of  caring  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  their  medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  development 
program  greatly  to  increase  the  capacity  of  our  Medical  Center  to  care 
for  our  sick  people  and  to  train  additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  older 
personnel  to  serve  in  our  communities,  on  our  mission  fields,  and  where- 
ever  these  trained  persons  are  so  badly  needed.  The  people  of  the  Win- 
ston-Salem area  have  expressed  their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center 
by  pledging  more  than  seven  million  dollars  to  this  enlargement  pro- 
gram. Our  great  concern  is  that,  when  our  hospital  has  increased  its 
capacity  to  meet  our  specialized  medical  needs,  will  our  churches  pro- 
vide the  money  to  take  care  of  those  who  need  these  services  but  can- 
not pay  for  them. 

Thisi  s  a  heavy  burden  on  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  op- 
eration of  our  hospital.  We  are  confident  that  if  our  people  are  in- 
formed of  the  work  and  the  great  need,  they  will  provide  the  necessary 
means.  We  call  upon  our  pastors  and  other  church  leaders  to  lay  this 
upon  the  hearts  of  their  members.  It  is  a  greatly  needed  and  wonderful 
ministry  to  which  Jesus  gave  himself  without  reserve.  We  who  are  His 
followers  must  not  fail  those  to  whom  he  would  minister  through  us.

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REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

"For  Liberty  And  Light" 

When  the  Master  referred  to  Himself  as  the  Light  of  the  world,  He 
had  much  to  say  concerning  the  obligation  of  His  disciples  to  be  a  light 
to  the  world.  When  one  thinks  about  our  world  today,  he  may  feel  as  a 
Christian  he  faces  a  hopeless  task.  We  need  to  rediscover  what  Paul 
learned  long  ago.  The  Gospel  has  never  been  pleasing  to  the  worldly 
minded  and  the  god  of  darkness  is  continually  seeking  to  blind  the  minds 
of  unbelievers  with  one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  prevent  their  sal- 
vation. 

We  need  to  remember  that  the  Gospel  only  becomes  meaningful  to 
a  man  after  he  has  seen  a  demonstration  of  its  influence  upon  the  lives 
of  others.  Paul  believed  that  Christ  came  into  the  world  to  be  known 
and  he  asserts  that  his  was  the  liberty  to  preach  Christ  and  not  himself. 
Today  there  is  a  great  need  for  such  total  commitment  from  us  who  be- 
lieve in  Christ.  Can  God  expect  less  commitment  from  us?  We  cannot 
rest  content  merely  in  admiring  Paul  and  praising  him  for  the  stand 
he  took. 

It  is  urgent  that  our  lives  be  undergirded  with  Christian  convictions 
in  order  that  there  will  be  a  stabilizing  influence  that  will  fortify  us  as 
we  receive  light  in  the  midst  of  the  darkness  of  this  world.  We  must  be 
prepared  to  hear  the  statement,  "We  are  getting  along  all  right".  It  is 
easy  for  each  of  us  to  be  satisfied  with  living  as  an  "average  Christian". 
God  forbid  that  any  of  us  should  rest  content  with  that  sort  of  spiritual 
mediocrity. 

As  we  listen  to  the  reports  we  will  be  reminded  of  the  opportunity 
that  is  ours  to  help  further  the  education  of  our  boys  and  girls  that  they 
may  be  agents  used  by  God  to  bring  liberty  and  light  where  darkness 
is  closing  in.  By  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  they  learn 
languages  to  help  overcome  a  great  barrier  to  liberty  and  light.  As  they 
are  able  to  communicate,  they  go  to  proclaim  the  Good  News  that  is  con- 
tained in  the  Bible.  We  can  rest  assured  that,  as  one  seminary  student 
has  remarked,  "You  will  not  only  be  going  with  me  on  the  job,  but  it 
will  be  yours  to  share  in  the  rewards".  Only  as  we  put  into  practice  the 
teachings  of  the  Bible  concerning  our  stewardship  will  this  hope  be  a 
reality.  Only  as  we  are  willing  to  trust  and  follow  Him  can  liberty  and 
light  be  an  effective  reality  in  the  minds  of  people. 

We  realize  that  with  the  many  blessings  that  have  been  ours  there 
comes  a  challenge.  The  promotion  of  the  plans  to  carry  out  this  challenge 
calls  for  more  than  just  saying  we  will  do  it.  I  think  the  words  of  Will- 
iam Carey  should  be  made  ours:  "I  will  expect  great  things  from  God; 
I  will  attempt  great  things  for  God." 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  for  your  faithfulness  and  loving 
concern  for  others  that  makes  this  report  possible.  To  the  churches,  pas- 
tors, associational  officers,  to  each  individual  who  has  contributed  to  the 
work  in  any  way,  I  express  my  appreciation  to  you  and  to  Almighty  God 
for  the  blessings  that  have  been  ours  during  the  past  year.  We  appreciate 
your  prayers,  your  gifts,  your  loyal  support  and  cooperation  as  we  have 
sought  to  aid  in  the  great  cause  of  liberty  and  light  for  a  world  that  so 
desperately  needs  it.

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HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

This  year,  1964,  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  organized  Baptist 
work  on  the  American  Continent.  It  is  appropriate  during  this  year  that 
we  briefly  review  some  of  the  most  significient  milestones  to  gain  a  new 
appreciation  of  "Our  Baptist  Heritage". 

While  our  heritage  reaches  all  the  way  back  to  the  days  of  Jesus, 
our  history  on  this  continent  began  in  1639  with  the  founding  of  the 
first  Baptist  Church  in  America  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  by  Roger 
Williams.  From  the  beginning  Williams  and  the  settlers  there  made  it 
clear  that  the  right  of  individual  judgment  in  religious  affairs  was  to 
be  carefully  guarded.  Separation  of  church  and  state  was  first  tried  at 
Providence  as  a  means  to  guarantee  religious  liberty.  In  1640  John  Clark 
was  the  leader  in  the  founding  of  a  Baptist  Church  at  New  Port,  Rhode 
Island.  From  these  other  Baptist  Churches  were  organized  in  the  New 
England  Colonies. 

The  first  Baptist  work  in  the  South  was  done  by  a  church  that  was 
organized  at  Kittery,  Maine,  in  1682,  and  was  transplanted  from  Maine 
to  Somerton,  South  Carolina.  The  pastor  of  the  church  during  the  his- 
toric transfer  was  William  Screven,  a  refugee  from  persecution  in  Eng- 
land In  about  1693  the  church  was  moved  to  Charleston.  Through  one  of 
its  pastors,  Oliver  Hart,  the  Charleston  church  led  in  the  organization  of 
the  Charleston  Association  on  October  21,  1751.  This  was  the  first  Bap- 
tist Association  in  the  South.  Furman  University,  the  oldest  Baptist  Col- 
lege in  the  South,  grew  out  of  the  work  of  the  Charleston  Church  and 
its  pastor,  Richard  Furman.  In  1841,  Furman  helped  draft  the  Constitu- 
tion for  the  Tiennial  Convention.  This  was  the  first  general  organization 
of  the  Baptists  in  America.  He  served  as  its  president  from  1814-1820. 
The  Charleston  Church  also  led  in  the  organization  of  the  South's  first 
State  Convention  in  1821.  This  was  also  the  first  state  convention  in  the 
United  States. 

North  Carolina's  first  Baptist  church  was  established  at  Sandy 
Creek,  with  sixteen  members  unnder  the  leadership  of  Shubal  Stearns, 
in  1755  Response  to  the  evangelistic  zeal  of  this  organization  was  so 
great  that  within  three  years  there  were  three  churches  with  over  nine 
hundred  members.  In  seventeen  years,  the  Sandy  Creek  Church  had 
established  forty-two  churches  with  3,105  members.  It  had  also  pro- 
duced 125  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  The  preaching  of  these  men  through 
the  entire  region  caused  a  general  awakening.  In  1758  Sandy  Creek  Bap- 
tist Association  was  organized.  The  continuing  revival  spread  in  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Georgia  and  Tennessee. 
These  Baptists  carried  with  them  a  favor  for  winning  people  to  Christ. 

It  was  another  Baptist  preacher,  John  Leland,  whose  influence  was 
clearly  behind  James  Madison's  sponsorship  of  the  first  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  guarantees  religious  liberty 
to  all  men  to  worship  as  their  conscience  directs.  Being  familiar  with 
Baptist  Churches,  Thomas  Jefferson  stated  that  their  manner  of  Church 
government  was  the  purest  democracy  in  the  world 

The  first  church  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  was  organized 
in  1829  at  Cullowhee,  with  twelve  members.  The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association,  comprised  of  churches  in  Haywood,  Macon  and  Rabun 
County,  Georgia,  was  also  organized  in  that  year.  Within  the  next 
twenty-five  years  churches  were  organized  at  Shoal  Creek,  Old  Savan- 
nah, Scotts  Creek,  Tuckaseegee,  Hamburg,  Mount  Pleasant,  Webster  and 
Johns  Creek.  These  churches  all  have  a  history  of  more  than  a  century. 

From  the  efforts  of  these  pioneers,  our  association  has  grown  stead- 
ily. Last  year,  1963,  forty-seven  churches  with  a  membership  of  9,952 
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were  reported.  Thirty-one  of  these  churches  had  full  time  pastors,  with 
services  every  Sunday.  Sixteen  held  services  twice  each  month.  All 
churches  reported  Sunday  Schools.  Twenty-six  training  unions  with  en- 
rollment of  1,229,  twenty-one  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  with  an  en- 
rollment of  347  members,  Thirty-one  W.  M.  U.  Auxiliaries  wth  227  mem- 
bers, were  reported. 

Since  the  world  to-day  is  filled  with  darkness  and  bondage,  it 
seems  providential  that  the  motto  of  the  Baptist  Third  Jubilee  Advance, 
"For  Liberty  and  Light,"  and  the  symbols  used  —  the  bell  and  torch  — 
serve  as  reminders  that  we  are  the  light  of  the  world  and  that  we  are 
to  "Proclaim  liberty  throughout  all  the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants 
thereof". 

Let  us  pray  that  our  good  works  will  light  the  way  for  others  to 
Him  who  said  "I  am  the  Light  of  the  World".

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

The  foreign  Mission  Board  came  to  the  close  of  1963  with  a  mission 
staff  in  excess  of  1,800,  an  objective  toward  which  we  have  been  work- 
ing since  1948.  Appointments  totaling  195  during  1963  and  Thirty-two 
from  January  to  May  1964,  brings  the  number  of  foreign  missionaries 
in  active  service  to  1,819.  Twenty-seven  missionary  associates  are  in- 
cluded in  this  number. 

Southern  Baptist  now  have  missionaries  under  appointment  in 
fifty-four  political  entities.  They  have  reached  out  to  two  additional 
countries  in  1963,  and  one  in  early  1964. 

Mission  work  is  carried  on  through  a  varying  number  of  institutions 
on  each  mission  field — Churches,  schools,  hospitals,  publication  plants, 
and  good-will  centers.  But  all  are  interactive  and  the  goal  of  each  is 
evangelization.  Whatever  their  institutional  duties,  all  missionaries  par- 
ticipate in  work  of  the  Churches  in  their  station. 

Total  contributions  of  Southern  Baptist  for  foreign  missions 
amounted  to  $21,431,202.10  during  1963.  Still,  at  years  end  there  were  re- 
quests from  the  Missions  for  more  than  $3,000,000  for  urgently  needed 
lands,  buildings  and  equipment. 

How  can  we  measure  our  progress  as  Southern  Baptist  in  the  foreign 
mission  field?  Perhaps  the  answer  is  best  given  to  us  by  Dr.  Baker  J. 
Cauthan  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Boaord. 

"Southern  Baptist  must  measure  our  mission 
imdertaking  by  our  potential — not  by  what 
we  or  others  have  done.  When  we  put  what  we 
are  dong  alongside  the  reality  of  human  need 
and  the  reality  of  open  doors  in  the  world, 
we  realize  that  we  have  hardly  begun.  We  must 
measure  what  we  are  doing  by  the  crisis  of 
our  day..  This  is  the  day  of  destiny."

REPORT  OF  THE  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE 

The  one  hundred  thirty-seventh  annual  session  of  the  Tuckaseegee 
Baptist  Association  will  be  held  with  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Sylva, 
Thursday,  August  18,  1966,  and  with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Friday, 
August  19,  1966.  Preacher  of  the  annual  sermon  will  be  the  pastor  of  the 
First  Bapt^'st  Church,  Sylva,  the  Rev.  Robert  Clegg.  Preacher  of  the 
doctrinal  sermon  will  be  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Lovell,  pastor  of  the  Buff  Creek 
Baptist  Church.  Alternates  for  these  will  be  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Fish,  annual 
sermon,  and  the  Rev.  Walter  Middleton,  doctrinal  sermon. 
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TUCKASEIGEE  MISSONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Revised  August  16,  1957) 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Bap- 
tist Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  the  A.ssociation  shall  be  the  extension 
of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony,  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect 
and  install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. (2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organizations,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  to  the  jocal  churches  as  soverign  and 
independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Assocition  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare  of 
the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of  that 
time,  if  it  is  still  the  will  of  the  church,  it  may  be  voted  in  by  majority 
vote  of  the  association,  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at 
least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  (a)  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  mod- 
erator, vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  president  of 
Deacon's  organization.  Brotherhood  President,  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation ,and  a  parliamentarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  association 
may  desire  to  elect,  (b)  The  term  of  office  for  the  general  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession,  v/ith  the  ex- 
ception of  the  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  association,  who  may  be  re- 
elected to  succeed  themselves  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Association. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  members  of  committees  of  the  Association  shall 
be  for  not  more  than  two  years.  No  committee  member  may  succeed 
himself  until  at  least  one  year  has  elapsed  after  his  official  term  has 
expired.  No  member  of  the  Association  may  be  permitted  to  hold  mem- 
bership in  more  than  one  committee  during  one  year,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  (c)  The  term  general 
officers  shall  apply  to  the  moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant 
clerk  and  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (a)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
Older  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
vice  moderator,  (b)  He  shall  appoint  the  committee  on  committees  and 
all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the  operation  of  the  body  not  named 
by  the  committee  on  committees  in  its  regular  report,  (c)  The  vice 
moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  in  case  of  absence  or  incapaci- 
tation of  the  moderator,  he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  another  moderator 
is  elected,  (d)  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of 
all  transactions;  he  shall  prepare  a  book  of  reports  to  be  distributed  to 
messengers  and  pastors  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's  session  of  the 
annual  meeting;  and  he  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  concerning 
the  records  made,  (e)  The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church 
in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon 
as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention  office,    (f )  The  treasurer 
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shall  receive  and  disburse  by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  or 
the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session,  (g)  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up  to  date, 
(h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of 
their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  the  Deacon's 
Organization,  President  of  the  Brotherhood,  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Associational  Missionary,  Parliamentarian  and  the  pastor  and  one 
member  from  each  church  in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of 
his  being  an  Associational  officer,  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of 
the  Promotion  Committee,  from  representing  the  church  or  churches 
he  may  be  serving  in  the  Association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  promotion  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
by  a  majority  vote  fellowship  from  any  church  which  becomes  unortho- 
dox in  doctrine,  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself 
either  by  messenger  or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  suf- 
ficient reason,  or  that  ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of 
the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination  at  large  and  of  this  association 
in  particular  shall  be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any 
church,  at  its  pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the 
Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  otherwise  de- 
termined by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two -thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be  in 
favor  of  the  amendment. 

'  BY-LAWS 

1.    All  vacancies  occuring  among  the  elective  officers  and  in  the 
Promotion  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Promotion  Committee. 

2.  The  Promotion  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
nated by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.    The  Promotion  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  committee 
on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association. 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the 
annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the 
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personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

5.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advis- 
ory capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and 
fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations 
as  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member 
about  his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the 
proper  services  of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed. 
The  Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of 
the  work  of  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

6.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  commit- 
tee to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have 
this  report  ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a 
written  report  of  same  to  the  asssociation  or  Executive  com- 
mittee and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  com- 
mendation which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of 
the  church  to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tucka- 
seigee Association.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  com- 
mittee on  committees. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  a  Book  of  Reports  for  distribution  at 
the  annual  sessions  containing  the  reports  of  those  on  the  Committee 
on  Reports.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  each  person  to  give  a  report,  and 
these  reports  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  no  later  than  two 
weeks  before  the  Association  meets.

YELLOW  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
Thursday,  August  12,  1965 

1.  The  one  hundred  thirty -sixth  annual  session  of  the  Tuckasegee 
Baptist  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  the  Rev.  Ray 
McCall. 

2.  Following  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  pastor  of  the  host  church, 
the  Rev.  Everette  Wilson  led  the  devotional  period. 

3.  After  a  motion  was  adopted  that  those  messengers  present  should 
constitute  the  Association,  the  order  of  business  was  adopted. 

4.  In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Rev.  Alfred  Sellers  presented 
the  report  that  had  been  prepared  by  the  Treasurer. 

5.  Mr.  Johnny  Cunningham  presented  the  Finance  Committee's  re- 
port and  a  suggested  budget  for  the  coming  year.  This  was  adopted.

12.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Reese  reported  on  Cooperative  Program  giving 
and  made  recommendations  in  his  report  which  was  adopted  by  the  As- 
sociation. 

13.  The  messengers  joined  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Rescue  the  Perish- 
ing," which  was  led  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bennett. 

14.  A  period  of  miscellaneous  business  followed  in  which  visitors 
from  Florida  and  Alabama  were  recognized  and  welcomed.

30.  Eddie  Deitz  sang  "There's  Room  at  the  Cross  for  You." 

31.  The  Rev.  Roy  Smith  called  attention  to  and  spoke  to  his  reports 
on  Seminary  Extension  work  and  the  Truett  Camp. 

32.  The  first  day's  session  was  concluded  with  prayer,  which  was  led 
bv  Eddie  Deitz.

1.  The  second  day  of  the  one  hundred  thrity-sixth  annual  session 
was  begun  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Come,  Thou  Almighty  King." 

2.  The  pastor  of  the  host  church,  the  Rev.  James  M.  Lambert,  read 
I  John  1,  and  led  the  opening  prayer. 

3.  The  Rev.  Quentin  Perreault  reported  on  student  work,  calling  at- 
tention to  the  work  done  at  Cherokee  in  the  LISTEN  program.

8.  The  messengers,  joined  in  singing  led  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bennett  and 
accompanied  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Vance,  "Open  Mine  Eyes." 

9.  Mrs.  Betty  Jo  Lambert  moved  the  adoption  of  her  report  on  the 
Baptist  Childrens  Homes  recognized  Mr.  Tom  Clayton,  a  trustee  of  the 
Homes,  who  presented  Mrs.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  who  spoke  of  the  work  and 
the  needs  of  the  Homes.  The  report  was  adopted. 

10.  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee  was  recognized  to  speak  on  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
This  report  was  adopted.

13.  New  pastors  present  were  the  Rev.  Robert  Clegg,  First  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Lovell,  Buff  Creek. 

14.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
J.  F.  Cunningham. 

15.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
George  Braswell. 

16.  Mr.  Clyde  Vance  made  the  report  on  Associational  Training 
Union  Work,  which  was  adoped. 

17.  Mrs.  Jessie  Fisher  read  the  report  on  W.  M.  U.  and  moved  its 
adoption. 
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18.  The  Associational  Missionary  presented  the  Brotherhood  report 
and  moved  its  adoption. 

19.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Welch  gave  the  report  of  the  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee. 

20.  Dr.  Garland  Hendricks  was  recognized  and  spoke  concerning 
Southeastern  Seminary. 

21.  The  Resolutions  Committee's  report  was  adopted. 

22.  The  memorial  service  in  honor  of  the  Beloved  Dead  was  led  by 
the  Rev.  C.  C.  Welch. 

23.  The  worship  hour  began  with  the  singing  of  "Saviour,  Like  a 
Shepherd  Lead  Us." 

24.  The  Doctrinal  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Brown.  The 
alternate,  thet  Rev.  John  Sigmon,  led  in  prayer  and  read  I  Timothy  3. 
Mr.  Brov/n's  message  concerned  the  Christian  life,  lived  in  the  presence 
of  God  and  acceptable  to  the  Father. 

25.  The  session  was  closed  with  prayer,  followed  by  lunch.  There 
was  no  afternoon  session  due  to  the  fact  that  a  funeral  was  to  be  held  at 
the  church. 

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Cur  forefathers  made  sure  that  our  earliest  colleges  and  universities 
were  founded  upon  religion.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  realize  how  much 
emphasis  was  put  on  religion.  In  this  day  and  time,  when  the  college 
student  is  daily  surrounded  with  worldliness  and  temptation,  it  is  more 
important  than  ever  that  we  stress  Christ  and  His  teachings  in  higher 
education. 

Many  years  ago  the  people  of  North  Carolina  sponsored  a  program 
of  higher  learning  first  through  Wake  Forest  College.  Later  Chowan, 
Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Meredith,  Wingate  and  Gardner-Webb  Colleges 
were  added  to  the  list. 

Did  you  know  that  in  the  past  twenty-five  years.  North  Carolina 
Baptist  colleges  have  really  grown?  Now  in  1965  more  than  11,000  stu- 
dents have  been  enrolled  in  the  seven  Baptist  colleges.  This  was  a  very 
large  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1964-1965.  The  enrollment  by  these 
colleges  for  the  fall  semester  of  1964  was  as  follows: 


Campbell    2,018 

Chowan   1,155 

Gardner -Webb    944 

Mars  Hill    1,368 

Meredith    930 

Wake  Forest    2,920 

Wingate    1,320 


These  seven  colleges  have  graduated  around  50,000  students.  Did  you 
know  that  in  these  seven  colleges  there  are  more  than  426  young  men 
and  women  preparing  to  be  preachers,  missionaries,  directors  in  church 
music,  and  directors  of  religious  education? 

The  Cooperative  Program  contributed  more  than  7.5  per  cent  of  the 
operating  dollar  of  each  North  Carolina  Baptist  College  for  1963-1964. 
This  means  45  per  cent  of  all  the  money  the  colleges  received  over  the 
fixed  student  charges. 

Don't  we  have  a  great  responsibility  to  our  Baptist  colleges?  Yes,  we 
do.  We  must  pray  for  our  colleges  —  their  administration,  faculty,  and 
student  body.  We  must  not  criticize  them.  We  must  pay  more  to  our 
Cooperative  Program  so  it  can  give  more  to  our  colleges. 

As  the  care  of  these  Baptist  colleges  is  assigned  to  us,  let  us  pray 
for  God's  ^^uidance  so  that  our  young  people  will  make  the  finest  Chris- 
tian leaders  of  tomorrow.

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HISTORICAL  REPORT 

Fistory  involves  many  things.  The  important  and  seemingly  unim- 
portant events  of  to-day  become  history  tomorrow.  Every  record  in- 
cluded in  the  minutes  of  our  meeting  to-day  become  the  historical  source 
material  of  the  years  to  come.  Therefore  we  have  a  two-fold  duty  in 
everything  that  is  said  and  done  here  to-day;  to  be  sure  that  all  to  be 
recorded  is  accurate  and  that  these  proceedings  be  kept  as  the  history 
of  this  assoociation  and  the  churches  which  constitute  its  membership. 

This  year's  historial  report  does  not  include  a  comparison  of  the 
statistical  progress  of  the  churches,  nor  the  growth  of  any  particular  phase 
of  our  Baptist  program,  but  will  include  a  part  of  a  report  on  Literature 
made  by  the  late  W.  H.  Smith  of  Tuckasegee  in  1941  and  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  that  year.  This  report  made  twenty-four  years  ago  is  so 
timely  and  pertinent  that  it  should  be  repeated  as  an  illustration  of  the 
dynamic  influence  historical  record  can  be  on  current  and  future  hap- 
penings. 

'Never  before  has  the  Christian  journal  been  faced  with  a  more 
important  or  urgent  mission  than  to-day.  Along  with  the  Christian  min- 
ister and  the  Christian  teacher,  the  Christian  journalist  faces  a  world 
that  is  bleeding  and  dying  for  lack  of  faith  in  God  and  man,  for  lack  of 
courage  to  face  life  heroically,  and  for  lack  of  wisdom  and  understanding 
to  live  it  courageously.  Surely,  we  can  say  with  Hosea,  "My  people  are 
destroyed  for  lack  of  knowlege."  The  gods  of  business  and  politics  have 
brought  humanity  to  the  brink  of  a  terrible  precipice  over  which  civiliza- 
tion may  easily  plunge. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  Christian  teacher,  minister,  and 
editor  are  left,  as  it  were,  "to  hold  up  the  ridgepole"  of  the  entire  struc- 
ture of  sanity  and  faith.  If  it  is  true  that  "as  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart, 
so  is  he,"  it  is  equally  true  that  "as  a  man  readeth,  so  is  he."  Paul  urged 
Timothy  to  give  heed  to  his  reading,  preaching,  and  teaching  —  and  in 
that  order.  The  reading  of  a  man  or  a  nation  is  a  true  indication  of  moral 
stamina  —  or  lack  of  it  —  religious  ideals,  and  ultimate  destination. 
History  records  this  fact,  times  without  number. 

It  is  said  the  Russion  Revolution  of  1917  was  not  an  accident  but  a 
direct  result  of  the  writings  of  Karl  Marx  —  a  German  writer,  a  learned 
man,  trained  in  philosophy  and  political  economy.  Marx,  as  early  as  1847, 
made  an  eloquent  appeal  to  the  working  people  to  rise  and  seize  the 
means  of  production.  Back  of  most  of  the  unrest  in  the  ranks  of  labor  and 
back  of  the  great  labor  movements  of  the  past  hundred  years  one  must 
see  the  writings  of  this  revolutionary  firebrand. 

These  illustrations,  plucked  here  and  there  from  history,  are  suffici- 
ent to  point  out  the  fact  that  an  individual  or  a  nation  goes  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  literature  it  reads.  This  being  the  truth,  America,  to-day,  faces 
a  supreme  crisis.  The  most  serious  indictment  that  can  be  hurled  into  the 
face  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  forces  of  our  country  is  simply  to  point 
to  the  type  of  literature  found  on  the  news-stands  of  the  Nation. 

All  trees  are  good  —  in  the  beginning.  Inside  they  are  all  the  same. 
They  are  damaged  only  from  the  outside,  by  storms,  disease  and  vandals. 
And  so,  I  may  say,  it  is  with  our  children.  All  are  good  —  in  the  begining. 
It  is  the  destructive  force  from  without  that  causes  an  increasingly  large 
proportion  of  our  population  each  year  in  turn  to  crime. 

As  most  school  children  know,  ancient  Greece  and  Rome  perished 
because  they  could  not  stand  prosperity.  Weakened  by  immorality,  law- 
lessness and  excesses,  their  fall  was  inevitable.  In  America  we  have 
more  wealth  and  more  lawlessness  than  any  nation  in  the  world.  Lulled 
by  prosperity,  we  have  slowly  drifted  into  a  moral  decline  which  is 
mistakenly  regarded  by  many  .parents  and  many  of  our  young  people 
as  a  new  liberalism;  a  liberalism  in  which  any  conduct,  however  bold, 
may  be  justified. 

A  second  mission  of  the  Christian  journalist  has  to  do  with  super- 
stition and  wild-eyed  fanaticism  masquerading  as  the  Christian  religion. 
Christians  have  become  so  confused  and  frightened  in  these  days  of 
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stress  and  strain  that  they  are  saying  this  is  the  end  of  our  world  sys- 
tem. There  is  no  hope  except  for  the  Lord  to  come  and  take  command. 
Such  a  defeatist  attitude  is  doing  much  to  nullify  and  neutralize  the 
dynamics  of  a  vital  and  vigorous  faith.  If  there  is  one  thing  that  Christ 
expects,  it  is  that  his  people  shall  constantly  carry  out,  in  practice,  the 
teachings  of  the  Great  Commission  and  leave  the  time  of  the  "second 
coming"  locked  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Father's  heart.  It  is  the  main 
business  of  the  Christian  to  go  into  all  the  world  preaching  baptizing, 
teaching,  and  training;  it  is  the  business  of  the  Father  to  effect  the 
consummation  of  the  ages  in  his  own  way. 

I  would  that  every  home  in  the  bounds  of  this  association  would  be- 
come subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  reminds  me  of  the 
striking  poem:  "The  Common  Lot,"  in  which  Harry  Bowling  says: 

"What  shall  I  think  when  I  am  called  to  die? 

Shall  I  not  find  too  soon  my  life  has  ended? 

While  I  unheeding  watched  the  years  slip  by 

With  little  done  of  all  that  I  intended. 

There  were  so  many  things  I  mean  to  try, 

So  many  ways  by  which  I  hoped  to  win; 

Behold,  the  end  approaches,  just  as  I 

Was  starting  to  get  ready  to  begin."

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 
1965  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  a  ministry  to  the 
aging  fourteen  years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.    Since  that  time  four 
Homes  for  the  Aging  have  come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the 
making.    Many  elderly  people  have  been  blessed  by  this  compassionate 
ministry  through  the  years,  and  today  160  people  are  in  residence  at 
Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home 
in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.    When  the  proposed 
new  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed,  there  will  be  capacity  for  200. 
It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  the  Yanceyville  Home 
during  1965. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we 
could  not  operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the  financial 
support  of  our  Baptist  people  This  financial  aid  from  the  churches 
comes  to  us  through  two  very  vital  avenues  —  the  Special  Day  Offering, 
received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Special  Day  Offering  receipts  for  1964  were  at  an  all-time 
high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00.  Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to 
supplement  from  80%  to  90%  of  our  needy  residents  who  could  not  be 
with  us  otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965  will  be 
the  greatest  ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and  ever-increasing 
needs  of  the  aging  in  our  midst  who  seek  our  help.  The  waiting  list  now 
is  175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various  areas 
of  hujnan  need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us  to  include 
also  a  special  ministry  to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have  responded  to 
His  plea,  we  are  giving  an  answer  to  Kim  for  these  elderly  people  who 
are  very  dear  to  Him.,  and  we  pray  that  every  church  in  our  State  Baptist 
Convention  will  be  very  careful  to  give  increasing  emphasis  to  this  vital 
ministry.

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  central 
mission  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  In  addition 
to  providing  care  for  children  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  join 
hands  with  other  Christian  forces  to  strengthen  wholesome,  Christian 
family  life  throughout  the  state.  Our  people  have  supported  this  min- 
istry in  a  most  generous  and  commendable  way. 

Our  Homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help  as  pos- 
sible. They  are  dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  support. 
Every  gift,  however  small  or  large,  is  appreciated  and  is  used  for  the 
purpose  for  which  is  given.  Income  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
is  becoming  increasingly  important. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  of  last  year  is  approaching  three  hundred 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($310,000.00)  and  is  the  largest  ever  given.  This 
suggests  that  our  people  welcome  an  opportunity  to  support  the  "help- 
ing ministries"  of  the  church  which  are  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord. 

Two  estates  have  made  possible  two  very  fine  buildings  which  have 
just  been  completed  on  the  Mills  Home  campus.  Income  from  the  estate 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leland  J.  Sadler  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  was  used 
to  build  a  library.  An  addition  to  the  church  was  financed  from  the 
estate  of  Robert  M.  Idol  and  Lela  Idol  of  Winston  Salem.  These  build- 
ings will  fill  a  most  useful  purpose  in  the  educational  and  religious  life 
of  the  Mills  Home  family. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in  which 
children  needing  this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families  are  finding 
much  happiness  and  a  great  opportunity  for  service  in  caring  for  foster 
children.  Thus,  many  boys  and  girls  are  privileged  to  grow  up  in  Chris- 
tian homes  who  otherwise  would  not  have  this  opportunity.  Should  you 
have  an  "extra  measure  of  love"  to  share  in  this  way  the  Homes  would 
like  to  know  of  your  interest. 

The  need  for  a  home  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  more  ade- 
quately to  serve  the  people  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  has  been 
discussed  in  various  meetings  and  conferences.  The  possibility  of  such 
a  home  is  meeting  with  genuines  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Attention  is 
currently  being  given  to  a  suitable  location. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Children's  Homes  are  committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian 
program  of  child  care —  a  program  that  will  merit  the  undivided  support 
and  loyalty  of  our  people  and  that  will  bring  honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that 
end  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet,  as  effectively  as  possible,  the  challenges  of 
our  day,

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

More  than  35,000  sick  people  were  seen  in  the  clinics  of  our  Baptist 
Medical  Center  in  Winston-Salem  last  year,  and  more  than  19,000  were 
hospitalized  for  bed  care.  These  sick  people  came  from  all  sections  of 
our  state,  out  of  all  kinds  of  financial  circumstances,  and  with  almost 
every  type  of  serious  disease  and  sickness  known  to  man.  Most  of  them 
were  sent  by  their  local  doctors,  because  they  had  problems  which  were 
difficult  of  diagnosis  or  treatment,  and  needed  specialized  facilities  and 
skills  such  as  those  found  at  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  sick  people  who  were  served,  there  were  more 
than  700  persons  in  training  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care  and 
Christian  service.  These  students  were  studying  in  ten  different  schools, 
and  in  other  fields  of  training  in  our  Medical  Center,  and  will  go  out  to 
serve  as  physicians,  nurses,  technicians,  pastors  and  other  Christian 
workers,  in  our  communities  and  churches  throughout  North  Carolina 
and  on  our  mission  fields  around  the  world.  These  schools  offer  ex- 
cellent opportunities,  and  they  are  interested  in  qualified  Baptist  young 
people  who  wish  to  invest  their  lives  in  useful  service  to  their  fellow 
man  and  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  ministry  of  our  hospital  to  people  who  are  seriously  ill  and  in 
meager  circumstances  lies  at  the  very  heart  of  its  total  work.  All  of  our 
Mother's  Day  offerings  are  used  for  this  purpose:  when  the  doctors  have 
given  their  skilled  services  without  charge  to  these  patients,  and  the 
money  available  from  all  other  sources  is  added,  every  dollar  we  give 
is  multiplied  nine  times  over  in  free  service  to  those  who  need  help. 

It  is  a  high  privilege  for  us  in  our  churches  to  minister  in  the  name 
of  the  Great  Physician,  through  our  hospital,  to  these  multitudes  who 
are  sick.  It  will  be  a  welcome  voice  when  the  King  shall  come  in  His 
glory  and  we  can  hear  Him  say:  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father;  for  I 
was  sick,  and  ye  visited  me."

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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

For  Associational  Year  1964-65 

Churches  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  reported 
27,346  baptisms  in  1963  and  29,725  baptisms  in  1964.  A  gain  of  2,379  or 
9%.  Churches  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  reported  238  baptisms  in 
1963  and  231  in  1964  even  though  this  was  a  loss  of  7  during  that  year 
we  feel  that  our  people  were  strengthened  spiritually  during  that  year. 
Although  all  our  reports  have  not  been  turned  in  for  1965  we  are  sure 
that  we  had  a  good  increase  in  baptisms. 

The  theme  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the  year 
1966  is,  "Proclamation  and  Witness."  In  our  association  this  theme 
actually  begins  the  first  of  July  1965  with  the  new  associational  year. 

The  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  Wayne  De- 
honey,  says:  "The  major  issue  facing  us  is  whether  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  as  the  largest  Protestant  denomination,  is  going  to  accept 
its  role  and  launch  the  greatest  evangelistic  thrust  in  history."  No  in- 
formed child  of  God  would  argue  with  Dr.  Dehoney  about  this  being  the 
"major  issue"  before  us.  The  purpose  of  our  theme  for  the  year  ahead 
is  to  help  get  us  aimed  and  moving  toward  this  objective.

The  Tuckaseigee  center  had  an  enrollment  of  20  people  who  earned 
a  total  of  36  awards.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  story  of  Christian  education  justifiably  includes  the  story  of  the 
Baptist  Student  Union.  The  whole  person  is  involved  in  the  educational 
process  and  the  distinctive  needs  evident  among  college  students  re- 
quires a  particular  and  special  ministry.  The  Baptist  Student  Union  is 
the  denomination's  ministry  related  both  to  local  churches  and  to  col- 
lege campus  life.  Its  objective  is  to  provide  for  students  a  program  of 
Christian  education  as  well  as  exhorting  them  to  become  a  part  of  the 
life  of  the  church  on  the  local  scene. 

On  our  Baptist  college  campuses  BSU  is  one  contributor  to  the  Chris- 
tian educational  process  and  experience.  On  non-Baptist  campuses, 
where  more  than  four-fifths  of  our  students  are  enrolled,  it  is  our  only 
means  of  providing  a  distinctive  Baptist  ministry  in  the  academic  com- 
munity. The  BSU  strives  to  assist  each  student  to  be  a  mature  Christian 
who  is  committed  to  God  in  faith,  who  nutures  his  faith  and  life  in  the 
local  church,  and  who  seeks  to  make  known  the  Christian  life  in  all  his 
attitudes  and  actions. 

The  local  campus  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Student  unions  includes 
a  comprehensive,  balanced  schedule  of  worship  and  witness,  mission 
concern  and  services,  recreation  and  fellowship,  and  a  study  of  the  Bible, 
Christian  history,  theology,  and  ethics. 

State -wide  activities  of  the  Department  of  Student  Work  are  quite 
varied  and  some  of  them  are  listed  as  follows:  BSU  Officers'  Retreat  held 
annually  at  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly;  On-To-College  Em- 
phasis which  is  conducted  in  the  local  church  and  association;  Baptist 
Student  Fall  Convention;  International  Student  Retreat  held  at  Williams- 
burg, Virginia;  Spring  Leadership  Training  Conference;  Student  Con- 
ference at  Ridgecrest;  and  the  yearly  Student  Nurses'  Retreat. 

Two  vital  ministries  are  performed  in  main  by  college  students. 
LISTEN  (an  acrostic  meaning  "Love  Impels  Sacrifice  To  Every  Need") 
is  the  missions  program  through  which  the  students  send  students  to  do 
mission  work,  send  technical  aid  and  medical  supplies.  During  the 
summer  of  1964  a  group  of  these  students  in  conjunction  with  Korean 
students  built  a  schoolhouse  in  a  small  village  in  South  Korea.  This 
summer  a  group  of  students  are  participating  in  a  "work  camp"  in  the 
Cherokee  Reservation  by  building  a  church  and  remodeling  two  others. 
Another  vital  area  of  concern  is  "Youth-Led  Evangelism"  and  "The  Bap- 
tist Youth  Corps."    These  are  summer  programs  through  which  students 
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work  in  churches  and  mission  VBS. 

Baptist  Student  Centers  provide  a  significant  means  for  involving 
students  in  Christian  growth.  Located  next  to  a  campus,  they  serve  as 
a  facility  for  a  week-day  program  of  worship,  study  of  the  Christian 
faith,  outreach,  and  fellowship.  Buildings  designed  and  constructed  as 
Baptist  Student  Centers  are  located  at  Duke,  UNC  at  Greensboro,  NC 
State  of  UNC  at  Raleigh,  and  at  Western  Carolina  College.  Property  is 
in  the  process  of  being  obtained  for  future  Center  buildings  at  UNC  at 
Charlotte.  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  Eastern  Carolina  College.  At  present 
a  Center  is  being  constructed  at  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  are 
concerned  with  this  vital  and  critical  area  of  Higher  Education  and  who 
have  made  this  ministry  possible  through  your  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program.

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's  life 
for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."  The  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income 
in  systematic  and  proportionate  giving  from  current  income.  The  Foun- 
dation also  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Possessions  by 
single  block  giving  at  infrequent  intervals  from  accumulated  income 
during  one's  lifetime  and/or  at  one's  death.  You  will  note  that  the 
Baptists  have  put  the  major  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Current 
Income.  The  Baptist  Foundation  seeks  to  put  a  stronger  emphasis  on 
the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Income.  There  are  many  ways  that  the 
Foundation  assists  a  person  in  making  his  gifts  through  accumulated 
income  such  as:  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift  annuity,  and  (3)  by  be- 
quests in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  attorney 
upon  your  request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal  documents 
where  the  Baptist  Foundation  is  to  be  involved.  The  Foundation  offers 
services  to  individual  churches,  associations,  and  to  all  of  our  Baptist 
agencies  and  institutions.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

The  Foreign  Missions  Board  came  to  the  close  of  1964  with  a  mission 
staff  of  1,901.  Appointments  totaling  159  during  1964  and  49  from  Jan- 
uary to  May  1965,  brings  the  number  of  Foreign  missionaries  in  active 
service  to  1,932.  Forty-three  missionary  associates  are  included  in  this 
number. 

At  the  end  of  1964,  there  were  many  requests  for  new  missionaries. 
iAmong  the  pressing  needs  are  those  for  people  in  field  evangelism  and 
Church  development,  theological  education,  nursing,  student  work,  and 
religious  education. 

Southern  Baptist  now  have  missionaries  under  appointment  in  57 
political  entities.  They  have  reached  out  to  four  additional  Countries 
in  1984. 

Mission  work  is  carried  on  through  a  varying  number  of  institutions 
on  each  field — Churches,  schools,  hospitals,  publication  plants,  good  will 
centers.  But  all  are  interactive  and  the  goal  of  each  is  evangelization 
what  ever  their  duties  all  missionaries  participate  in  work  of  the 
churches  in  their  station. 

Strong  churches  need  not  only  trained  leaders,  but  literature  for 
evangelism  and  religious  education.  The  fact  stands  out  for  all  to  see 
that  the  need  for  financial  support  for  our  foreign  missions  program  is 
very  great  and  calls  for  our  response  to  the  fullest  extent  of  our  ability. 

Total  contributions  of  Southern  Baptist  foreign  missions  amounted 
to  $23,891,502.85  during  1964.  Still  at  years  end  there  were  requests  from 
the  Misions  (Organizations  of  Southern  Baptist  missionaries)  for  more 
than  $3,000,000  for  urgently  needed  land,  buildings  and  equipment. 

The  major  lesson  learned  from  the  history  of  the  last  25  years  of 
foreign  missions  is  that  in  view  of  national  and  international  circum- 
stances which  can  greatly  affect  the  work  being  done  in  any  land,  the 
wisest  investment  of  missionary  resources  is  the  cultivation  New  Testa- 
ment churches.

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REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

"Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging;  whosoever  is  deceived 
thereby  is  not  wise,"  so  says  Proverbs  20:1.  We  know  this  is  true  for 
alcohol  is  a  poison,  and  like  morphine,  cocaine,  and  other  drugs,  alcohol 
tends  to  develop  addiction  in  those  who  use  it.  Great  numbers  of  social 
drinkers  become  enslaved  by  the  craving  for  a  shot  of  alcohol  and  de- 
generate into  helpless  alcoholics. 

We  believe  in  helping  rehabilitate  alcoholics.  We  believe  in  doing 
everything  we  can  to  keep  people  from  becoming  alcoholics.  We  can 
leave  off  alcoholic  drinks  ourselves,  and  use  our  influence  against  its 
use  by  others.    If  we  are  good  citizens,  we  will  vote  against  it. 

Some  argue  that  our  government  needs  the  revenue  from  the  sale 
of  whiskey,  but  statistics  show  that  in  North  Carolina  in  1964,  we  spent 
$18.64  to  make  one  dollar  in  whiskey  revenue.  The  crime,  accidents, 
and  tragedies  on  the  highways,  and  loss  of  work  and  health  due  to 
liquor  is  heartbreaking  as  well  as  expensive. 

We  are  responsible  citizens  and  take  a  firm  stand  against  those  who 
would  make  easy  money  by  pandering  the  weakness  of  their  fellow  man. 
One  of  the  most  tragic  things  about  the  liquor  traffic  is  that  many  of 
our  teen-agers  have  become  involved.  Let  us  begin  now  to  educate 
them  to  the  dangers  of  alcohol.  Also,  we  know  that  parents  have  a  great 
responsibility  in  this  and  sometimes  it  may  call  for  screening  of  the 
company  of  their  children.  But  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  guard 
against  this  evil.  Just  to  disapprove  is  sometimes  not  enough.  We  must 
act.

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  easiest  and  best  way  we 
can  carry  out  His  command. 

With  the  dawning  of  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
Cooperative  Program,  a  new  note  of  optimism  and  Missionary  Advance 
is  perceptible  among  Baptists! 

It  is  now  a  well-accepted  fact  that  the  Cooperative  Program  of  World 
Missions  is  the  foundation  for  our  total  missionary  endeavor  —  that  of 
preaching,  teaching,  and  healing  in  the  name  of  Christ  at  home  and 
abroad. 

Even  as  we  presently  support  the  work  of  2,000  foreign  missionaries, 
2,500  home  missionaries,  and  more  than  100  missionaries  in  North  Caro- 
lina, Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention Foreign  Mission  Board,  has  challenged  us  to  send  out  5,000 
foreign  missionaries  in  the  year's  immediately  ahead!  This  will  mean 
greater  sacrifice  and  greatly  increased  giving  on  the  part  of  Baptists 
everywhere!  "The  Cooperative  Program  has  given  significant  support 
to  every  state  and  Conventionwide  Cause  —  during  the  last  sixteen  years 
it  has  provided  more  than  $100,000,000  for  the  Foreign  Mission  program 
of  Southern  Baptists.  Truly,  it  IS  the  'life-line'  of  our  total  cooperative 
witness  and  service." 

"The  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  unique  in  Church 
history  as  the  financial  foundation  of  foreign  missions.  Through  the 
years  Southern  Baptist  churches  have  done  together  what  they  could 
never  have  done  separately. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  the  solid  financial  base  on  which 
foreign  missions  advance  is  projected,  overseas  budgets  are  planned,  and 
additional  missionaries  are  appointed.

Baptist  churches  have  set  goals  as  a  part  of  the  Conventionwide  emphasis 
to  enlist  2,000,000  tithers  by  October,  1966.  A  free  "Planning  Kit"  for 
tither  enlistment  iis  available  from  our  state  office  for  every  church  or 
pastor  adopting  a  definite  goal. 

According  to  available  records  Tuckaseigee  Association  during  1964 
gave  a  total  of  $12,651  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  23  churches 
(almost  half)  did  not  share  in  world  missions  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Let  us  determine  NOW  to  be  faithful  in  worship  with  tithes 
and  offerings  and  share  regularly  through  the  Cooperative  Program.

2.  That  we  engage  regularly  in  prayer  for  cooperative  causes  and 
give  special  emphasis  to  prayer  for  these  causes  during  the  October  Co- 
operative Program  Emphasis. 

3.  That  every  church  plan  a  Stewardship  program  in  Sunday  School 
A.ssembly  following  the  fourth  prayer  service  of  the  October  Coopera- 
tive Program  Emphasis.  (Or  any  month  suitable  to  the  local  church). 

4.  That  the  churches  give  regularly  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram.

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  church  to  see  that  each  home  has  an 
amount  of  Denominational  literature  to  read. 

The  Souhern  Baptist  Convention  has  sought  to  use  the  printed  truth 
for  God's  glory.  The  Sunday  School  Board  publishers  publish  millions 
of  copies  of  desirable  and  attractive  religious  materials  for  every  age 
group,  using  varied  colors  and  numerous  illustrations. 

We  not  only  have  all  the  many  good  publications  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  but  there  are  other  key  publications  that  include  our 
State  Paper,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  the  Charity  and  Children,  the  Com- 
mission, our  Foreign  Missions  magazine  and  the  Home  Missions  maga- 
zine. Our  Sunday  School  Literature,  the  class  quarterly,  the  Open 
Windows,  the  Wing,  and  the  Upward,  which  has  very  good  reading  for 
our  young  people.  The  Church  Musician  Church  Recreation  and  the 
Church  Administration  Magazine,  and  the  Home  Life,  all  these  and 
others  we  have  to  meet  the  need  of  promoting  good  reading.

REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

A  report  of  this  nature  may  in  no  way  be  all-inclusive,  nor  would 
it  seem  to  be  most  appropriate  to  give  a  step  by  step  account  of  the  pro- 
gram. It  would  seem  most  purposeful  to  evaluate  the  major  develop- 
ments of  the  Convention,  and  to  emphasize  the  positive  spirit  which 
prevailed. 

A  vital  part  of  the  spirit  for  North  Carolinians  who  avail  themselves 
of  the  Charter  Service  planes  provided  through  Marse  Grant  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder  is  the  fellowship  derived  enroute.  In  addition,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Grant  are  to  be  commended  for  providing  a  saving  to  the  local 
churches  of  our  state  which  will  run  into  several  thousand  dollars,  when 
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the  costs  are  compared  to  commercial  flights. 

The  pastors  joined  in  their  conference  while  the  W.  M.  U.  Convention 
was  in  progress  during  the  first  days  of  the  week.  Not  only  were  there 
fine  messages  from  John  Glenn  and  Howard  Butt,  but  inspiring  messages 
from  Southern  Baptist  pastors  which  left  much  for  us  to  think  about  in 
coming  months. 

The  Convention  began,  continued  and  concluded  on  an  ex:ellent 
note  of  harmony,  which  proved  to  many  that  Southern  Baptists  can  live 
with  their  differences  in  an  attitude  of  Christian  love  for  one  another. 
Although  there  were  attempts  made  to  cut  financial  resources  and  to 
abolish  the  Christian  Life  Commission,  the  Convention  showed  its  feel- 
ings in  decisive  fashion,  but  with  virtually  no  expressed  resentment. 
Men  of  different  backgrounds  and  convictions  were  allowed  to  express 
themselves  in  a  mature  manner,  and  the  voice  of  the  Convention  was 
accepted  with  the  most  generous  attitude. 

Cooperation  was  the  key  word  for  this  Convention.  Cooperation 
with  other  Baptist  bodies  over  the  world,  from  a  better  cooperative  re- 
lationship with  North  American  Baptist  bodies  to  anticipation  of  the 
Baptist  World  Congress  to  a  united  American  Hemisphere  Evangelistic 
Effort.  The  Convention  moved  to  give  support  to  the  suggestion  of  the 
Brazilian  Baptists  for  such  an  effort  within  our  hemisphere  in  1969,  when 
all  Baptists  of  the  two  American  continents  would  be  asked  to  join 
in  a  simultaneous  evangelistic  effort. 

May  it  be  the  sincere  prayer  of  every  Baptist  that  the  cooperative 
and  harmonious  spirit  expressed  in  Dallas  will  be  a  vital  part  of  every 
Associational  Annual  Meeting  and  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  in  November.  With  this  spirit,  we  may  center  our  at- 
tention on  our  true  purposes,  and  seek  the  support  of  evangelistic  and 
world  missions  efforts  with  more  zeal  and  purpose.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUITY  BOARD 

THE  LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  Life  Benefit  Plan  was  inaugurated  on  October  1,  1964  to  meet 
the  need  for  supplemental  life  protection  for  our  pastors  and  denomina- 
tional employees,  and  has  already  achieved  phenominal  success  with 
more  than  ten  thousand  active  participants.  It  affords  protection  rang- 
ing from  ten  to  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  death  under  age  46  with 
graduated  benefits  thereafter  for  dues  of  $3.34  to  $10.00  per  month.  It 
is  still  open  for  membership. 
THE  HEALTH  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  health  benefit  plan  is  an  all-inclusive  program  of  hospital,  sur- 
gical and  major-medical  protection  which  is  now  being  offered.  The 
target  date  for  the  beginning  of  this  plan  is  October  1,  1965.  Five  thous- 
and applications  are  required  by  September  1  in  order  to  put  this  pro- 
gram into  effect. 

BENEFITS  PAID  —  "MANNA  FROM  HEAVEN" 

It  has  been  said  by  many  annuitants  that  the  checks  which  come 
from  the  Annuity  Board  each  month  are  like  "Manna  from  Heaven." 
These  checks  vary  in  size,  depending  upon  the  length  of  time  one  was  a 
member  and  the  amount  of  dues  paid. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47  million 
dollars  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  to  the  men  and 
women  of  God  who  serve  Southern  Baptists.  In  1964  alone,  31/2  million 
was  paid  out  to  ministers  and  denominational  workers  or  their  families. 
MEMBERS  IN  ANNUITY  BOARD  PLANS 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  are  in  the  Protection  Program  for 
their  pastors.  Approximately  10,000  of  these  churches  are  paying  the 
total  10%  dues. 

There  are  now  127  of  the  176  educational  institutions,  hospitals, 
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children's  homes,  homes  for  the  aged  and  other  southwide  agencies  pro- 
tected by  one  of  the  Annuity  Board  programs.  This  means  more  than 
25,000  members  are  in  the  Annuity  Board's  retirement  plans. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70%  or  more  of  the  churches  in  the  plan. 
At  the  present  time  North  Carolina  has  46%  of  the  churches  in  the  Pro- 
tection Program  for  ministers. 

ANNUITY  BOARD  SECRETARY 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  is  jointly  employed  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  Annuity  Board.  He  promotes  the  Board's  total  pro- 
gram of  protection  by  trying  to  enlist  all  pastors,  churches  and  denom- 
inational employees  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  program  in  North  Caro- 
lina. He  works  to  help  those  who  are  in  the  program  to  better  under- 
stand the  protection  they  have.  For  further  information,  write  the 
Annuity  Board,  511  North  Akard,  Dallas,  Texas  75201,  or  Rev.  Guy  Cain, 
301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  27600. 

STATE  MISSIONS 

The  local  church  is  not  only  interested  in  sending  its  gifts  and  per- 
sonnel outside  its  immediate  environment  to  witness  to  a  lost  world, 
but  the  local  church  is  a  mission  itself.  The  church's  talents,  possessions 
and  witness  must  begin  at  home  and  at  the  neighbor's  house  close  by. 
State  missions  help  us  to  remember  that  we  are  the  salt  and  the  light  of 
the  world  right  wheer  we  live  and  work. 

Our  state  finds  itself  in  growth  in  industry,  the  influx  of  people 
into  our  towns  and  cities,  population  ever  on  the  increase.  We  see  a 
widening  gap  developing  between  Christians  and  non-Christians  here  in 
our  own  state.  We  see  many  areas  where  there  is  not  a  witness  of  a 
church,  where  Christ  is  not  being  preached  and  taught.  But  because 
God  is  concerned  with  his  people,  he  is  awakening  churches  to  be  mis- 
sions, and  He  is  leading  our  state  mission  work  to  reach  across  our  state. 

Our  state  mission  work  helps  in  the  purchase  of  lots  for  new 
churches.  Last  year  our  state  missions  gave  $40,000.00  for  this  cause. 
Also  under  state  missions  loan  funds  have  been  administered  to  new 
churches,  and  last  year  some  $32,000.00  was  loaned  to  churches.  Associ- 
ational  missions  is  aided  by  our  state  mission  offerings.  Last  year,  some 
$66,000.00  was  given  to  our  80  district  associations.  There  were  seven 
weeks  of  Schools  of  Missions  promoted  last  year  through-out  232 
churches  in  our  state.  The  purpose  of  these  schools  was  to  stimulate 
soul -winning,  and  they  were  led  by  235  of  our  missionaries  from  around 
the  world.    Over  75,000  of  our  people  attended  these  meetings. 

There  are  special  areas  of  mission  concern  in  our  state.  Our  state 
mission  work  reaches  the  Japanese  people  on  our  east  coast,  the  deaf 
persons  across  our  towns,  military  personnel  of  which  one  out  of  every 
ten  people  in  our  state  is  here  because  of  military  service,  the  Cherokee 
Indian  ministry  and  seminary  extension  work  in  Western  North  Carolina. 
Also  state  missions  support  the  department  of  Interracial  Cooperation 
which  helps  to  cross  racial  barriers  and  seeks  to  understand  and  imple- 
ment our  moral  responsibilities  in  this  area. 

This  is  only  a  portion  of  what  our  prayers  and  our  gifts  help  state 
missions  to  accomplish.  Let  us  as  God's  people  and  His  churches  con- 
tinue to  reach  out  across  our  state  through  this  mission  endeavor.  Let 
each  Christian  first  be  a  missionary.  Let  each  church  be  a  mission 
center.   L?t  state  missions  be  a  part  of  us.

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1965  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  OF 
THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

With  serious  moral  issues  facing  us  on  every  hand,  Baptists  need  an 
accurate  and  comprehensive  source  of  information.  Secular  papers 
cannot  meet  this  need.  These  papers  cover  so  many  things — sports, 
society,  business,  obituaries,  entertainment,  national  and  foreign  affairs, 
to  mention  a  few.  All  too  often  religion  is  found  only  on  a  Saturday 
church  page — if  at  all. 

In  the  past  year  those  who  look  to  the  secular  press  for  coverage 
of  Baptist  events  were  disappointed  on  more  than  one  occasion.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Dallas  and  the  Baptist  World  Congress 
in  Miami  Beach  provide  two  examples.  Even  the  best  of  the  daily  papers 
had  no  more  than  one  article  a  day  on  these  meetings.    Some  had  none. 

Where  can  Baptists  get  coverage  of  these  and  other  significant  meet- 
ings? The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  their  dependable  medium  of  infor- 
mation for  132  years.  Typical  of  its  service,  the  RECORDER  devoted 
special  editions  to  these  important  meetings  at  Dallas  and  Miami  Beach. 
Many  people  who  read  these  issues  said  they  felt  like  they  were  there. 
This  is  the  RECORDER'S  job — to  be  our  eyes  and  ears  when  we  cannot 
be  there. 

In  many  other  ways  the  RECORDER  serves  its  readers.  For  ex- 
ample, a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  1965  General  Assembly  that  would 
have  legalized  distilleries  in  our  state.  Editorials  in  the  RECORDER 
aroused  our  people  and  they,  in  turn,  contacted  their  legislators.  The  bill 
was  soundly  defeated.  A  liquor-by-the-drink  bill  can  be  expected  in 
the  1967  Assembly.  Again,  the  RECORDER  will  keep  you  informed. 
With  so  many  papers  now  accepting  beer  and  liquor  advertising,  the 
question  arises  as  to  how  they  can  give  unbiased  coverage  to  liquor 
proposals. 

Let's  talk  money  for  a  moment:  The  average  Baptist  family  spends 
at  least  50c  to  $1.00  a  week  on  newspapers  with  little  complaint.  And 
yet,  for  only  4c  or  5c  a  week — the  cost  of  a  stamp — the  RECORDER  can 
come  into  a  home.  If  your  church  does  not  have  a  RECORDER  club, 
please  see  that  one  is  organized.  Only  four  people  are  needed  to  form 
a  club.  Better  still,  send  the  RECORDER  to  every  family  under  the 
Church  Budget  Plan,  Our  Baptist  people  must  be  enlisted  in  the  fight 
against  evil.  The  best  way  this  can  be  done  is  through  the  pages  cf  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER.
